It Is no exaggeration to say that the 
financial world of England would be 
delighted to see Mr. Chamberlain mui- 
zled when he Intends to speak on En¬ 
gland's foreign relations. 

As might be expected. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, himself, takes the whole affair 
with his usual cynical Indifference. He 
Is staying quietly at Birmingham, and 
Is not exhibiting any particular Inter¬ 
est In thl3 storm which he has raised. 
At the colonial office a representative 
of the Associated Press was informed 
that Mr. Chamberlain does not desire 
to enter Into any controversy and 
stands by what he said. If the Ger¬ 
man papers continue to misrepresent 
him (this Is Mr. Chamberlain's point of 
view), why. it cannot be helped. 

As at the other Government depart¬ 
ments the belief exists at the Colonial 
Office that the whole agitation will die 
a natural death, and that everything 
will come out all right. 

Thc?re Is no doubt, hpwever. that by 
this latest break Mr. Chamberlain has 
seriously, perhaps Irreparably, dam¬ 
aged his reputation with the better 
classes In England.

Sale of American Shoes. 

The sale of American shoes here con¬ 
tinues to increase merrily, the English 
manufacturers apparently confining 
their attempts to stem this commercial 
invasion by writing pathetic biters to 
the papers, in which they declare there 
will be empty chairs by the fireside If 
the English persist In buying Ameri¬ 
can shoes. According to some of these 
letters the article Imported from the 
United States constitutes danger to 


life and health, being said to be made 
of the cheapest possible leather, which 
Is quite Inadequate to keep dry the 
feet of the nation which does not wear 
rubbers. This sort of thing appearing 
frequently In the London dallies has 
elicited an answer In to-day’s Dally 
Chronicle from an American manufact¬ 
urer, who categorically denies the use 
of poor leather and points out that the 
Importation of American rubbers far 
exceeds the Importation of shoes, ob¬ 
viously proving that even English- 
made shoes require overshoes to help 
them keep out the wet

-BLESSED ARE PLACEMAKERS” 


Although a version In English of tho 
Hiid»‘ from the Vulgat“ was produced 
by Wyellf in 13S2. it was not until tho 
year* Immediately succeeding the* in 
tiHjduction of printing by Caxh»n in 
1477 that tho Bible In the form known 
to-duy was published. 


The first complete copy was that of 
Miles Coverdale, dated 1533, based upon 
the Swiss-German version, combining 
the work of Luther, Tyndale, and the 
Vulgate. This edition was dedicated to 
Henry VIII., and gave rise to a curious 
story. An Idea became prevalent that 
In one or tw’o copies Paul was made 
to describe himself as “Paul, a knave 
of Jesus Christ." As a matter of fact 
this was not the case, but taking ad¬ 
vantage of the offer of a nobleman that 
he would pay a high price for a copy, 
a man named Thornton ingeniously al¬ 
tered the word "serwaroote" in the text 
to "knav«\'* afterward selling the for¬ 
gery to the bibliophile for a handsome 
sum. This, called the “Knave" Bible, 
may be said to be the earliest of those 
queer series of blunders which have 
[ often Invested ancient Bibles with fle- 
! titious values. Thirty-five yen is ear¬ 
lier. however. Pope Sextus V. had pub¬ 
lished an edition of the Vulvalwhich 
he was afterward obliged to*suppress; 
for the Bible was full-of gross errors. 
To-day a copy of this Is a great “find.** 
and one was known t«» fetch some hun¬ 
dreds «»f pounds, but this can scarcely j 
bo reckoned an English Bible.

The Knave Bible. 

After "the Knave Bible" came the 
Bug Bible." This was one printed In 


| 1549 by the authority of Edward VI., 
and Its curiosity lies In the rendering 
of the fifth verse of the !dst Psalm, 
which, os we knotv, it runs. "ThoU 
shalt not be afraid for the terror by 
night, nor for the arrow/ which flloth 
by day;" but In the above version ran. 
“So thou shalt not nede to be afraid 
for any bugges by night-" Ludicrous 
as this sounds. It Is not etymologically 
Without Justification. "Bug" l* derived 
from th** Welsh word “bwg." which 
meunt a hobgoblin or terrifying spec¬ 
ter. a signification traceable inL thc 
word commonly in use to-day—"bug¬ 
bear;” and Shakespeare once or twice 
tuiCM the word In this primary sense, 
notably when he makes Hamlet say: 
“Such bugr. nnd goblins in my m 0 *

Geneva Edition. 

Next m order of date come the Gene¬ 
va Bible, which owing to Its rendering 
of the seventh verse of the third chap¬ 
ter of Genesis came to be known ns 
“the Breeches Bible." R was called 
the Geneva Bible because it was trans¬ 
lated there In 1557 by English Chuicb- 
men who had fled to Switzerland to es¬ 
cape the bonfires of Smithfield, which 
were then merrily crackling under the 
supervision of Queen Mary. It was the*

common use In England. 

In 1562 appeared “The Plaeemak rs 
Bible," so called from the word ap¬ 
pearing so in Matthew through a typo ¬

Pagan Bible. 

"The Pagan Bible," published 
in 1572, earned Its name from 
the lack of taste (or was It knowledge?) 
displayed by its Illustrator, who orna¬ 
mented the text with woodcuts depict¬ 
ing pagan deities and their mytholog¬ 
ical adventures. For Instance, at the 
beginning of one of the Epistles was a 
view of Mount Olympus, and the fig¬ 
ures of a Siren. Apollo and Daphne. 
Close on the heels of this astonishingly 
Incongruous production came “The 
Treacle Bible, a verse in Jeremiah 
reading: “There is no more treacle at 
Galaad." ^ _ 

8uch errors as most of the above 
were dearly enough due to the Indelib¬ 
erate carelessness of a compositor, but 
there is an element of prophecy, u sug¬ 
gestion of the “pen which breaks the 
scepter.*' in the blunder of an early 
Georgiau Bible, which makes King 
David declare that * Printers persecut¬ 
ed him without a cause." The substi¬ 
tution of the word “printers" for

FOUGHT TO DIE. 


William ruby objected to 

AN ANTIDOTE. 


Finally Taken To the City Hospital, 
Where His Life Is Despaired of. 


So determined was William Ruby to 
iffi® that three policemen and a phy- 
alctaxi could not hold him long enough 
to administer an antidote for the poison 
he had takeu. Ruby is twenty-two or I 
twenty-three years old, and lives on 
Oak street, between Seventh and 
Eighth. The loss of the position which 1 
lb- held for years with the Turner-Day- 
Woolworth Manufacturing Company 
tcaused him to take the poison. 

His home was on the north side of 
Oak street, end his sister. Mrs. Will- 
flam Prledenberg. lived opposite. Ruby 
Host hfs position last Friday morning. 
%ind yesterday afternoon he went to pay 
his sister a visit. About 4 o'clock he 
took a bottlo from his pocket and drank 
what was supposed to be whisky. 

Five minutes later ho casually re¬ 
marked: "I have taken laudanum and 
iT'm going to die." 

He laughed as he spoke, as If he was 
iiappy at the prospect 

Mrs. Frledenberg ran for a physician. 
T>r. Leo Black has an office at Seventh 
and Oak streets, and two minutes after 
the woman summoned him he was by 
*the side of the young man. 

"Oh. no, you don’t come that on me!** 
tie said, as he caught sight of the med¬ 
icine man. "I'm happy now and I’m 
going to die. 1 guess a fellow can die 
If he wants to, can't he?" 

The physician did not stop to argue 
with Ruby. He quickly unlocked the 
medicine case and reached for a bot¬ 
tle. 

Ruby Is a slight young fellow*, hut his 
tippearanee was deceptive. Hard tnan- 

.1 his muscles. He also had training 
UB a pugilist. 

The physician saw that violence 
would !>e necessary If an antidote was 
administered, and he summoned Patrol¬ 
men Baldwin. McAullffe and McCorkle. 

They attempted to hold Ruby, but 
Ruby struggled and wrenched himself 
free. 

"Call the ambulance. I guess they can 
take care of him nt the City Hospital," 
ordered the physician, and the ambu¬ 
lance was summoned. 

Ruby was In a critical condition when 
he reached the hospital. The ounce 
find a half of laudanum which he took 
was beginning to take effect, and the 
physicians were not sure that they 
could save his life. _

Solicitor General Richards Talks of 
the Necessity For Legislation 
For Repressing the Evil.

UNDER INDICTMENT. 


Federal Grand Jury Takes Action In 
Connection With Heavy Losses 
of Money At Webb City, 

Mo.. Meeting. 


Philadelphia. Nov. 23.—At the dinner 
given by the t f nion League Club In this 
city to-night John M. Richards, Solic¬ 
itor General of the United States, spoke 
on the need of legislation for the re¬ 
pression of anarchy. He sakl the Pres¬ 
ident of the United States ought to be 
protected by the laws of the United 
States. "Not only hi* safety, but the 
dignity of the republic demands this." 
said Mr, Richards. "A murderous as¬ 
sault upon the President, aimed, as It 
1«. at the life of the Government, im¬ 
perils the security of the whole country, 
nnd whether successful or unsuccessful 
should be punished by death. 

"The right of self-preservation Is as 
vital to the Htatc as to the individual. 
It Is unnecessary to amend the Consti¬ 
tution In order to obtain the power to 
suppress anarchism. 

"The right of the United States to ex¬ 
clude ulien anarchists and to deport 
such as have not yet become cltiaens 
must be conceded. The Supreme Court 
has held that as a sovereign nation the 
United States is endowed with the pow¬ 
er. essential to self-preservation, of ex¬ 
cluding all aliens which It may deem 
dangerous to the peace of the Stale 
und of expelling or deporting those not 
yet naturalized. This i>ower may at the 
discretion of Congress be Intrusted for 
enforcement to the executive. 

"If Congress intrusts to the President 
the power to exclude alien anarchists 
and to deport all unnaturalized ones, I 
fancy It will not be difficult to put in 
operation a plan of ridding the country' 
of th<»se bloody-minded people."

TEMPORARQY INJUNCTION 
AGAINST THE L. AND N. 


NO DISCRIMINATION ALLOWED. 


Must Make Deliveries of Live Stock 
To Southern Railway In 
Kentucky. 


SIMPLY A “SWITCHING CASE.” 


Judge Shackelford Miller, of the Chan¬ 
cery •division. rendered an opinion yes¬ 
terday. In which he granted a tempor¬ 
ary injunction to prevent the L. and 
N. from refusing to switch and deliver 
cars of live stock to the Southern Rail¬ 
way Company in Kentucky, destined to 
the Central Stock Yards. 

As soon as Judge Miller completed 
the reading of h.‘a opinion he naked Mr. 
Helm Bruce, of the Arm of Helm. Bruce 
& Helm, who tvpre 5 ented«the L. anil N., 
What bond the plaintiff company should 
give. Mr. Bruce, nrA replying directly 
to the question, asked In regard to the 
order to be drawn: 

“Is it to cover both Interstate and 
Intrastate carloads of live stock? * 

*‘I had not considered that phase of 
the question especially," replied Judge 
Miller, "but I do not see how any dis¬ 
tinction, can be made." 

Judge Milter then again asked the 
amount of the bond. 

"Make it SiO.OOO," said Mr. J. C. Dodd, 
of Dodd & Dodd, who, with Mr. W. M. 
Bnuth, represented the Central Stock 
Yards Company. 

"I was Just about to suggest that 
■mount." saJd Mr. Bruoe. 

Judge Miller then ordered that a bond 
for this amount should be given by the 
Cential Stock Yards Company. 

The order, which was subsequently 
drawn by the attorneys for the Central 
•Stock Yards Company, makes no dis¬ 
tinction as to interstate and Intrastate 
live stock. It simply directs the L. and 
IN. to switch and deliver to the South¬ 
ern Railway In Kentucky at its physic¬ 
al connection all cars of live stock re¬ 
ceived for shipment to the Central 
Stock Yards. 

• • • 

Decision Far-Reaching. 


The decision Is one of far-rca^hing 
Importance, and if eventually affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals or the United 
States Supreme Court, to both of which 
It will In all likelihood he taken, will 
establish the faot that so far as Louis¬ 
ville is concerned the Bourbon Stock 
Yards wll not have a monopoly In the 
handling of livo stock. 

Judge Miller's opinion was an elab¬ 
orate presentation of the law and the 
facta in the case, end his conclusion 
hinged on hla conception that the suit 
was simply a switching case and spe¬ 
cifically covered by constitutional ro- 
qu I n merits. 

Judge Miller's decision la confirmatory 
of a restraining order granted originally 
fcy Judge Field In the suit, but far 
more extensive In Its effect. Judge 
Field’s order related only to a few speci¬ 
fied cars. Judge Miller’s decision cov¬ 
ers all live stock shipped over the L. 
and N. to be delivered to the Southern 
for the Central Stock Yards.

upon its linen. On the contrary, th.s Is 
purely and simply a switching case under 
Section 213 of the Constitution so far as 
the facts set forth in the petition are 
concerned For the .*akc of the argument, 
the defendant's contention that It will not 
be required to furn »h more than one live 
stock depot in a city, may be admitted, 
but that fact would not, m my opinion, 
affect the question presented for decision. 
The petition In Whs case Is fashioned aft¬ 
er the petitions In the numerous *•«*«•* 
* hke kind which have been cited upon 
this hearing. I am of opinion that the 
petition states a cause of action, and that 
the plaintiff may maintain it. 

In considering the second ground of de¬ 
fense It is important to keep in mind the 
fact that plaintiff is proceeding under the 
express authority and letter of the Con¬ 
stitution bearing directly upon the point 
under consideration. The numerous cases 
cited on the oral argument may bo classed 
In somewhat general terms (1) as stock 
yard cases proper and (2) cases Involving 
interchange of cars at physical connec¬ 
tions of railways. The flt>t class of ca*»es 
have been generally decided upon tho gen¬ 
eral principles of the common law as 
applicable to common carriers, while th© 
second class Is governed by Constitutions 
or statutes. 

• • • 

Not a Stockyard Case. 


It Is & mistake to say that we have, 
in the case at bar, a stock yard case 
proper. This latter class properly em¬ 
braces only those cases in which the 
courts have considered bow far the law 
would compel the delivery of live stock 
at Bom* stock yard in & given city other 
than the one owned and controlled by tho 
carrier itself, or operated through some 
agency which the carrier has selected. 

As wo are not now considering exclu¬ 
sively a stock yanl cose, U hi not vital 
that we look to these cases. But let us 
see If the numerous cases In this class 
can be said to establish any general rule. 
I think they estsbUsh this rule only: 
That where the currier furnishes its own 
stock yards, either by build.ng them it¬ 
self or adopting tho yards of another. It 
cannot be compelled under the common 
law or the interstate commerce net to fur¬ 
nish any other stock yard or any appli¬ 
ances therefor for loading or unloading 
live stock at any other point In the city 
upon its own lines than that at its own 
yards. 

But where ample facilities for loading 
and unloading are furnished by another 
line, and yar<ta arc there erected on the 
other carrier’s track, so that the carrier 
may deliver stock with equal safety at 
said yard*, then such delivery may be re¬ 
quired certainly under our Constitution, 
if not at common law. 

Section 2t4 of the Constitution does not 
mean that a carrier must build plat¬ 
forms or chutes, etc., for any and all who 
may want stock yards on the line of the 
road, but It does mean that all Individ¬ 
uals and ail corporations engaged In the 
stock yards business must he treated alike 
and no exclusive or preferential contract 
for tho care and custody of stock can be 
made. 

• • • 

Must Treat All Alike, 


. The defendant presents three defenses: 

First—That the shipper, and not the 
plaintiff stock yards company, is the 
party injured, if anyone Is Injured, and 
that tho stock yards company cannot, 
therefore, maintain this suit. 

Second—That It has heretofore estab¬ 
lished and furnished a sufllclent depot, 
known as the Bourbon Stock Yards wiih 
(Uifflclent facilities for the handling, fad¬ 
ing ar.d car ng for nil live stock com- 
lug to the city Of I«ou:svillc. and that it 
Is not required to establish any other 
live stock depot In said city: and 
Third—It admits that It turn make a 
delivery of all live stock consigned over 
Its line to the Southern Railway Com¬ 
pany at IxmlsvtJB Ky., and destined to 
the Central Stock Yards, or to the plaint¬ 
iff. Central Stock Yards Company, or In 
|(s ••are, but that to do so the sa'.d Lou¬ 
isville and Nashville Railroad Company 
will or may have to employ a spv-ctal 
engine lo lake such live *UK.*k directly 
from its yards at South Loutsv lie to the 
Magnolia ami Seventh-avenue connection

£ Tlie defendant, "by way of answer to 
i # thc demand of plaintiff that defendant 
required to comply with the manda¬ 
tory section of the Constitution, rays 
St has, by contra*** with the Botirbdn 
fN&toolc Yards Company, established that 
ptar«- as Its live stock depot In the City 
of l«oul«ville. 

• • • 

Plaintiff Vitally Interested. 

Tn answer to the objoeton that the 
plaintiff has no nglii to maintain this 
■ctlon. it is clear that plaintiff is vitally 
Interested liMhe result of tho action, untL. 
that tho ultimate success of its stock 
yard business is largely dependent upon 
requiring the defendant to comply with 
the provisions of th* I'onstitur on supra, 
and. further, that injunctive process Is 
the only adequ ate rc n. . This Is -hown 
mu yarn cm«i relied upon by

the Constitution of the State? In none 
of the cases relied Often by defendant, was 
this question for d<v 'ion. AH of thoie 
oasts were ukd under the common law 
a* applicable to carriers. It must be ad¬ 
mitted that the Stair h*ts the power to 
comj>c1 its railroad corporations to ex¬ 
change fr«.ght with e.»ch other It cr.n 
even require the carrier lo deliver live 
stuck at every stock yard in Us line, but 
it has not done s-o. If there had be^n 
such a constitutional provision in Ken¬ 
tucky. and Tennessee, It Is cl^-ar that t :e 
Covington stock yards case and the Nash¬ 
ville stork yards cas** would have been 
(lec.ded in favor of the stock yords. If 
the State may go so far as to alter, 
amend, and even repeal the charter of a 
railroad company, it certainly has the 
power of lmix>4ing a mere regulation as to 
the forwarding of freight. And the State, 
having in Its Constitution expressly re¬ 
quired th<* iirft-m.unt to receive and ex¬ 
change cars from and with other roads, it 
Is perfectly plain that the "stock yard" 
cases, decided upon common law princi¬ 
ples, are not at all applicable to this case. 
This is not a "stock yard" case under the 
common law, but a “switching" case un¬ 
der the Constitution. 

* • • 

Inconvenience No Defense. 

Can mere Inconvenience and a mod¬ 
erate expense excuse defendant from ex¬ 
changing cars with other roads? 

It is a conceded fact in this cose that 
tho Seventh and Magnolia streets connec¬ 
tion Is a physical connection between the 
tracks of the two railroad systems* »nd 
this Is more than corroborated by the posi¬ 
tive testimony as contained In the affi¬ 
davits of B. H. Young and B* 8. Joaee- 
lyn. 

Furthermore, It appears that live sto<*k 
can be delivered promptly ana r*‘gu*arly 
from the South Louisville break-up yards 
of said Louisville upd Nashville Railroad 
Company immediately to said Magnolia- 
street connection with the Southern rail¬ 
way. In his affidavit the president of the 
defendant says: 

"If cars of live stock are to be delivered 
promptly and regularly from the L. and 
N. yards at South Louisville immediately 
to the said MagnoliA-street track, with¬ 
out going first to the Oak-street yards of 
the Ijouiftvllla and Nashville Railroad 
Company. It Will practically require the 
service of another switch engine and crew 
to do this work." 

If we look at the case as one in which 
the convenience of tho Louisville and 
Nashville railroad Is to be* tuken into 
the account, still, there is no reason why 
delivery of live stork at this 8eventh and 
Magno.ta. connection may not be required 
when the stock comes from the L. and 
N. to tho Southern, as confessedly ev¬ 
ery day such stock bound for the North¬ 
ern market Is delivered by the Southern 
to the L and N. at such connection. 

It takes a shorter time to make the 
delivery from the break-up yards of the 
L. and N. to this connection with tho 
Southern than It does to make it to tho 
ding to the Bourbon yards, and 
the same switching and delay occurs at 
cither connection or switch, the distance 
being greatly to the advantage of the 
Seventh and Magnolia connection. 

I am of opinion that plaintiff’s motion 
for an Injunction ought to be sustained, 
and It will be so ordered,

The question as to whether or not the 


From the debates of the Constitutional 
Con-ven'tlon (VoL 4. pages 5,11$ to 5,162), it 
will be seen that the convention, in tho 
interest of the general pulbllc, recognised 
the fact that It is no proper business of 
a common carrier to footer particular en¬ 
terprises, hut chat derivtifg its franchise 
from the Legislature and depending upon 
the will of the p*eopit» for Its very exist¬ 
ence. it is bound to deal fAirly with the 
public?, to extend them reasonable facili¬ 
ties for the transportation of their per¬ 
sons and j>roj>erty. and to put all of its 
patrons upon absolute equality. 

As mddental to the operation of a rail¬ 
road it has ihc power to interchange crars 
with a connecting carrier, and auch Is 
the ordinary and usual way of doing busi¬ 
ness between common carriers; and the 
overwhelming weight of authority is to 
the eff«*<*t that common earners may. by 
constitutional requirement or Ieglstativy 
enactment, be compelled to lllterc'har g • 
cars, the oh« with the other, for dtetivery 
on the line of the one or the other, to a 
n-anw'd consignee. 

In our Court of Appeals, tn the case of 
R R. Co. vs. William^ 95 Ky., 199. the 
dvfcmlum roiled upon Section 213 of ;ho 
State Constitution as an exemption from 
LaibllHy for damages because It had been 
compelled by Section 213 to receive the 
car which had caused the aockWnt The 
court recognized the Inability of the com¬ 
pany to refuse the cor, but decided the 
case upon another point, saying: 

•• jt scorns to us the constitutional pro¬ 
visions by which one* railroad company 
is compelled to take cars of another over 
its line can have no bearing on this c.ise. 
If the cars were in an unsafe condi;ion 
or were so defective tn their construction 
as to render it unsure to those who arc 
required to handle them, it is the duty of 
the company to refuse to receive the car 
If such defect exists, and no other con¬ 
struction, it seems to u#. can well b« 
given this clause of the .O>n«nttut!oi1." 

It thus affirmatively apt^rs that our 
Court of Appeals has construed S ethm 
213 of our Constitution to the effect that 
if a car offered to a connecting rarrb-r it 
not unsafe. It Is. hv the said constitu: Iona 1 
provision, required to accept It. 

Railroad corporation- are quasi public 
eorronnIons dedicated to the public c-e 
In accepting thdr charters they necessa¬ 
rily accept them with all the duties and 
liabilities Impeded upon ih**m by law. Thus 
a quasi public trust is created which 
cloth* s the public w 1th an Inferos* in the

NEW RETREAT 


Passionist Fathers Will 
Soon Be Building. 


CONSENT OF THE SUPERIOR. 


PLANS HAVE BEEN SENT TO NEW 
YORK FOR APPROVAL. 


SCHOOL WILL BE ADDED. 


The Passionist Fathers are to have a 
new retreat in Louisville. It wll! be 
built upon the site of the old one on 
the Newburg road, and will also be 
known as the Sacred Heart RetTeat, 
The consent of Father Bernard, the 
Superior In Rome, and of Father Stev¬ 
en Kealey, the head of the order In the 
United States, has been obtained. 

The plans, drawn by D. X. Murphy, 
have been forwarded to the national 
headquarters at West Hoboken, N. J.. 
and after they have been approved 
work will berin. Mr. Murphy, yester¬ 
day afternoon, cold that he was unable 
to estimate the cost or give a descrip¬ 
tion of the new building. U is to be a 
handsome structure, however, and 
much larger than the present retreat 
of the Fathers. 

At present the retreat Is the home of 
six of the clergy. The retreat is the 
only one In Kentucky and Is under the 
care of Father Felix. Their chief oc¬ 
cupation is in holding missionary meet¬ 
ings, and nt present four of them are 
conducting these meetings In various 
parts of the State. Wh*n the new build¬ 
ing is completed four or live more 
pqiests will be assigned to Kentucky. 

A school for the young men who de¬ 
sire to enter the priesthood will also 
be established. It Is supposed that 
eighteen or twenty pupils will be ac- 
cepted. The number of lav brethren will 
also be increased. At present, only two 
are at the retreat. They perform all the 
domestic duties. 

The priests of the Paadonlst Order are 
Independent of the bishop of the dio- 
o*-se and are under the control of the 
Superior. ThHr missionary work Is con¬ 
ducted in the frame manner ns the re¬ 
vival meetings of the Protestants. The 
priests ac<*ept invitation* to the various 
churches In the State and hold nightly 
meetings. 

The question of the new retreat has 
long been agitated. Mr. Murphy con¬ 
demned tholr present home some time 
ago. It was built for a private resi¬ 
dence lie fore the Civil War, and Is un- 
suHed to the work of the priests. 

Th* advisability of building was dis¬ 
cussed last spring. The Superior at 
Rome gave his consent, but the city 
improvements in the neighborhood of 
the ho rive were delayed by litigation 
and it was decided to await develop¬ 
ments. _ _

DANGER IN VACCINATION. 

[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 

Clarksville. Tenn.. Nov. 22 —In the col¬ 
umns of the Courier-Journal of November 
22. an article entitled "Danger In Vac¬ 
cine," may give to lay reader* erron¬ 
eous idea of Dr. J. F. Runyon’s idea of 
danger incident to vaccination. 

There are many forms of vaccine virus, 
and that referred to In Dr. Runyon s paper 
is the glycerinated virus now quite gen¬ 
erally used. 

The paper referred to. and recently read 
before the Tri-State Medical Society at 
MernphlB, embodies trutha and conclusions 
drawn from an extensive study and a wide 
experience with glycerinated lymph. His 
conclusions are drawn from an lnvoatlga^ 
tion of the late fatal epidemic at Guthrie. 
Kv and from others, both in Kentucky 
and Tennessee, where the inefficiency of 
glycerinated virus was repeatedly proven, 
and the superiority of dried virus dem¬ 
onstrated over other forms of vaccine 
matter. . , . 

The article and the writer strongly ad¬ 
vocates vaccination as protection against 
smallpox, but the thought Is even deeper 
and better. It is first, vaccination; sec¬ 
ond. a plea for pure and efficacious virus. 

The opinions expressed are yet In their 
Infancy und naturally call forth comment 
and criticism. Many of those who. with¬ 
out any serious consideration, not grasp¬ 
ing tho advanced thought in the paper, 
were ready to condemn the statements put 
forth, may yet have ample reason to re¬ 
verse their own ideas and sing the praises

EFFECT OF THE DISCOVERY.

•trike of any value of oil for commer- 
clul uses which has been made In the 
West was made at this little town In 
Wyoming: a few days ago, The town 
of Fossil, If It cAn be called a town, 
was never heard of until slightly over 
a year ago, when the Union Pacific 
railroad took an excursion of scien¬ 
tists and geologists to Fossil for the 
purpose of having them Investigate 
the mountains surrounding for evi¬ 
dences of prehistoric races of animals, 
and to enlighten history by the discov¬ 
eries which might be made.

Oil Indications Discovered. 


During the investigations of these 
scientists, It was announced with posi¬ 
tiveness that oil suitable for fuel and 
lubrication and possibly for Illumina¬ 
tion. existed In large quantities In this 
district. This announcement caused 
the Immediate organisation of numer¬ 
ous companies, some with a determined 
purpose and sufficient funds to pursue 
Investigations to a conclusion, others 
with the intent only of selling stock 
for the benellt of the promoters. Oil 
lands were taken up In almost endless 
quantities until now almost every foot 
of available land In the Fossil district 
has been filed upon by Individuals or 
representatives of the corporations 
which have been organized. 

' ' Until the oil strike was made at Fos¬ 
sil, but very little development work 
was being done. The Consolidated Oil 
Company of Salt Lake was the only 
corporation xtfhlch pursued its Investi¬ 
gation to the extent of deep drilling, 
except the Paraffine Company, an Ida¬ 
ho concern. Both of these companies 
have been operating near Fossil, the 
well now being bored bv the Consoli¬ 
dated Oil Company being situated 
three and one-half miles east of the 
Fossil station by direct Une. but about 
,slx miles by the circuitous route ne¬ 
cessitated by the rough character of 
the country. The drilling Is being done 
by M. L. Baisley, of Los Angeles. Cal., 
an experienced oil man. who became so 
enthusiastic as the work progressed, 
that he has Invested the largest share 
of the proceeds of his work in secur¬ 
ing title to oil lands in the vicinity of 
the well. For Borne weeks Mr. Baisley 
had been working night and day until 
at last Ills labors were rewarded about 
daylight Wednesday morning by a sud¬ 
den slushing sound and the gushing 
from the well of a stream of a heavy 
dark brown liquid of the consistency 
of molasses, which spread over the 
floor of the well-house and ran down 
the Side of the hill unchecked, until, 
recovering from his Joyful surprise. 
Mr. Paisley directed the digging of a 
trench Into which the oil was con¬ 
ducted.

These policemen are grouped In little 
s mods from the American boundary at 
the summit of the White Pass to the 
international boundary below Dawson 
City, at stations thirty miles apart. 
Each station is a telegraph office and of 
the two or three men to each squad, one 
must be an operator. It Is this body of 
man therefore, hardened, disciplined and 
fearless, whom the founders of a Klon¬ 
dike republic would have to encounter 
and overcome.

As the detonators cost three 
farthings apiece, and 700 men were re¬ 
quired to place them In position. It can 
be seen at once that a fog has a very 
deleterious effect upon dividends, 
apropos of which Lr»rd Rathmore. when 
presiding at a meeting of the sharehold¬

A scries of water pipes 
risen to the height of forty feet in the 
air and from an underground system, 
and through a couple of nozzles at the 
top of each pipe, of which ten go to 
the acre, water Is discharged In very 
fine spray in an upward direction, 
forming a thick mist, which acts like 
a blanket to protect the trees against 
a frost It Is somewhat unfortunate 
that we cannot export for the use of 
the Californians some of the ready 
inude smoke clouds which hang over 
London, which uro sold to w*e!gh 300 
tons, and sometimes make us feel as If 
they weighed 3,000.000. 

Besides all the advantages enumer¬ 
ated to be attained by the banishment 
of smoke, it Is calculated that some 
forty-five million tons of coal, valued 
some years ago at £16.000,000, would 
be saved in British coal bills—a state 
of affairs not looked upon with much 
favor by the mining fraternity, how¬ 
ever desirable others, especially the un¬ 
fortunate householder, might think It.

The smell of the fog. like 
that of most fogs, was not exactly ut- 
tar of rotten, and what with It, an In¬ 
fluenza epidemic, and a series of thun¬ 
derstorms. which were without prece¬ 
dent In severity in the summer of 17S3, 
the public mind was considerably per¬ 
turbed. The phenomenon was attrib¬ 
uted to the eruption of an Icelandic 
volcano, which ejected about 80,000,000 
tons of matter into the atmosphere, de¬

Log Angelos, Cal.. Nov. 1$.—Willie 
drilling for oil in tho great desert 
of Southern California knowu na the 
“Colorado Desert.” an Indio oil com¬ 
pany tapped what appeared at first 
•ight to be the tnfemai regions, but 
which proved to be a slumbering vol¬ 
cano. Tho sleeping giant Immediately 
awoke when the drill dropped Into his 
fiery n*u-*t and the result was Indeed 
startling to the drillers. 

The drill bad reached a depth of but 
&oO feet, and ns It was expected that 
It would be necessary to go at. least 
twice that depth to find oil. the work¬ 
men were not looking Cor a strike of 
any kind. It required extreme activity 
on their part to escape from the der¬ 
rick when there came rushing up from 
the well a hissing, roaring stream of 
®tcam. gt»». hot mud. rocks and brack¬ 
ish water. The volcanic substances shot 
several hundred feet into the air and 
fell in a destructive shower about the 
derrick. The drilling tools were thrown 
from the hole and the aperture mado 
by the drill was rapidly enlarged as the 
roaring torrent continued to rush sky- 
word. 

• • • 

A Strange Region. 

Within the confines of the desert, 
though several miles frum the location 
of the volcanic well, is a region known 
ns “The Volcanoes.” This tract Is more 
than a mile in extent and containn 
hundreds of cones and peaks varying 
In height from a few Teet to more than 
u hundred feet, from Which flow mud 
and hot water, steam and sulphurous 
vapors. Over the whole region hangs a 
dense cloud of steam and noxious gases 
which taint the air. This tract lies froiu 
200 to 300 .feet below the level of the 
sea, a® also does the land upon which 
the Indio Oil Company's well is located. 
A few miles nway rises the towering 
penk of old Mount San J&clnto. which, 
though having an elevation above the 
level of the sea of but 10,M7 feet, is the 
highest mountain, above the level of the 
surrounding country in the United 
States, for*lts base Lies below the level 
of the sea. The region uibout this moun¬ 
tain has long been the field of frequent 
earthquakes, light shocks being felt 
every few days and as recently as hut 
February one paroxysm was of so se¬ 
vere a nature as to cause the loss of 
six Uvea 

Th»* general opinion has long pre¬ 
vailed that old 8an Jacinto Is preparing 
to dvvehip Into a volcnno. It would now 
cippeir tha‘ the earth for some distance 
about is but a thin crust over a menac¬ 
ing danger. The well of the Indio Com¬ 
pany continues to cough and spout its 
volcanic mutter and the* earth for many 
ivjds around shake* and trembles vio¬ 
lently. What the development* will be 
ll hard to conjecture.

The Salt Desert. 


Not map? mile® from this strange 
well is the locality known os the “Salt 
Desert.” Tills Is a tract of land of a 
thousand or more acres which lies 300 
feet below the level of the sea nnd has 
appearance of a vast field of snow. 
»;ver t!*e entire tract lies a bed of salt 
varylr.: In depth from six to sixteen 
biebe* Seventeen years ago the Liver¬ 
pool halt Company took possession of 
the land and bvgan to harvest the suit 
from this exposed mine. Th* re have 
been, slnco the establishment of the 
works there. 2,000 ton* of unit per year 
token from the field, and yet but bn 
acres have been worked. As fast as the 
salt Is amoved a new crust is formed 
trvrm the wviler of salt springs there. 
The water 1* rapidly evaporated by the 
lay* of the him. whhh Ls seldom ob¬ 
scured by cloud* and which induce a 
temperature often reaching 120 to 130 
degrees. Should a volcano of consider¬ 
able* size and activity develop, this valu¬ 
able plant, together with the villages of 
Saltoc. Indio. Walters. Durmid. Frink, 
Volcano Springs. Flowing Wells and 
Tortugo. all of which lie below the level 
of the sea, would be in danger of ex¬ 
termination. The outcome of the vol¬ 
canic well will tw» watched with a deal 
of interest and anxiety by the residents 
of these tow ns. _

Chicago, Nov. 23.—A Seattle telegram 
to tho Chronicle says: 

Of all tho wild dreams of empire since 
the day* of Louis Riel, that concocted 
by a little band of plotter* scattered 
along the vaM-ey of the Yukon from 
the upper lak*® to Circle City, Is prob¬ 
ably the most fantastic yet recorded. 

A few days ago the story was made 
public of the exposure of the consph acy 
lit Skagimy and of hurried rm*asures 
that were taken by both Canadian and 
American officials to thwart the scheme 
of the plotters to make of the Yuk««n 
and Northwest territory a republic. 
This story was discounted at the time 
by persons claiming to be Informed con¬ 
cerning Alaskan matters. Absolutely 
authentic information ha* been secured, 
however, which completely corr oborates 
the first story of the plot to overthrow 
British authority in the great gold 
fields of the Yukon.

Ringleader Details the Plot 


Proof that a conspiracy existed is 
furnished in documents uow In the 
possession of tho Chronicle correspon¬ 
dent, which were obtained from one of 
the ringleaders In the plot. 

The organization was formed In De¬ 
cember, 1900, at Dawson. Its headquar¬ 
ters for months last summer were at 
Fkngini 7 . It was called the Order or the 
Midnight Sun. Its members, 1,600 in 
number, look a hair-raising oath to re¬ 
veal none of Its secrets, peaih was the 
penalty for violation of this oattK 

The plot might have succeeded tem¬ 
porarily us did fUe! when he Invaded 
the* Northwest territory with a band of 
half breeds. But the leaders of the con¬ 
spiracy hacked the requisite nerve. Some 
one “leaked” and the organization. It is 
believed, will disappear quietly an<\ 
completely. 

After the formation of the central 
camp at Duwson. which was to be th<* 
capital of the n*?w republic, the would- 
be rebels Issued a statement of griev¬ 
ances, ct-Ttlficd copies of which, with 
the grand seal of the organization, wen* 
circulated In Mvret in White Horse, 
Atlin. Hootafinqua, Daw-son, Skaguay, 
and even in Circle CUy, for the con- 
spdratora depended on aid from Amer¬ 
icans not only In Alaska but also In the 
States.

Gives Declaration of Grievances. 


Following Is a synopsis of the declara¬ 
tion of grievances#: 

“First—Defective mining Uw» framed 
by a people hostile to the Americans, 
who number seven-tenths of the popu¬ 
lation orf the Yukon. 

“Second—Corruption in office. 

•‘Third—Excessive taxes in the way of 
royalty. 10 per cent, being exacted by 
the Government on iiiacer gold mined 
and 5 per cent on quai tz; also excessive 
fees charged for mlu-erfi* ttoense*. 

“Fourth—Unlicensed liquor and gam¬ 
bling traffic, the revenue of which, it ts 
declared, goes to the officials in power. 

“Fifth—Policy of leading to ravoeed 
individuals and colorations the best 
timber and mining land* In the coun¬ 
try. 

“Sixth—Unwise legislation, such as 
excessive tariff duties on American foud 
nnd other product®, aJhm laws. etc. 

“Seventh—Boundary line dispute; the 
seeming unwillingness of th~ British 
Columbia Government to meet the 
United States Government half way in 
the boundary line dispute—a conditk>u 
which grows worse ami more acute with 
time and will eventually cause trouble, 
j*?rhap« wur, unless attended to at once. 
At present capital hesitates to invest 
In this disputed district, and the de¬ 
velopment of the country Is retarded 
thereby. We pledge ourselves, if suc- 
t essfitl In this undertakiikg, to send a 
delegation ti> Washington. D. C., at the 
earliest possible opportunity, to the cud 
that the boundary may be permanently 
fixed.”

Judge Holt Points Out a Striking ’ n- 
•tance In Hia Court At 
San Juan. 


A copy of La Correspondencls, a 
newspaper published at San Juan. Por¬ 
to Rico, contains tho following from 
the charge given to the grand Jury at 
Ban Juan by Judge W. H. Holt, for- 
mery of the Kentucky Court of Ap¬ 
peals: 

“I w ish to Impress upon you the Im¬ 
portance of your duties. For example, 
within the last four years the United 
States had a war ending In glory to 
Its military arms. The Island of Cuba 
was made free; Porto Rico became a 
part of the United States; Hawaii unit¬ 
ed with us; the Philippines became our 
possession*. A sudden revolt or dis¬ 
turbance In China against our people 
and the people of the West was sup¬ 
pressed Tho United States was pros¬ 
perous from one end of it to the other.

ed. traveled through it from Bast to 
West amid the plaudits of Ills country* 
men. but yet. very soon after, with¬ 
out eatih?. without reason, the terrible 
transaction being ineuninglosy, cause¬ 
less and atrocious, he was stricken 
down and th* United States was left In 
sorrow.

To Cuba Oil Tobacco and 
Sugar Imports 


WILL CAUSE A BITTER FIGHT. 


HIGH PROTECTIONISTS OPPOSE 
ANY SUCH PROPOSITION. 


MANUFACTURERS ARE WILLING 


Washington, Nov. 23.—The Star says: 
Information Is at hand Indicating the 
probability of some very important de¬ 
velopments early in this session of 
Congress In connection with tariff ar¬ 
rangement* with Cuba. There is said 
to be strong sentiment in influential 
quarters In the Senate in favor of 
granting concessions to Cuba on her 
Imports of tobacco and sugar Into the 
United States. 

The element of Interest in the situa¬ 
tion is the fact that this disposition is 
entertained by some Senators who have 
heretofore been recognized as the 
stanchest advocates of the protective 
tariff system. They declare their atti¬ 
tude In this case to be consistent, how¬ 
ever, and explain it on the ground that 
present concessions would be the lesser 
of two evils—that If something isn’t 
done for the Cubans, annexation Is In¬ 
evitable and free trade would follow; 
a contingency that is intolerable to the 
protectionists. 

It Is said that it will be contended by 
seme Senators that It is not necessary 
to wait for the establishment of a Cu¬ 
ban government; that Congress can 
pass a resolution amending the Ding- 
ley act so as to provide that sugar Im¬ 
ported from Cuba shall pay 20 per cent, 
less duty than other sugars, and that 
Cuban tobacco shall be given a dis¬ 
count. It Is claimed that such a reso-

The American Protective Tariff 
League and the high protectionists 
generally are absolutely set against 
any concession to Cuba. Their opposi¬ 
tion is centered against reduction of 
the sugar tariff and the duties on to¬ 
bacco. but they claim that the princi¬ 
ple of protection Is the main stake. 
They do not believe that concessions 
are necessary to obviate possible an¬ 
nexation; they think the spirit of pro¬ 
tection to home producers prevailing 
In thl* country will keep Cuba out of 
the Union. 

They have won over to their side the 
friends of the beet-sugar growers of the 
West and the tobacco raisers of every 
section, and ure prepared to make a 
stiff fight In the Hous** and Senate 
again»t any proposition to let down the 
bars to Cuban planters. 

opposed to them wlU be the strong 
sentiment of charity that will be 
aroused In the public In Cuba’s favor. 
Several prominent Republicans have 
said recently that If the Cubans axe 


not given partial relief they will soon bo 
In such a state that the whole people 
of the United States will b^ aroused 
arul annexation of Cuba will be the out¬ 
come. 

It is pointed out that the Cubans have 
lost the market they formerly i»c,sack¬ 
ed In Sjmln. Their products pay duty 
now, ns every other Import. They find 
the doors of the United States custom¬ 
houses closed to them, except when 
they can pay a stiff rate of duty, and 
in this plight it Is claimed they are suf¬ 
fering. 

The high protcclion 1sts ard the beet- 
sugar men rats' the cry that conces¬ 
sions to Cuba would redouml mainly to 
the benefit of the sugar trust of this 
country. They demand that Cuba shad 
be given her Independence and then left 
to work out her own economic salva¬ 
tion along with the other nations of the 
world. 

“Charity begins at home. Is their 
motto; “let’s look out for our own pro¬ 
ducers first.” 

• • • 

Still Another Faction. 

Thero Is still another factor In the 
situation, however, which will be rep¬ 
resented if the fight opens In Congress, 
as some expect. American manufactur¬ 
ers who wunt to sell machinery, cloth¬ 
ing and footwear to Cuba; wholesalers 
who want to dispose of lard, salt fish, 
dairy products and bacon; the steel and 
iron men w'ho want to ship rails, loco¬ 
motives and wire—oil these will acqui¬ 
esce In the proposed tariff concessions 
on sugar and tobacco, assuming, uf 
course, that similar advantages will be 
given American trade. 

There have been rumors lately In 
congressional circles that Frvsidvnt 


Roosevelt Is very much Inclined to rec¬ 
ommend concessions to Cuba. These re¬ 
ports have caused great disquietude 
among the high protectionists. They 
have accordingly sent a number of men 
to the President to urge him against 
such a stand. 

The Cubans* side of the case wlU be 
heard In a few days, as a delegation of 
Cubans is now In this country to pre¬ 
sent an appeal to the President and 
Congress for reduction In the tariff du¬ 
ties on their products.

Are Now Making $60 a 
Day On Oil.

Montlccllo, Ky., Nov. 23.— [ Special.]— 
All the country sldo was astir over the 
•hooting of the wells nt Sunny brook. 
It was an event In the history of tho 
Kentucky oil developments. It was a 
^d-letter day for Sunnyhrnok. Prob¬ 
ably in fifty years Sunny brook has had 
no day materially different from any 
other day. and fifty years before that 
Bunnybrook was the same, except that 
It may have o^pe or two more houses 
now. and It also has the Daltons, f ist 
becoming princes of the back hills, 
owing to the possession of an oil farm. 

It was something less than fifty 
years ago that the Daltons moved to 
Bunnybrook. The Bertrams were there 
then—three brothers. The Bertrams 
have oil. too. Somerset's wells are on 
their farm, while Strubbe's are on Dal¬ 
ton’s farm. 

Mr. Dalton Is the postmaster at Sun¬ 
ny brook. and he keeps a small country 
store there. Before the oil excitement 
his Income from the post-office might 
have been as much as fifty cents In a 
good month. Now Mr. Dalton’s Income 
from canceled stumps must be close to 
a thousand dollars a year and stiff 
growing. The Daltons used to farm 
peaceably, run the store quietly and 
bother little about the color of money. 
They have been there for more than 
fifty years, contented and happy; had 
all they wanted to eut. all that was In 
order to wear, raised everything them¬ 
selves and made everything themselves. 
They were seventeen miles In the 
hills over an unbroken, rocky 
road, from the end of a stage line where 
money could be spent, and forty miles 
from the nearest railroad station, and 
many, many miles from a city. Wh » 
was money In Sunny brook? ' 
Daltons were not dreaming of It. 
Now the Income of the elder Dal¬ 
ton from oil royalties Is $*•) a day, and 
It may be $600 a day within two years 
If Col. Strubbe’s luck bolds out.

In tho Same Old Way, 

Mr Dalton attends Ids store Just as 
If nothing had happened. George Dal¬ 
ton, his son. gives the stranger a glad 
hand just as he used to. anil does the 
work of a hostler at the log stAble. 
John Dalton, an elder son, still teaches 
In the little country school-house over 
the creek. There Is no change in the 
life of the Daltons, though $60 a day 
is coming their way from oil. This Is 
not all. Visitors are getting thick at 
Bunnybrook. and visitors want all kinds 
of things and are willing to pay for 
them. The Daltons have been forced 
to take care of the crowds of visitors 
or be accused of & lack of hospitality. 
There was no other place to stay, ex¬ 
cept at Uncle Bertram's on the top of 
the hill, anil Uncle Bertram usually 
had all he could accommodate. So 
while Dalton’s store was supplying the 
country folk as ustial it got an In¬ 
creased volume of business from drill¬ 
ers And tool dressers, lease hands and 
opulent well owners and prospectors, 
and while the store was doing all this 
Dalton's little home had to be stretched 
to make room for Sunnybrook’* guests, 
and Dalton’s log stable had to lay In 
extra supplies of corn and fodder, and 
George Dalton had more work to do 
In the barn than ever in his life. 

The Daltons were always considered 
"rich folks” by all the scattered fam¬ 
ilies around. Their modest little one- 
story house on the banks of the creek, 
with Its bright rag carpet, big open 
replaces, with bureaus and mirrors, 
„nd several oil lamps extravagantly 
burning all At once, here was tlu* local 
conception of a modern palace. As oil 
brought wealth to Sunnybrook nitro¬ 
glycerin brought a spectacle. All the 
farmers came Into see the shooting Mnd 
kept at a safe distance. People living 
close to the well moved out. One fam¬ 
ily carried Its feather beds, its most 
valuable possession.

That meant 
to clear Ihe field. In a minute there 
was another y'ell, shorter and quicker 
than tjie first. Thai meant that Joe 
Hare, the well shooter, had dropped the 
"go devil," and that Inside of another 
minute it would lilt the torpedo cap In 
the lx atom of the hole. 

Hare ran from the derrick and clear’d 
the oil drip and soft mud on the ground 
outside at a Jump from tho platform, 
not wasting the time to go around. He 
came up the elevation In bounds and 
ran like a sprinter on a side course 
Across the hill He had gone six or 
seven hundred feet, when there was u 
loud report. Within seven bundled feel 
of the oerrlvk the sound was us If 
there had been an explosion in the 
earth directly under that point. Th’>*** 
that stood high up on the hill say that 
tln^ same shock was felt and the rej»ort 
was equally audible.

Shooting the other two wells seemed 
tame after the first, hut the work was 
none the lers Interesting. The on¬ 
lookers In this case were able to stand 
at Bertram’s bouse and look down Into 
the run where the nitroglycerin men 
were at wv»rk. Cautiously they lifted 
each nan of glycerine, and cautiously 
they let It down. When they walked 
with a can In their hand they were 
sure of where they planted their feet. 
The glycerine was In eight-quart cans. 
Each torpedo shell held iwenty quarts. 
The shot was really a series of five 
torpedoes, a hundred quarts being uso£ 
In each shot. 

Joe Hare poured the, nitroglycerin 
from the cans into the . shells, closed 
the shells and fastened the line to it. 
Then Frank French, his employer, play¬ 
ed the line out from the reel, turning 
It slowly and feeling every Inch of the 
way to the bottom. Five times this l.ne 
was drawn up and lowered, and five 
dotes was a shell filled for each MU 
This time the audience was able to be 
at a safe distance, tvatchlng the work, 
and this time the audience was able to 
view the race between the "go devil" 
ami the shooter. 

When the crackling report came and 
the rocks came up and blew the derrick 
head off Unde Bertram had seen 
enough. He went Into the house and 
closed the door and lost sight of the 
grand break of the falling sprays. 


OLD-FASHIONED PILLORY 

SYSTEM OF PUNISHMENT. 


Ten-year-old Inmnte of Illinois State 
Reformatory Claims He Was

Debate On the Tariff Question Prom¬ 
ises To Begin Early and Con¬ 
tinue Late. 


OTHER GOSSIP OF BERLIN. 


Berlin. Nov. 23—Germany continues 
to ring with protests against the ref¬ 
erence which Mr. Chamberlain, the 
British Colonial Secretary. made to the 
German army In his speech at Edin¬ 
burgh. Meetings are being held every 
day, and there Is no sign of Abatement 
of the agitation. The Pastors’ Society 
of Gladbach is circulating n protest 
which has already received the signa¬ 
tures of 630 pastors. The Wurtemburg 
Veterans' Bociety has Issued a warn¬ 
ing against attaching too great Impor- 
tane to one man's utterances. 

This letter from Mr. Chamberlain's 
secretary Is pronounced here to be quite 
unsatisfactory, for, as the papers hold, 
Mr. Chamberlnln takes nothing back. 
The press generally regards the letter 
as another Insult and reject the as¬ 
sumption that the anti-British move¬ 
ment Is artificial. On this latter point 
the Cologne Volks Zeitung asserts that 
the movement Is as spontaneous as It 
Is possible to imugine. adding that the 
Government has tried every means to 
suppress It. but has failed In the ef¬ 
fort. Other papers describe the move¬ 
ment as being the most remarkable of 
its kind ever witnessed. 

The Liberal organs, like the Tageblntt 
and the Vosslsche Zeitung. try *to prove 
that the movement Is directed exclu¬ 
sively against Mr. Chamberlain and not 
against Great Britain, but the Frank¬ 
furter Zeitung^ admits that German 
patriotic feeling has been inflamed In 
an unmistakable manner against Great 
Britain. The paper asserts that It was 
uustatesmnnllke on the purt of Mr. 
Chamberlain to give fresh fuel to the 
feeling, and says Mr. Chamberlain was 
not wise in re-assrertlng hf* error. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the Frankfurter Zeitung ad¬ 
mits that part of the cause of this 
friction Is to be found on German soil. 
It says the movement here expresses 
the German want of confidence in the 
management of Germany’s foreign pol¬ 
icy, which Is looked upon as being lack¬ 
ing In steadiness and power and as 
acting by fits und starts. The paper 
last quoted says that if the Government 
had rightly gauged the movement at 
the start It could hav»- forestalled it by 
a timely utterance. Nevertheless, the 
paper concludes that too much noise 
has been made In Germany over the 
Chamberlain matter.

Tariff Wall To Stand. 


Secretary Hay’s speech at the ban¬ 
quet of the New York Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Tuesday last has raised a lively 
discussion of Uerman-Amerlcan rela¬ 
tions. The Krewz Zeitung sees therein 
proof that Washington doea not intend 
to bo liberal in drawing up commercial 
treaties with the European States, and 
that It is not willing to concede the 
same duties ns other contracting States. 
The Krcux Zeitung add* that since Sec¬ 
retary Hay holds fast to the Dlngley 
tariff other countries can only answer 
with the imposition of similar duties.

About the Pan-Germans. 


Th*' .insurances given by Dr. von Ilol- 
leben. the German Ambassador at 
Washington, to President Roosevelt re¬ 
garding the attitude of Emperor Wil¬ 
liam and the German people toward 
the United States have bren warmly 
received here. All th** papers express 
the hope that there will be an Improve¬ 
ment In the relations between Ger¬ 
many and th-* United States through 
th!* clearing of the atmosphere. The 
Berliner Zeitung calls Dr. von HoJle- 
ben’s assurances a disavowal of the 
Pan-Germans. The p«i*-r admits that 
the Pan-Germans advocated foreign 
conquests In a manner which neces¬ 
sarily caused vexation abroad, it shows 
from the Pan-German Association’s 
printed matter that th*» Pan-Germans 
wanted to annex Chill. Argentina, South 
Brazil, thn West Indies. The Nether¬ 
lands. Turkey, etc., and goes on to 
ahow that the German Fleet Society, 
which enjoys high Government protec¬ 
tion. follows similar ideas. It quotes 
tih> following from a recent article pub¬ 
lished »ln th«* society's organ: 

"Upon whether we succeed In win¬ 
ning back to Germanism at least part 
of the German emigrants, particularly 
those In South America, and possibly 
in Queensland and South Africa, de¬ 
pend.* chiefly the degree wv expand as 
a Power during the eonting century." 

The Bertler Zeitung .teks: 

“What does this mean but that when 
our navy Is strong enough we shall Tie- 
gin warn of conquest in all lands where 
the German element is numerous?" 

Continuing, the article quoted says It 
rein readily be understood that such ex- 
prer*ione from a Government-protec ted 
society awaken distrust abroad, ami 
tills distrust Is all th** more Justified, 
since in foreign countries, under the 
eyes of German Ministers and Consuls, 
an agitation has been begun aiming to 
represent the Germans there as being 
oppressed and ms iteed-'ng help from 
home. 

Tht* Berliner Zeitung further says: 

•’This hi especially the case in South 
America, where German clubs have 
been organised at all the large sea¬ 
ports In order to send erbs of distress 
to the fatherland." 

The paper claims that the result «>f 
this agitation hoe been to arouse the 
suspicions of the natives against the 
Germans, whom they had hitherto re¬ 
garded as heart* re of civilisation. Hence, 
cool-headed Germans In Rio Janeiro, 
BOhla. Pernambuco and Santos have 
adopted measures against the Pan- 
Germane. who are now rooted out of 
those cities.

Tuesday attracts little attention. The 
tariff debate Is not €»xpected to begin 
Immediately, the Budget having prece¬ 
dence. buf a general traffic discussion 
during the Budget debate is regarded 
ap certain to occur.

Dueling Sentence Inadequate. 

The sentence of two years’ Imprlson- 
n * nt Imposed by a court-martial on 
Lieut. Hlldebraud. who killed Lieut. 
Ulaskowitz. In a duel, at Interburg, 
East Prussia, meets with sharp criti¬ 
cism. and Is regarded as Inadequate. 
Fault Is also found with the fact that 
the trial was held behind closed doors, 
and that the correspondents who were 
present were forbidden to report any¬ 
thing about the meeting which brought 
about the duel. It is not disputed, 
however, that the Insult was given 
while Blaakowitz was greatly intoxi¬ 
cated.

Preamble To Tariff Bill. 

The Government’s preamble to the 
new tariff bill, Issued to the members 
of the Reichstag to-day, sets Torth the 
nece*n|ty of replacing the existing tariff 
by un entirely new one that fhall not 
be inferior to that of any other country 
in delicacy of arrangement. Protective 
tariffs. It added, have contributed me 
Urlally to the prosperity of German In¬ 
dustry and commerce. In connection 
with this prosperity a dislocation in the 
distribution of the wage earning dun* 
has taken place to the detriment of 
agriculture. The Increase in the wages 
or agricultural laborers, caused by the 
Increase of wages of the Industrial 
claws, has resulted In an alnioFt in¬ 
tolerable Increase in the working ex¬ 
penses of the agriculutrallst*. On the 
other hand there has recently been a set¬ 
back In ttp* upward movement of Ger¬ 
man Industry. Whether this set-l«ok 
has reached iui lowest c-bb, or how 
long it will hret. cannot b calculated 
to a certainty. In order to avert the d.s- 
aHtroua consequence* which that dis¬ 
location mentioned will eventually have, 
not on agriculturalist* atom*, hut on the 
whole community. th»* adoption of ef¬ 
fective counter measures can no longer 
be delayed. 

Cue of the bill's ey.sential alma Is to 
place honv* agriculture in a more fa¬ 
vorable position by affording It such 
greater cuKtomw protection as will al¬ 
leviate the disadvantage*. Although It 
is n«*t expected that grain import* can 
be entirely dispensed with, it {5 highly 
d**1 ruble to have the permanent home 
production sufficient for the greater part 
of the nation’s requirementfc. In any 
case, the dependence of home prices on 
internal pru>.s will continue. The pos¬ 
sibility of feeding the people Is being 
rendered more ami more difficult, and 
this necessity certainly imiHtre* the ob¬ 
ligation to • xervlf** the grt*il«**t catu 
tkn.

THE BAREF0RD-LAWS0N CASE.

Ttie court re¬ 
fused to allow a writ of error to act as a 
supersedeas of Judgment, whereupon an 
assignment of errors was filed and the 
case will be taken to the United 8* a*es 
Circuit Court of Arpeals at once. Ka cm, 
in the meantime, will be !h Jail, and 
may possibly serve out the term before 
the higher court can piss on the case. 
Counsel for defense will make a hard 
fight to secure Karem's liberty immedi¬ 
ately, under a writ of error, and will 
go to the Appellate Court with this in 
view. 

After Judge Evans had asked Karem 
If he had any reason to give why sen¬ 
tence should not be passed cm him. and 
the defendant had replied in the nega¬ 
tive, the court said: *T have been some¬ 
what embarrassed In this case. In the 
first place, I am far from believing that 
Karem Is the most guilty man. The 
costs of the trial have been considerable, 
about $1,200. 1 will s ntenco the de¬ 

fendant to three months In Jail and to 
pay a fine of $600. but Without costs, 
barring those that may hereafter ac¬ 
crue.”

said: ‘’Proceed with the case.” 

The prosecution’s only testimony was 
that Ware took the bicycle to a repair 
shop. 

Ware t'^stlfled that he bought the 
wheel. The Rev. W. M. Bruce Intro¬ 
duced character witnesses and proved 
that the accused h:ul a good reputa¬ 
tion. He handled his witnesses skil¬ 
fully nnd won the admiration of every¬ 
body in the court room. Judge Mc¬ 
Cann, before the case was concluded, 
said: “Ware is dismissed.** 

The mission worker objected. He 
wanted to prove the Innocence of his 
client, and after his speech every one 
agreed that Ware had been badly 
treated.

Judge Toney handed down an opinion 
yesterday In which be evidenced his be¬ 
lief that every sine person has knowl. 
edge of the fact that Paris gieen is 
poisonous. This decision was rendered 
in sustaining the demurrer to the peti¬ 
tion in the suit of Allen G4>ss »m against 
John Bli’kel for $22.5 damages for being 
poisoned by Paris green, which Gossom 
all ged was furnished him by Bickel to 
sprinkle on potato vines, but without 
warning him that Paris green was pois¬ 
onous or that there was any danger In 
using it. A special point in the petition 
was that on account of the warm weath¬ 
er. Gossom had certain part# of his 
clothing loosened and that thereby the 
exposed part of hi# body came In con¬ 
tact with the Porl=i green, and poisoning 
ensued. 

Judge Toney In the course of his opin¬ 
ion said: 

“The plaintiff exceeded the scope of 
his employment in sprinkling Paris 
green elsewhere than on the potato 
vines, as his special and exclusive 
agency w as to kill lady bugs basking In 
the shade of said potato vines. 

”The plaintiffs act In allowing the 
defemi&nt’s Paris green to come in con¬ 
tact with his flesh instead of with the 
flesh of the potato bugs was unauthor¬ 
ized and ultra vires. 

•'The mtmal and physical Buffering of 
which the plaJntifT complains was the 
result of his own misapplication of the 
defendant's Paris green to purposes 
other than those for which he was em¬ 
ployed 

‘ The plaintiff, in exposing himself to 
the Paris green, was guilty of contribu¬ 
tory negligence. 

“The plaintiff knew as well as the de¬ 
fendant that Paris green was poison, 
and If he did not know that Paris green 
w*as poison, then this suit should not 
have been brought in his name, but by 
a committee appointed to represent 
him.” 

Girl Looked Too Old. 

Julia Ford, who is said to be fourteen 
years of age, but large for her age, 
claims that a relative In New York City 
offered her a year’s schooling. She ac¬ 
cepted the offer, and accordingly on Sep¬ 
tember 1. her father. George Ford, 
bought for her a half-rate ticket from 
the L. and N. to New York City, over 
the L. and N. and Pennsylvania rail¬ 
roads. The L. and N. conveyed her to 
Cincinnati, where she was to be tr&ns- 
ferred to a connecting train over the 
other road named. 

When attempting to board the train 
the girl states that some employe of 
the connecting lines roughly nnd Insult¬ 
ingly refused her admittance to the 
train, "saying substantially: 'You can’t 
ride on this ticket. You are an old 
woman.' ” 

She claims that she was thus deprived 
of the educational advantages and was 
left in Cincinnati at n.ghtfaJl without 
money or friends, and "that some kind¬ 
ly persons who saw her pred.cament, 
took charge of and kept her until her 
fathe:. who was telegraphed for. could 
reach Cincinnati and bring her home.” 

The girl, by her father, enured #ult 
against the Pennsylvania Company for 
$1,090 damages.

National Organizer E. A. Steven# Is 
In the city arranging for the State con¬ 
vention of Retail Grocers, which will 
be held at the Board of Trade build¬ 
ing, December 2 and 3. He said that 
the convention was singularly fortu¬ 
nate, for President A. J. Ross, of the 
Louisville association, had received a 
letter from Chief Clerk R. M. Allen, 
of the food department of the State 
College of Kentucky, tendering the 
services of Prof. Bcovlll, the director, 
and himself, who would each give half 
an hour's address on the evening of 
December 2. They will speak on the 
requirements 4>f the law as to food 
adulteration and to what extent the re¬ 
tailer Is responsible for the sale of 
adulterated foods, and. If possible, may 
make some chemical demonstrations. 

“These Important questions,” said 
Mr. Stevens, "are too little understood, 
and It will repay any retailer coming 
to Louisville to hear th*#v addresses 
alone. It is Asserted tlpit the food 
stuffs sold in Kentucky are far below 
the standard of purity required In 
many other States. Wherever we have 
strong Slate organizations of retail 
grocers, there we have the best prod¬ 
ucts and the best and most stringent 
laws against adulteration. Thus they 
have elevated their business and bene¬ 
fited the public. 

“I have Just received a letter from 
my friend, Lieut. Gov. John A. Lee, 
editor of the Interior Grocer, and also 
of the Grocer and General Merchant of 
St. Louis, assuring me he will be here 
one day at least.” 

Asked as to the expected attendance, 
Mr. Stevens replied: “This Is not, by 
any means, the best time of the year 
In which to hold a retail grocers’ con¬ 
vention. but If they could realize how 
Important this meeting is to them in 
every way they would lock up their 
stores. If necessary, to secure their at¬ 
tendance. We think and hope there 
will be a larger attendance than at 
any other State meeting held this year. 
However, you will find that this con¬ 
vention will represent the Intelligent, 
reading, thinking, up-to-date retailers 
of your Commonwealth. 

“The National Association of Retail 
Grocers has spent some hundreds of 
dollars on this State movement, and 
the Louisville association will be put 
to a good deal of expense and work, 
but I am pleased to learn that the 
wholesalers and manufacturers of your 
city are liberally contributing to as¬ 
sist the retailers, so that visitors may 
leave with a good Impression of Louis¬ 
ville hospitality.

CHURCH INTEREST 
IN LABOR. 

Other churches are commending the 
Pope for h.a letter on “Labor." and the 
arrangement resulting therefrom to organ¬ 
ize In Catholic communities labor unions 
under the guidance of the Catholic church. 
The Rev H C. Mornson recommended 
that the Methodists do likewise, and says: 

“While one can but look with some un¬ 
easiness upon the Pope's great Interest In 
the affairs of this country, yet we must 
admire the zeal that lays hold of this 
great labor problem, and undertakes to 
turn Us current off the rocks of religious 
Indifference and unbelief It Is high time 
that the great Protestant bodies of Chris¬ 
tians of thl« country put forth special and 
united effort to reach and #ave the 
neglected masses of the people This 
writer was actually stupid enough to 
think that the Iv Church, South, at 
Its last general conference, might act on 
foot some special plan or effort to reach 
with the gospel and evangelize the rail¬ 
road men of the country. The time, how¬ 
ever, was wasted—worse than wasted— 
trying to head off the holiness revival, by 
passing an impractical and inapplicable 
law against evangelists. It would be wise 
for the General Conference, which meets 
tn Dallas tlezt May. to provide for the 
appointment of one maj\ by each Annual 
Conference, whose duty It shall be to look 
after the spiritual welfare of the railroad 
men. miners* and other large aggregations 
of laboring men within the bounds of his 
Annual Conference. Such s roan could, 
under the direction of the Holy Spirit, ac¬ 
complish a great, work. 

“First of all. It would be h!» business 
to get In touch with the situation and 
find out where large numbers of men 
are massed together. He would visit the 
mines, the large manufacturing establish¬ 
ments. and those railroad centers where 
large numbers of inen may be found and 
reached with religious Influences. 

“Coming in touch with these men, he 
would at once find not a few Intelligent 
ami devout Christians among them who 
would gladly rally to his h*dp In every 
go oil work."

THE REV. EUGENE HARRALSON 
COMPLETELY VINDICATED. 

Presiding Elder George R Foakett. for¬ 
merly of Louisville. In compliance with 
the request of many good |>eop!e, ap¬ 
pointed the Rev. Messrs J W. I»ve, W. 
C Hayes and W. A Easley to Investi¬ 
gate the killing of a n«*gro by the Rev. 
Eugene Haralson at Madlsonville, Ky. 
The corrrmittoe reported us follows: 

“We. a Committee of Investigation, ap¬ 
pointed by George K. Foskett, P. E.. at 
the request of Eugene Haralson, preacher 
In charge at Madlsonville. Henderson dis¬ 
trict, IxjuIhvi lie Conference, to inqultt* 
Into the report of hl» killing a negro, 
who was attempting to enter his home 
on the morning of October 21. beg leave 
to state that we have made a thorough 
Investigation of the whole matter, hav¬ 
ing met on the premises whore the shoot¬ 
ing occurred, and having heard the tes¬ 
timony of such witnesses as were pres¬ 
ent at the time of the occurrence und 
Immediately after, ana we are satisfied 
that Bro Haralson was wholly Justifi¬ 
able In defending his home and Its In¬ 
mates against midnight marauders. 

“He has been vindicated by the civil 
courts and the public pre#». and his act 
universally approved and commended by 
the cftlzens. and we are confident that 
• her** will be no need of a trial before 
his brethren of the conference." 

When Mr. Haralson lived in Sebree a 
few yens* ago his wife was awakened 
by a burglar, who *‘Hcaped unharmed; 
also she had a similar experience In 
Nashville, and had become nervous, so 
that when they moved to Madlsonville, 
and there vsere rumors of thieves, Mr. 
Haralson armed himself for defense.

BELIEVES IN ONE 
SUNDAY SERVICE. 

The Rev. D. Robert F. Co.\ 1* Denver, 
a Presbyterian, who is growing in promi¬ 
nence, point# out that forty or fifty years 
ago the Sunday afternoon service—there 
wer*> three sermons a Sunday In those 
days—had to be abolished because so few 
attended It. He thinks the time has now- 
arrived when tJ^ second Sunday service 
should go the way of the third. He de¬ 
nies holding an opinion that people are 
less Interested In religion than they used 
to he. although he thinks Colorado a 
harder field than California, his former 
one. In his Judgment the preacher should 
be expected to give but one sermon a 
week, and that on Sunday morning. In 
the afternoon he would have a great 
Bible school, with paid teachers If need 
he. and In the evening a gathering In 
which the social element might come to 
the front. He disclaims any desire to 
secularize Sunday, but declares that 
churches must conform themselves to the 
sptrlt of the times. No matter how great 
the man, he cannot prepare two sermons 
a week, and he ought not to he expected 
to do so. Besides, as people become more 
Intelligent they need less Instruction, al¬ 
ready knowing more than they are willing 
to carry out, and ns they become more 
i worldly. If Colorado conditions are a fair 
test, they have more need to think, to 
pray, to worship. What to do with the 
Sunday night service, because In so many 
cities few attend It. has long been a live 
question, but It has remained to the pas¬ 
tor of the First Presbyterian church of 
Denver to suggest that It he generally 
abolished.

WILL STUDY ACTS 
OF APOSTLES. 

The International Sunday-school l.*s- 
sons for the six months beginning Jan¬ 
uary 1 next are to be taken from the Book 
of the Acts of the Apostles. The story 
of the beginnings of the Christian Church 
has not been studied In the International 
series since 189$. so to a large part of the 
scholars of Sunday-schools the subject 
will be- a new- one. As to the older schol¬ 
ars. those who remember the lessons of 
six years ago. the subject will have new 
phases and features because of the new 
light that has been thrown on those early 
times by the studies and researches of 
Biblical scholars in the Interval. It ts 
suggested by the Rev. Dr. A. E. Dunning, 
of Boston, one of the members of the 
Committee on International Lessons and 
Us secretary, that all Sunday-schools, 
whether or not they use the International 
lesson series, take their lessons from the 
Book of Acts for the six months of 1902. 
In order that this Important part of the 
history of the Christian Church may be 
treated In nil current Sunday-school liter¬ 
ature. and on Increase in the Interest In 
Bible study b# thereby promoted It Is 
one of the most Interesting therm s In the 
whole Bible. 

POPE LEO 
STILL VIGOROUS. 

Rumors of the Ill-health of the Pop** are 
periodical, and those that have recently 
come to this country, by way of London, 
have as little basis of fact as had many 
that preceded them. It is true that the 
health of the Pope is precarious. It would 
be strange to expect any other condition 
In a man approaching his ninety-second 
year; but the beat contradiction of the 
recent rumors Is to be found In the fact 
that the dally receptions and uudlences 
which Leo XI11 gives to prominent per¬ 
son# have not been discontinued. So long 
as he t# able to receive daily, he can hard- 
)v tie in such extremes as some reports 
would Indicate. Cardinal Richard. Arch- 
blahop Of Paris, is in Rome und has been 
received by the Pope several times during 
the past week. It is surmised that the 
principal subject of the conferences wns 
the attitude of the French Government 
toward the Roman Church Bishop Sbur- 
rettl. who ts to go to the Philippine# as

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German Good Will. 

The declaration a few days ag > of the 
Herman Ambassador that Germany de¬ 
sires to remain on the most friendly re¬ 
lations with this Government is ex¬ 
tremely gratifying to Americans, who 
re^ognlae the obligations the world Is 
under for the Impetus Germany has 
given modern civilization. There is an¬ 
other and a powerful reason, too. in the 
large proportion of German blood In our 
adoptive citizenship. The Germans have 
always been among the best of our Im¬ 
migrants, not so easily and quickly 
taken to the popular heart as our kin¬ 
dred from the British Isles, who speak 
cur own language, but noted for the 
rapidity with which they become Amer¬ 
icanised and the good Influence they 
always exert In the cause of law and 
| order. The German who takes up his 
abode In the United States usually 
comes here because he likes the form 

government, as wetl os the oppor¬ 
tunities the great republic gives, and he 
nearly always becomes naturalised, 
owing no divided allegiance. The knowl¬ 
edge thnt we have so many good citi- 
/who art either German or of Ger¬ 
man extraction has always powerfully 
Influenced native sentiment, and will 
continue to do so in spite of trade 
rivalry and newspaper hints that we 
have stepped out of our place to meddle 
'n affairs which Europe claimed the 
sole right to determine. 8ome unpleas¬ 
ant utterances have been given free 
currency by a portion of the German 
[ press, but Dr. von Holleben has made 
officially a statement wTiloh relegates 
§*i< h trivlaltles to the rear, as they de¬ 
fer ve. 

L The good will of Germany and her 
appreciation of our national character 
ia shown from anotheT direction in the 
altered opinion entertained of the work 
the United States have been doing in 
tip Philippines. At first there was 
Jealousy at our appearance in a field 
where Germans had always been at 
work, and In several instances there 
have been opportunities for petty crim¬ 
inations. That this sentiment has been 
changed Is shown by n circular recently 
Issued by the German Central Bureau 
for the preparation of commercial 
treaties A copy of this statement has 
been forwarded to the State Depart¬ 
ment by Deputy Consul General Han- 
auer, who says a voice has been raised 
In * the German press as to the bene, 
flrlal effects of American rule in the 
Philippines. The circular says: 
/•‘Although the pacification of the Philip¬ 
pine archipelago has not a* yet been fully 
I flfltabUshed. the accounts of Its economic 
* development are so favorable that It can¬ 
not be too strongly urged upon German 
exporter* to give particular attention to 
this group of Islands. The testimony can¬ 
not be withheld that the American admin¬ 
istration of the affairs of the Philippines 
ba*. so far us the economic betterment 
of the country Is concerned, already 
Achieved extraor-llnat y success. 

"Jn IKU. which was the laBt yeur of 
peaceful condition w'hile under Spanish 
rule, the Philippine Imports reached $2S.- 
§Q*).(*W. The export* were 133.100,00 Mexi¬ 
can |n value. Under American rule, in 
OpUe of the continued insurrection of the 
natives, the Imports increased In 18F9 to 
and in 1900 to $56,500,000 Mexican. 
‘ and the export# to $38.&x».ut»> and $S3,400.U>». 
i respectively. Military supplies arc not in¬ 
cluded in these figures 

“For German Interests it Is essential to 
know whether Imports from the United 
fctui*-* Will receive preferential treatment, 
and It Is noteworthy that the tariff sched¬ 
ule proposed by the United 8iates Com- 
inl^Fion In Manila retains the present fea¬ 
ture of equal rates on all importations, 
whether from the United States or other 
countries." 

This friendly view of what we hove 
done In the Islands, where our appear¬ 
and at first was certainly not relished, 
te Mfftll worth notice, it may ^ ob _ 
served that the Germans do not ex¬ 
pect to cense trying to push their trad# 
In the Pacific, but they no* realize 
» that we snail develop the island* till 
' tht*Jr commerce shall be bettor f r all 


the world. The admission of our mer¬ 
its ns colonists by the German Gov¬ 
ernment is worthy of being rank<*d 
along with Dr. von Holleben’s declara¬ 
tion of amity, and both are duly appre¬ 
ciated. 

The Biots At Athens. 

When Paul the Apoatle visited Athens 
it was found that “all the Athenians 
and the strangers which were there 
spent their time in nothing else but 
either to tell or to hear some new 
thing." Paul also found that they were 
two superstitious, or, ns some say the 
word should be translated, "too relig¬ 
ious." At all events they worshipped 
too many gods. 

ft is .» new thing that has been re¬ 
ported from Athens within the last few 
days. On Thursday ten thousand peo¬ 
ple assembled about the ruins of the 
temple of Jupiter Olympus to protest 
against the translation of the Gospels 
Into modern Greek. The situation was 
in itself significant, for It was by rea¬ 
son of the Gospels that Jupiter lost his 
situation as king of gods and men. But 
though there has often before been 
more or less oppostlon to certain 
projects to translate the Scripture. It 
is certainly unusual, if not unprecedent¬ 
ed, for this to take the form of a 
popular meeting, degenerating Into mob 
violence. In this Instance It was nec¬ 
essary to land 800 marines to preserve 
order, and In the collision which fol¬ 
lowed seven persons were killed and 
thirty severely w’ounded. The killed 
were evidently members of the mob. 
as they were burled Friday afternoon 
with demonstrations against the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

This demonstration was led by the 
students of the university. It some¬ 
how happens that in several countries 
of Europe the students of the national 
universities are not only largely against 
the Government, but also appear to 
think themselves under obligations to 
air their political opinions by riotous 
demonstrations. In this Instance the 
students took possession of the uni¬ 
versity* building, adopted military dis¬ 
cipline. and held the edifice against 
the military. They were asked to re¬ 
tire by the rector and thirty profes¬ 
sors. but refused to do so. In the mean¬ 
time they called upon the Holy Synod 
to excommunicate anybody who at¬ 
tempted to translate the Goa|>els Into 
the Greek language as now spoken. 

At first It was rather puzzling to con¬ 
jecture what reasons there could be for 
opposition to the translation of any 
fart of the New Testament Into mod¬ 
ern Greek. The books were originally 
w'ritten In Greek, and the modem lan¬ 
guage is not so very different from the 
ancient. All languages suffer changes 
with the lapse of time, but Greek seems 
to have changed less than many others. 
At all events, one well versed in classic 
Greek can get a good deal of satis- 
factlon from reading a Greek newspa¬ 
per of to-day, though he will encoun¬ 
ter a number of new' words and some 
unfamiliar forms. On the pronuncia¬ 
tion, if he follow s the Erasmlan method 
for ancient Greek, he will be altogether 
at sea. But It ought to be easy for 
& modern Greek scholar to read the 
Gospels in the original. Why then 
should a riot against a translation be-, 
gin in an Athenian university? 

The cable reports were so brief os to 
give little insight Into the cause of the 
outbreak at first. Since then it has 
transpired thut there is, perhaps, more 
politics than religious bigotry in the 
outbreak. There is opposition to the 
royal family, baaed upon the belief 
that Russia Is working through Queen 
Olga ugulnst Greek national Ideas. The 
Queen is the daughter of the Grand 
Duke Constantine of Russia, who is the 
grand uncle of the present Czar. This 
gives ground for suspicion that Queen 
Olga is favorable to Russian designs, 
and It Is wetl known that the hierarchy 
of the so-called Greek Church Is largely 
under the Influence of Russia. Precise¬ 
ly what harm the translation of the 
Gospels Into modern Greek would do 
to the Integrity of the kingdom of 
Greece Is. however, not yet apparent. 
The whole dynasty Is, however, for¬ 
eign. the King being the son of Chris¬ 
tian IX. of Denmark and a brother of 
the Queen of England, while the Crown 
Prince Is married to a sister of the 
Kaiser. In all this there Is abundant 
room for Jealousy, and It Is obvious 
that the Incident of the proposed trans¬ 
lation of the Gospels has been seized 
as a pretext for a demonstration 
against the Government. 


Fighting the Railway Consolidation 

Much Interest attaches to the steps 
that are being taken by three Western 
Governors to prevent the Northern Se¬ 
curities Company from obtaining con¬ 
trol of the Burlington, the Great North¬ 
ern and the Northern Pacific railroads. 
The practical consolidation of these 
three important railway systems Is of 
the same huge character as the com¬ 
bination of the steel companies so ef¬ 
fectively arranged last spring and 
fraught with the same consequences. 
If It can be prevented. It will put a 
stop, at least for a time, to other con¬ 
solidations that are pending, and If It 
Is successfully carried out the prin¬ 
ciple of community of Interest will be 
quickly asserted elsewhere. 

Men like J. Pierpont Morgan. James 
J. Hill and their associated must, of 
course, have prepared themselves for 
this opposition to their great project 
It has been officially stated that the 
best legal advice has been taken, and 
that there Is no obstacle In law to the 
syndicate. That It is a violation of the 
spirit of the anti-trust net there Is no 
doubt, but the letter may have been 
obeyed or evaded. 

The chances arc that the combina¬ 
tion will be effected The existence of 
the Standard Oil Company, the United 
States Steel Corporation and kindred 
trusts have been totorated so long and 
all legal attempts to overthrow them 
have been so Ineffectual that it Is hard¬ 


ly conceivable that present statutes 
can be Invoked to break up this rail¬ 
way syndication. That it la full of possi¬ 
bilities which Inspire the gravest ap¬ 
prehensions Is undeniable, but this if 
true of one is true of nil. However, 
new legislation can be framed that 
would apply to It In the future and 
might make a dissolution necessary. 
Opinions will differ as to the advisa¬ 
bility of this, and Gov. Cummins, of 
Jowa, has already expressed hit* inten¬ 
tion not to co-operate In the organized 
opposition to ths new movement. 

It Is not unlikely I he matter will be 
left to the natural laws of business 
which will effectually settle the fate of 
these unions of transcontinental 
roada Should the consolidation have 
all the advantages claimed for It. and 
then should the management give 
the people participation In the 
benefits of It might for a 
while be left undisturbed. The real 
trouble, however, with these organiza¬ 
tions of monopoly would be left un¬ 
touched. Schiller says that a tyrant Is 
dreaded not tor what he does, but for 
what it Is in his power to do. The 
same Is to be said of the gigantic com¬ 
binations which ineac ambitious finan¬ 
ciers have been building. Mr. Morgan 
and his associate* art not oppressor*, 
but who can say what will be the dis¬ 
position of the men who will come after 
them? The apprehensions of the three 
Governors are not unreasonable, and 
they are to be commended for under¬ 
taking to test the law In the matter. 


German Resentment. 

One of the leading points In foreign 
discussion during the week Just past 
was the indignation of the German pres* 
over the utterances of Mr. Joseph Cham¬ 
berlain. Colonial Secretary for Great 
Britain. As will be remembered. Mr. 
Chamberlain, chafing under criticisms 
of British doings In South Africa, In 
which German newspapers have In¬ 
dulged very freely, made references to 
what had been done, as he alleged, by 
Germans during the Franco-Pi usslatt 
War In 1870-71. These reference* were 
very holly resented and the Indignation 
they excited has not been lessened by a 
later utterance In a blunt letter. 

It has been said that the tone of the 
German press under these provocations 
has become dangerous, but that is hard¬ 
ly the proper word to be employed In 
such a connection. Undoubtedly, thtre 
are times when the hostile tone of the 
press of a country may bring on a war, 
but that must be when there Is really 
something to fight about. The relations 
between the Governments of Germany 
and Great Britain are not at all strained, 
and In such a case the ferocity of the 
pres* on either side does not endanger 
the peace. Nevertheless, the extreme 
fierceness of German comment has been 
somewhat of a surprise to Great Brit¬ 
ain, and has shown how strong I# the 
feeling on the continent against the 
great Insular Power. 

It can hardly be denied that Mr. 
Chamberlain has shown a want of tact 
in his allusions to Germany. The Just¬ 
ice or the injustice of what he said Is 
not really so material, though it has 
been the occasion of much angry dis¬ 
cussion. Under the circumstances it was 
bad Judgment for Mr. Chamberlain to 
make charges against Germany, and If 
he were to prove them It would go far to 
aggravate the Ul-feellng. What he said 
has been strenuously denied by German 
papers, but the Tory papers of Great 
Britain have made-the matter worse by 
citing Instances of German severity in 
the war with France. 

The history of all wars is likely to 
afford instances where severity toward 
the enemy Is carried close to the point 
where civilization draws the line, if It 
does not actually pass It. At a time 
when public opinion Is sensitive It Is 
well not to provoke resentment by al¬ 
lusions to such cases. Mr. Chamber¬ 
lain, however. Is not a prudent man, 
and he Is doing more to make the Brit¬ 
ish Government disliked on the conti¬ 
nent than his colleagues can readily 
counteract. No serious consequences 
are likely to result from his indiscre¬ 
tion. but the Isolation in which his coun¬ 
try stands among the people of the rest 
of Europe Is not pleasant for the British 
to contemplate. The feeling In Great 
Britain that the country has had some¬ 
what too much of Mr. Chamberlain is 
evidently growing, Thit there is no pres¬ 
ent prospect that he can be restrained 
from interfering with matters outside 
the Colonial Department. The sugges¬ 
tion that his rash speeches may over¬ 
throw the Cabinet will probably not s »on 
be realized. 

Joseph Howard, of Bridgeport. Pa , re¬ 
cently displayed a fortitude that might 
arouse the envy of a red Indian. He 
is a brak^man on the Reading railway, 
and while coupling cars had his hand 
caught by the patent coupler Just as the 
train began to hack. He could not re¬ 
lease his hand, and he ran with the 
train for a mile until It stopped at the 
next station. Then he freed his hand, 
walked two miles to a hospital and had 
three fingers amputated without taking 
an anaesthetic. 


Consul General Dickinson ha* raised 
hi* offer to the brigands who hold Miss 
Stone to $80,000. It Is to be hoped that 
Miss Stone will soon be restored to lib¬ 
erty. If so. Mr. Dickinson should at 
once offer another and a larger reward 
for the capture of the brigand*.

Gorham liethoughf himself that there Is a 
kind of uftlmni phosphorescence which Is . 
so far as known cnttrcl> devoid of heat

Hr obtained a quantity of these from a 
piece of decayed meat, which he trans¬ 
ferred to teirt tubes containing gtdatlne. 

“Tho light these organisms produce l« 
from oxidation," said Prof. Gorham. “Just 
us the heat of our bodbs Is from oxida¬ 
tion. It 1* a chemical action. I have l»e. n 
experimenting to find what material# 
wvuUl produc* the grcmUst quantity of 
luminosity In these small bod;#**, and have 
now- reduced their dlr*t to thre-- .'hrmlcal 
salts, the principle being ordinary table 
salt or sodium chloride. Another of the 
salt* contains nitrogen, which Is essential 
to the productlot of light, and there U a 
little auiphur. which T believe could b# 
eliminated w thorn bad results." 

The Professor showed his flask* contain¬ 
ing the organisms and from them pro¬ 
ceeded a vivid greenish glow. The Pro¬ 
fessor said he had taken several photo¬ 
graphs by the old of th. light His sour h 
is now < onfined to the discovery of the 
chemicals which witt take the plttCC of thi» 
organism* —(Providence, R. I., Telegram 
to the Chicago Tribune.

given automatically by a small lnein- 
druoent lamp, which. Illuminated while 
the subscribers are talking, will become 
dark when the receiver is hung up. There 
will be 14,000 of these electric bulb*. 

Two hundred and forty-?*.x operators 
will be required for the new switchboard 
during week da.ve, and they will attend 
to the w n .*nts of F,:KV) subscriber*, the rec¬ 
ord for a s'ugh* telephone exchange. The 
board provide* for 470,000 connections, 
whlb- there are l.uoo Incoming trunk Lne# 
und 840 outgoing. 

Adjoining th* switchboard room are a 
handsomely Appointed parlor and read¬ 
ing room, a locker room for the street 
cloth** of the operators, a dining-room 
and n hospital.

He will, however, be 
tried on the charge of the murder of 
Lena Renner first, ne steps have already 
been taken In that direction and an affi¬ 
davit made out against him f• »r the 
murder. 

In case, however, Sherwell Is tried and 
convicted foe th^ murder of Lena Ren* 
ner, It would become unnecessary to 
try him on the other charge.

Reasons For the Verdict. 

Tin* Coroner f=ums up the reasons on 
which he bases his charge of the mur¬ 
der against Shertvell as follow's: 

First—That SherwcJI had been on in¬ 
timate terms with Mrs. Hailey. 

Second—The number of times he w f a» 
seen with her on the evening of the 
murder. 

Third—The fact that she told friends 
she was going driving that evening 

Fourth—The fuither fact that a 
woman, answering her deseiIptlon, was 
seen In Sberwell's surrey that evening. 

Fifth—The further fact that Mrs. 
Halley ne\er returned to her home after 
going out for the purpose of taking a 
drive. 

Sixth—That her dead body was found 
the next morning and that the autopsy 
showed that she had been strangled und 
her neck broken. 

Seventh—That a man who is believed 
to have been Sherwell was seen driving 
In toward the city In n flurry from the 
direction of the point at which Mrs. 
Halley’s body was found. 

Eighth—That Is was evident that Mrs. 
Halley had been killed In n vehicle and 
then thrown out.

The coroner does not believe that 
either of the murders was premeditat¬ 
ed. Everything goes to show that the 
women were taken out driving merely 
for a good time, and that something oc¬ 
curred which was the direct cause of 
the taking of their lives. Had the mur¬ 
ders been premeditated the plans for 
their accomplishment would have been 
different from the open manner In 
which th**y were committed. 

The authorities are still trying to fig¬ 
ure out who the murderer’s accomplice 
was, but thus far no clew has been ob¬ 
tained that is of any value.

TO FACE LABOR PROBLEM 

Demand Made That Only Union Work¬ 
men Be Employed In All De¬ 
partments of Exposition. 


St. Louis. Mo., Nov. 23.—[Special.]—

Mr. Oo#se writes 
from Venice that he will at once write 
the introduction for the new volume of 
Mr. Caweln's poems, a thing he has re¬ 
fused to do for any other American po t, 

In a late caustic criticism on Madam 
Blanc’s (Th. Bontzon) "Questions Amer- 
Jcalnes," Mr On*se takes occasion to 
say that the latest volume of studies of 
this veteran of the "Revue des Deux 
Modes” is hastily done and that she has 
escapeJ knowing anything of the new¬ 
est literature of America. He declares 
that she could have said something of 
the new school of historical romances 
and of the stories of the War of the In¬ 
dependence. the sketches of Stephen 
Crane and the Kentucky of Mr. 

Madison Caweln. As Mr. Ca/waln was 
the only American poet mentioned, it Is 
easy to realize Mr. Gosse’s belief Jn him.

From the London Academy’s recent 
criticism of "Weeds by the Wall" can 
be quoted^ 

"Mr. Caweln’s strength lies in his lux¬ 
uriant descriptive power. In "One Day 
and Ancthpr’ Mr. Caweln attempts fan¬

•lyrical eclogue.’ In the gifts of rioh- 
ne.»* and voluptuous fancy and especial¬ 
ly »n glittering description. Mr. Caweln 
shows very great promise and no small 
accomplishment."

Mr. William Archer, in his "Poets of 
the Younger Generation." recently pub¬ 
lished by John Lane, gives Mr. Caweln 
twelve pages of criticism. Including hi# 
portrait page. No other American cf the 
United States Is noticed save John 
Banister Tabb, although the Canadian 
poets are representi*d In Biles Carmen, 
Charles C. D. Roberts; and George 8m- 
tayana lives In Cambridge, although 
born In Spain. Of our Kentucky poet 
Mr. Archer says, among many other 
things: 

• Mr. Caweln is an eminently, exclu¬ 
sively American poet. His fancy has 
traveled far and wide, but there Is noth¬ 
ing In his work to show that he Is per¬ 
sonally familiar with any country than 
hi* own. It is American nature that he 
Observes, very closely, to all arpea»*ance. 

Hi* birds, flower#, 
tree*, are all American: his landscapes 
are American; his seasons American. A 
gios«arv to his writings—they almost 
need one for the English rcader-would 
b«- a dictionary of the flora and fauna 
of Kentucky and Ohio But he bring* 
to hi* study of American nature (and 
this i» the charactertlstlc note of h’* 
work) an Imagination saturated with 
European myth and folklore.

CRASH TOGETHER. 


C. AND O. AND ILLINOIS CEN¬ 
TRAL TRAINS COLLIDE. 


Cars Derailed and Barrel* of Whisk 
Filed Up On the Tracks. 


Four freight cars were overturned, three 
others were tom loose from their trucks, 
casern and barrels of whisky were scat¬ 
tered over the ground and traffic on the 
lines of the Illinois Central and Chesa¬ 
peake and Ohio was delayed for twelve 
hours os the result of a croes-cut col¬ 
lision In the Floyd-street yards yesterday 
evening at 7:30 o’clock. The los* will not 
amount to more than $2,000 or $3,UM», but 
three of the ears were damaged beyond 
repair, and the greater part of tho whisky 
and merchandise they contained was un¬ 
injured. The only mun on either crew to 
be hurt was Engineer Frank Herring, 
whose legs were badly bruised and cut. 
His hurts are not dangerous. 

The collision was trie result of the rear 
♦ ,n 4 °f train No. 88 on the C. and O. 
striking the fourth car from tho end of 
the through freight on the Illinois On- 
trul which was backing toward the Sev¬ 
enth-street depot The C. and O. train 
whs backing on its own track out from 
the yards of tho Big Four, In order to 
gvt on the [rack for Its eastern run. Both 
trains were running at a good rate of 
speed when the crash came The last 
three earn of the Illinois Central freight 
tra.n went tumbling this way .and that. 
The track runs by a little telegraph of¬ 
fice, In which Michael Hurkc. the op¬ 
erator, was sitting The last car made 
straight for the building, and it looked 
like It would go straight on through It. 
Just before reaching the building, it top¬ 
pled over to th * left, Its end crushing in 
the fraJl corner of the office. 

The danger was not yot over, as the sec¬ 
ond ear kept on Its why with the promise 
of doing what th*» first had left undone. 
But It. too, wwerved foiling in Che oppo¬ 
site direction, so that t‘h« office found 
itself hemmed In by freight cars. 

Not bt-ing able to call th« turn. Burke 
had taken a plunge through the window, 
carrying tho sa=*h with him. Fortunately 
he got off with nothing more than a small 
cut or two about the face. 

Gf tho two trains, the IUinoLa Central 
fared the betttr. Two of Its oars were de¬ 
railed, a third w*» knock**! from its 
trucks and the wheels twisted from the 
track Four of the C. and O. cars met 
mifrfortune. Two of th*m left the track, 
and the ends of two more were crushed 
and splinted. 

The Injury to Engineer Herring was due 
to hla being thrown from ht» cab by the 
shock of the coUtirion. James Brown wit* 
the conductor of the C. and O. train, and 
John Burton of the Illinois Central. A 
wrecking train under Dan Kain w’as at 
once put to work. The whisky was token 
from the cars and piled up In great stacks 
along the tracks. The cur* were placed 
back on the wheels and four of the cars 
were then tmahed out of the way. Tin- 
work of lifting the other three cars and 
getting thorn Into shape went on all 
through the night under the ciupervlslnn of 
Mr. Kaln and Yardmaster J. C. Gunther 
for the Illinois Central. The accident pre¬ 
vented the departure of the passenger 
train* on both roads.

Ohio has Just formed It* or¬ 
ganization, other States have appointed 
committees and probably It wlU not be 
long until tuberculoids will be ebioeed 
among the disease* counted as cureeh> 
The city of Louisville ha* a magnificent 
supply of institutions for the treatment 
of surgical caeca and no: one for the treat¬ 
ment of consumption, although lung and 
throat case* represent 80 per cent, and 
surgical cases but 20 per cent, of all 
death*. 

The city authorltieei could do no bettor 
work than to organize a special ho*pitai 
fitted out with all the appliances and mod. 
Iclnes now being used (such a* the family 
doctor cannot provide) and presided over 
by a specialist In lung dlstase*. and In 
this way do a work for humanity that 
every taxpayer would indorse am! hall 
with Joy. NVw Albany has the first Insti¬ 
tution organized In this vicinity on that 
particular line. Our city auttoorUle* should 
at once appotnt a < oniuntttec to visit the=.> 
various place* with a view of organizing 
a similar one here to bv maintained by 
the city. The undent?gtwd prepared to 
furnish data and information in this par¬ 
ticular line, and will be glad to meet or 
correspond with any one willing to con¬ 
tribute or assist in getting this kind of 
an Institution started In Louisville or Its 
Immediate vtdnity.

Not So Easy As It Looks 
At First 


TO THE CONGRESSMAN. 


NOT AS MUCH GLOKY AS HE HAD 
EXPECTED. 


HARD TO MAKE HEADWAY 


Against the Iron-Bound Rules and 
Customs That Hold Down the 
New Member. 


LEARNS MANY THINGS. 


IConv-spondonce of the Courier-Journal.) 

Washington. Nov. 22 —The Fifty-sc 
•nth Congress comes into active life 
on the 2d of December, when, in ac¬ 
cordance with the Constitution, it meets 
for the first time. In the year that has 
ensued since his election the new # Con- 
gressman has had some opportunity to 
familiarise himself with one side of his 
official life. He has taken up the bur¬ 
den of pension-getting and office-seek¬ 
ing for his constituents and learned 
something of the perquisites In garden 
seed and stationery. Possibly he has 

1 been to Washington, learned the loca¬ 
tion of the departments and met the 
Cabinet officers and the appointment 
clerks. But the average Congressman, 
unless he Is a man of Independent 
means, does not come to Washington 
until he tan draw mileage. The law 
allows him ten cents a mile for each 
session of Congress, reckoning the Jour¬ 
ney made by the shortest route of trav¬ 
el. That allowance waB made for a 
time when travel xvus slow and expen¬ 
sive. Now the new Congressman trav¬ 
els on a pass and puts the mileage al¬ 
lowance In his pocket, about $180. and 
Is the first of the perquisites Which 
make it possible for him to save part 
of his $5,04)0 salary each year. I know 
of a Congressman many years ago who 
came to Washington determined to save 
his entire salary. He lived on his mile¬ 
age and stationery allowances at a 
cheap boarding-house, walked to the 
capltol each day. carrying his luncheon, 
and actually took $10,000 Into private 
life at the end of his two years of serv¬ 
ice. He came to Washington without a 
cent anti retired In comparative afflu¬ 
ence. 

• • • 

“Stationery” a Wide Word. 

“Stationery" Is another congressional 
perquisite Like the “extra month’s 
pay” of the cApitol clerks, it has crept 
into the system where to-day It has 
no reasonable excuse. The “stationery” 
allowance was originally an allowance 
for postage and stationery for official 

r i 

liege was abolished. But to-day the 
Government furnishes an unlimited 
quantity of official stationery and all 
official letters are carried free. For¬ 
tunately for the new Congressman he 
may “commute” his stationery allow¬ 
ance or draw It In cash—$125. Usually 
he draws the greater part of It In cash. 
Looking over a report of the clerk of 
the House for a recent Congress 1 see:

More often It 
represents pearl-handled pocket-knives 
bought by the Congressman’s son or 
given to a constituent; engraved cards 
or dinner invitations ordered by the 
Congressman's wife and daughter. 
Buch prosaic items as “on* rubber 
stamp” and “two gross pencils” rub el¬ 
bow* on the clerk* report with “stamp¬ 
ing eight quires in silver” and 400 at 
home cards." to say nothing of a “dou¬ 
ble overtur*’’ (whatever that may boi

Army of Clerks. 

A perquisite of comparatively recent 
growth is the Congressman’s clerk. The 
appetite for these tilings grows with 
what It feeds on. First the chairman 
of a committee had to have a room 
which he < ould call his own and a oLrk 
who could be his private secretary. 
Thi n the lessor Congressman began to 
demand :i private office at the Govern¬ 
ment’* expense Now he hu» a se. r «- 
tary as well on an allowance of $100 
s month during the session of Con¬ 
gress. A far-seeing Hon * ot Kepro- 


senatives voted to pay this allowance 
to the Congressman direct and leave 
its disbursement to his discretion. H 
Is almost needless to say that in many 
cases the Congressman Is not suspected 
of letting much of the allowance go out 
of his own keeping. Several Congress¬ 
men have been known to club together 
and contribute pro rata to the employ¬ 
ment of one clerk nt a small stipend. 
But the $100 clerk hire, averaging S 6 »K) 
a year. Is plainly a perquisite of the 
Congressman if he wants to make It 
so. The enterprising Congressman 
whom I have described did not live in 
the days of congressional clerks or he 
might have salted away $ 1,200 more 
during his term of office. 

These are the* money advantages 
which the new Congressman will finch 
He has already begun to enjoy them, 
for. if there is no contest In his dis¬ 
trict, he began to draw on the disburs¬ 
ing clerk last March. Thereby hangs 
an untold tale of Sllcott, the defaulting 
clerk of the House. Wnen Sllcott was 
disbursing clerk, a famous ex-member 
of the House was contestant for a seat. 
His long service In the past, his per¬ 
sonal claim on many members and the 
fact that his opponent belonged to the 
minority In the House made every one 
believe that he was sure to win. So 
confident was an official of the House 
that he paid the contestant the salary 
of a Congressman, though the other 
man held the certificate of election. 
When the contest was decided against 
the eminent ex-member, he was unahlc 
to restore the money he had drawn; 
the official could not make It good; so, 
the disbursing clerk, who would be 
held responsible, grabbed what was in 
sight and started for Canada. TMs ex¬ 
planation of that famous defalcation 
never went on the official records.

Much To Learn. 


The n*w Congressman will find that 
he has much to learn about the way In 
which laws are mad«\ He will land in 
Washington with n trunk full of an* 
dent pension and relief bills, which his 
predecessor sowed in ihe last congres¬ 
sional garden without reaping a har¬ 
vest. As It is only necessary to scratch 
the last Congressman'?, name off each 
of them, write his own In Its stead and 
drop the blllr in a box at th*» Clerk’s 
desk, these need not give him much con¬ 
cern. He finds before he hat been in 
Washington long thut modest merlT V 
not being sought for committee ap¬ 
pointments. and that if he does not 
hurry he will be set away back on the 
Committee to Investigate the Spread of 
MalariA by Mosquitoes Instead of rep¬ 
resenting h(« farmer constituency on 
the Agricultural Committee or getting 
a desirable position near the pork bar¬ 
rel of, the River and Harbor Committee 
or the Committee on Public Buildings. 
When he begins to realize how neces¬ 
sary push und egotism are to progress 
In public affairs he will find that f<* far 
as he is concerned the Speaker of the 
House is the whole Congres.-. If he 
wants to be a member of un Influential 
committee he must bring all possible 
pressure to bear on the Speaker. And 
the hours before the committee list-, 
are published are anxious hours for tlu? 
new Congressman. 

As a member of the Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee, if by some extra .r- 
dlnary chance he was chosen f.ir that 
position, he would find himself a social 
possibility. Members of the diplomatic 
corps would Invite him to dinner, offi- 
rials of the State Department wocCd 
show him distinguished cons deration 
As a member of the Agricultural Com¬ 
mittee he would find the door of the 
Secretary of Agriculture always on th* 
latch, and the supply of sceda and 
books on “Diseases of the Horse" prac¬ 
tically unlimited. On the Rivers and 
Harbor* Committee be would discover 
himself a sudden object of solicit tide by 
all the shipping interests ami by the 
War Department.

He Meets the President. 


er obtained In advance. Here Is a con¬ 
dition which the new member has not 
anticipated and his soul revolts against 
It. Where is the freedom of debate if 
he must go to the Speaker’s room be¬ 
fore the meeting of the House or to his 
desk during the session ami present & 
request thut he be recognized? 

Recognised for what? That I* the in¬ 
evitable question of the Speaker or his 
clerk. He must not only ask that he 
be recognized, but he must tell his bus¬ 
iness in advance. If he wants to make 
11 motion that does not meet the Speak¬ 
er’s approval he is commonly told that 
he cannot make it. The Speaker is ab¬ 
solute master of the situation, for the 
member may rise In hla place and ad¬ 
dress the chair ever so often without re¬ 
ceiving the slightest recognition if the 
Speaker chooses to ignore him. / 

The new Congressman finds that very 
little of hi* 'time Is his own. At his ho¬ 
tel cards begin to arrive at 8 o’clock in 
th“ morning. He probably talks with 
a visitor while he Is eating his break¬ 
fast. As he passes through the cor¬ 
ridor of the capltol on his way to his 
committee room he is assailed by ques¬ 
tions and requests. There is a big mall 
to be attended to before the House 
meets, and much of It makes It neces¬ 
sary for him to visit the departments 
and the White House. 

His evenings and his holidays are 
equally busy. There are almost al¬ 
ways visitors who take up the greater 
f part of ills evenings and some of these 
at-, newapapei correspondents wanting 
news for their papers In his district. 
Some are office-seekers; almoBt always 
there is some one of hla constituents 
In town demanding attention at the 
hands of the man whom, he thinks, he 
sent to Congress. 

If the Congressman Ih socially In¬ 
clined, ,and especially if he has a fam¬ 
ily. his official social obligations will 
eat up an hour or two In every twent- 
ty-four.

You and 1 could earn a heap more 
than $ 5,000 practicing law at home.*' 
But. as his colleague replied: “Five 
thousand dollars ain’t much, but it

HOUSES IN NEW YORK COUNTY 


Only 15,000 Out of the 160,000 Oc¬ 
cupied By a Single Family Each, 


I New York Sun.] 

There are about 180,000 dwelling 
houses In Manhattan and The Bronx, 
and In respect to their classification 
New York is exceptional among all the 
clues of the world, being the only one 
In which there is a larger number'of 
tenement houses (occupied by more 
than thrte families who maintain scp. 
crate household arrang. ments) than 
of any other group of structures. 

There were, by the last tabulation, 
45.000 tenement houses In New York, of 
which 11,000 were in the district be¬ 
tween Twenty-third ami Fifty-ninth 
streets, and leys than 500 In the district 
south of Chambers street. 

The total population of Manhattan 
und The Bronx by the Federal census 
of lari June was 2.050,000, und the ten**. 
m*nt population. so-rulUd, of New 
York at the same period was 1.550.000. 
Ltss than 25 per cent, of the city popu¬ 
lation at that Hint resided otherwise 
than In tenements. 

Despite laws against their construc¬ 
tion there are still 0.000 frame buildings 
mi Manhattan Island, a considerable 
number of them rear hou*t?s. In The 
Bronx, wht re the restriction doe* not 
prevail, there are 20,000 frame build¬ 
ing*. 

The dwelling houses of New York are 
subdivided into 36,000, parts of wtii*4i 
are sublet, and 15,000 occupied exclu¬ 
sively by < ne family. F»>r many years 
such private houses were most numer¬ 
ous in New York.

Frenchman’s Invention Whereby Twelve Mes¬ 
sages May Be Sent Simultaneously In Both 
Directions Over One Circuit. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.) 

Pari*. Nov. 14.—Along one of the or¬ 
dinary posts and telegraph lines be¬ 
tween Paris and Bordeaux some ex¬ 
traordinary telegraphing huB Just been 
accomplished. While the regular op¬ 
erators were sending and receiving back 
and forth their usual messages, experi¬ 
menting men of science had tapped the 
line, attached new instruments to it and 
were engaged In sending back and 
forth other messages of which the reg¬ 
ular operators could not possibly have 
taken cognisance even had they been 
aware of their existence. 

The regular operators of the Govern¬ 
ment service were using in one case u 
Morse duplex apparatus, which permits 
the (reversible! transmission of two 
simultaneous messages, and In the 
other a Baudot apparatus with four 
keyboards, which permits the sending 
of four messages In one direction. Sim¬ 
ply connecting the new apparatus with 
the name wires the ex)»erlmenterH suc¬ 
ceeded in sending and i« clvlng slirvul- j 
taneously and In each direction 4welve | 
other messages, making In all twenty- j 
four simultaneous messages plus I tie i 
two message* of the Morse duplex or 
the four messages of the Baudot ap¬ 


paratus. This w'as accomplished not 
only ns a scientific novelty, hut prac¬ 
tically and continually for hour* at a 
time In a test to establish the commer¬ 
cial usefulness of the Invention. In 
this way it was demonstrated that the 
entire first page of a great newspaper, 
containing almost iMKHI words, can be 
cent from Paris to Bordeaux along a 
single wire In one hour by means of 
the new invention simply, or by means 
of the new Invention and a Baudot 
four-keyboard apparatus working si¬ 
multaneously In little more than a half’ 
hour, during which half hour the Bor¬ 
deaux authority* may transmit to 
Paris by means of the new invention a 
text equivalent to a half page of the 
same newspaper, ahvays along the same 
solitary single circuit. Or should this 
seem less remarkable to Americans, 
habituated to (he Wheatstone automat¬ 
ic device, than to Parisians, it may he 
stated that 1.300 separate and unpre¬ 
pared telegrams of twenty words each 
may be sent in a single hour over the 
single circuit by means of this won¬ 
derful invention. 

The inventor of the neu syetem is 
Prof. E Mercadler. director of studies 
of the famous Eoole Poly technique, the 
occupant of an important chair In the 
Ecolc Supereur- des Posies et Tele- 
graphes and chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor. His position in the Polytechnic 
School being equivalent to that of un 
a< live vice president of the scientific 
faculty * . one of our ulgho*t American 
universities. 


Dr. Franklin tells us that In a time 
of great despondency among the early 
New England settlers It was proposed 
In one of their public meetings to pro¬ 
claim a fast. An old farmer arose and 
said that they were provoking heaven 
with their complaints and spoke of the 
many mercies that they had received 
and of the cause they had for thanks¬ 
giving. and he then made a motion 
that Instead of appointing a day of 
fasting they should appolftt a day of 
feasting and thanksgiving, and to this 
the assembly readily agreed. Four men 
were sent out from the settlement 
•'fowling.” and the fruit of their labor 
was divided among the settlers. It is 
related It made a feast well worthy of 
hearty thanks. 

Is It possible that from this “fowl¬ 
ing” expedition by the process of evo¬ 
lution has come the turkey feasts which 
mark the entertainments to-day? 

While we admit that “there Is noth¬ 
ing new under the sun," as Americans 
we have always felt we had the right 
to claim Thanksgiving day os an Amer¬ 
ican institution, pure and simple, ond 
it has many times been used as an 
Illustration of a peculiarly American In¬ 
stitution. but a* we study games and 
festivals of other nations we have to 
concede that Thanksgiving day. even as 
we celebrate It. to older nation*. The 
first observance of a day of Thanksgiv¬ 
ing formally recommended by civil au¬ 
thority occurred In Leyden. Holland, 
October 3. 15T5. it being tb€| first anni¬ 
versary of deliverance of that city from 
siege. 

• • • 

Thanksgiving As a Pag an Festival. 

It was al*o a great pagan festival. 
The “Harvest Home" of the Saxons and 
Celt#; the “Cerealia’ 'of the Romans; 
the “Feast of the Tabernacles” of the 
Hebrews, all these embodied our pres¬ 
ent Ideas of a devotional and merry¬ 
making Thanksgiving day. From th- 
time that Noah offered up hla thanks 
for deliverance from the waters of the 
flood, all nations have Instituted such a 
custom, especially after times of peril 
and danger. 

The early Jews, grateful for the 
favors bestowed upon them by Jehovah, 
instituted the “Feast of the Taber¬ 
nacles,” which lasted for eight days. 

In England we should expect to find 
In the harvest season a day of rejoic¬ 
ing, for “Menrie England” has not 
borne Ks name in vain, and It is doubt¬ 
ful if any people ever enjoyed their 
days of feasting more than the English. 

When the crops had all been brought 
In. when the bleak winds from the north 
admonished them to hurry through 
their harvesting, the simple country 
people gave vent to their delight over 
the end of the busy Reason. Such we 
learn from the account of a distinguish¬ 
ed Frenchman w ho traveled in England 
sometime In -the Fifteenth century. He 
says "we happened to meet some coun¬ 
try people celebrating their harvest 
home; their last load of corn they 
crowned with flowers, having, besides, 
an Image richly dressed, by which they 
perhaps signified ’Ceres;’ this they kept 
moving about, while the men and wom¬ 
en, riding through the streets in th« 
carts, shout as loud as they oan until 
they reach the bam.” It Is really ques¬ 
tionable if the English peasants knew 
enough mythology to call their image 
“Ceres." From older authorities we 
learn that they called their Image 
“Kern baby,” which no doubt answered 
even better than the name supplied by 
the learned Frenchman, and that is so 
easily traced to "corn baby.” made from 
their own products. Edward Winslow, 
In his account of the first genuine Amer. 
lean Thanksgiving day. says: "our 
harvest being gotten In, our Governor 
*ent four men out ’fowling.’ so that we 
might after a special manner rejoice 
together after we had gathered the 
fruit of our labors. They four In one 
day killed as much fowl as. with a little 
help beside*, served the company almost 
a week. At which time, anting other 
recreations. w*e exercised our arms, 
many c*r the Indian* coming amongst 
tnr. and, among the rest, their greatest 
king. Masassolt. with some ninety men, 
whom for throe days we entertal ied 
and feasted. and they went out and 
killed live deer, which they brought to 
the plantation and bestowed on our 
Governor (Bradford! and upon the Cap¬ 
tain (Myles Stondtsh) and others. 

“And. although It be n**t always *0 
plentiful a* it was this time with u*. 
yet bv tU*' goodness of God we are *0 
far from want that we often wish you 
partakers of our plenty.”

, Thanksgiving Cheer of Long Ago. 

What a feast they must have had; 
and how Mossasolt and hi* braves 
must have relished the distinction 
placed upon them by their white 
btethren! Tradition has It, that on 
this extraordinary occasion Hol¬ 
land gin was indulged in to a great 
extent, but knowing what we do of the 
Puritan settlers we will spare them 
this base reflection’ But the tie which 
Joined Mossasolt and the strangers 
from ihl* day on was one never *ev- 
ered. and year* after the old chiefs 
d« ath, affectionate memories of the day 
were retained by the Pilgrims and their 
children. 

In 1026. a day wau kept in July by 
the Pilgrims in honor of the arrival 
of some ship. This was (he lost occa¬ 
sion of the sort whl< h the Plymouth 
colony celebrated for half a century. 


On the contrary’ we hear of the Massa¬ 
chusetts colony averaging one every 
two years, for various reasons, among 
which we find n day decreed for the 
safe arrival of Mrs. Wlnthrop ar.d her 
children; also for a victory over the 
Pequote Indians; for the Haft* arrival 
of ships, and for Innumerable harvests. 
The celebration of 1676 was held in 
honor of a victory over King Phillip, 
while a few years earlier. In 1661, serv ¬ 
ices were held for stopping the bottle* 
of heaven and restraining the excessive 
rygns." 

In Connecticut and Rhode Island we 
also read of a number of both feast 
and fast days on which all “servile 
labor” was prohibited. In New York, 
considering what an Important part a 
large repast fills In the life of the ro¬ 
tund Dutch burgher, we can expect to 
find every event of note followed by 
a Thanksgiving dinner wdth all Its at¬ 
tending Joys. Like New England there 
was no set day in New York, *uch In¬ 
cidents being so Infrequent and scat¬ 
tered that It I* difficult to keep them 
In order. Harvests, the ascensions of 
Kings to their thrones, the births of 
heirs, victories of the colonial troops, 
all served as causes worthy enough to 
warrant a day of Thanksglvtng being 
appointed. One writer, in telling how 
long it was before Thanksgiving day. 
settled down “to its present fixity of 
season," tells how one prudent town 
took the liberty of postponing Its cele¬ 
bration of the day for a week, “in or¬ 
der to get molasses wdth which to 
sweeten the pumpkin pies.” 

In 1760 the conquest of Canada vvas 
celebrated by T the Northern colonists 
wdth suitable ceremonies, after which, 
owing to Increasing difficulties wdth 
the mother country, politics and mili¬ 
tary affairs gained the ascendancy over 
harvest and agricultural matters, and 
no Thanksgiving was celebrated until 
after the Revolution

CALIFORNIA’S RAISIN CROP. 


The Largest For Ten Year*—Chine** 
Competition With White 
Growers. 


Separated from their Northern broth¬ 
ers both by soclaL and political differ¬ 
ences, the Southern cavaliers chose 
rather the merry, open, un relaxed de¬ 
lights of Christmas than the somber- 
hued New England festival of Thanks¬ 
giving day. and this feeling was never 
overcome untjl but a few years before 
the outbreak of the Civil War. In the 
pioneer colony of Virginia no day of 
thanks was ever ordained except when 
they were ordered by royal proclama¬ 
tion, which exerted as great an In¬ 
fluence in Virginia as It did in Massa¬ 
chusetts. Nothing is known of their ef¬ 
fect on the manner of observance In the 
Carolina* or in Georgia, f jr the records 
show no account of Thanksgiving days 
In the South until 1856, when e.ght 
Southern Governors Issued proclama¬ 
tions much after the New England 
model, rather. It must be admitted, to 
the disgust of the more fanat:c op¬ 
ponent* of anything which savored of 
“Y*nkeedom.“ 

Relying upon the help of a Divine 
Providence to assist (hem In their strug¬ 
gle for liberty, the Revolutionary Con¬ 
gress annually recommended a day for 
thanksgiving. After peace was con¬ 
cluded the day was omitted until 17R9, 
when President Washington, on sugges¬ 
tion of CongTess. appointed Thursday. 
November 26. as a day for national ob¬ 
servance, this being our first recognised 
national holiday. Prior to this, how¬ 
ever, the custom had become universal 
among the New England States, the 
Governors of the Common wealths send¬ 
ing out their proclamations to be read 
from the pulpits, which served the pur¬ 
pose of our great dally newspapers in 
giving the new* to the people in iR « 
days For a time there was opposition 
on the part of ministers to Thanksgiving 
days being created by public acts, but 
gradually they were overcome, and the 
authority of the civil government in 
these matters was soon generally ad¬ 
mitted. 

It may surprise some of our readers 
to leajTi that this holiday, so revered as 
it is by all classes, should have once 
been most vehemently objected to a* a 
political measure. It was consider-d ns 
such when Washington issued h!s pres¬ 
idential proclamation, agricultural bless¬ 
ings being of small moment to our poli¬ 
ticians *it that time. In New York. Gov. 
John Jay. In 1795. Issued a proclamation 
appointing November 11 as a day of 
thanksgiving, which was denounced by 
his opponents, who accused him of try¬ 
ing to flatter religious prejudices. Than 
again, for various causes, some section* 
or the country had instituted their own 
days of observance, so that the conflict¬ 
ing dates which Governors’ proclama¬ 
tion* * stnbllshed created 110 little mur 
inuring and discontent. For the same 
reason Gov. Clinton, of New York, wna 
criticised f a his religious measures «‘p- 
poaltion soon died out. however, and 
the way was prepared for the national¬ 
ization of Thanksgiving day.

When the South Began To Have 
Thanksgivings. 

The Governors of the Southern States 
In 1658 Issued proclamations fashioned 
after those of New England. Th** West, 
settled as It was by the sons of Now 
England, naturally carried with them 
the manner* and memorie* of their gnat 
festival, so that when the Civil War, 
with Its attending evils, was over, the 
hearts of a grateful people established 
an annual day for giving thanks to that 
One In whom the hopes and feats «*f j 
every nation are placed Now every 
State in the Union, by tacit consent, ob¬ 
serves the last Thursday in November 
a* ThanksgU Ing day. and we all re¬ 
spect this holiday Vs on*: of our great 
national days, even running close upon

The raisin crop of California is one 
of the principal fruit industries of the 
State, and It is continually Increasing 
in value and amount This season’s 
crop is 5,000 carloads, of ten tons to the 
carload. This is about iwo^lhlrds of 
the consumption of the United States. 
The Mediterranean countries supply 
the remainder. These competing coun¬ 
tries ship raisins to New York at about 
$10 a ton, while the freight rate to New 
York from California Is $25 a ton. some¬ 
times more. Adult raisin-pickers in 
this State are paid $1 a day; in tho 
Mediterranean States they are paid fif¬ 
teen to twenty cents a day. Yet, this 
Industry ha« grown to be one of the 
most productive In the State—the crop 
this year being the largest of any with¬ 
in the lost decade. More acreage has 
been planted, and the prlnciph 
scientific culture applied with greater 
care. Horticulturists have also con¬ 
cluded within the past few years to 
grow only those particular fruits to 
which the climate and soil of this State 
are especially adapted. 

Chinese afe entering the Held as rais¬ 
in-growers. They save the outlay for 
pickers, and lease the supposedly worn- 
out orchards of their employers. By* 
untiring industry they make good crops 
where the white man hAs failed. Tho 
practice of leasing ranches to them is 
becoming more common, especially as 
they are prompt to pay, and always 
make at least a part of a crop, even 
In the most disastrous years. Even 
large land-holders ore dividing the!* 
Immense tracts and renting to Chines**. 
Generally, the Chinese rent these small 
tract* In “colonies” of five or twenty, 
and work on an equal division vt 
profits.

Atlanta, Ga.. Nov. 23.—A bJU con¬ 
taining amendments to the OonstiLstloif 
of Georgia will bo introduced In tho 
House of Representatives Mondayv 
Among its provisions are: 

That a Court of Appeals be estab¬ 
lished. 

That all pensions be put trpon an In¬ 
digent basis. 

That there shall be a change «>< 
vemie in all criminal cases where there 
Is danger of lynching. 

That the term of Governor be changed 
from two to four years, and that he be 
ineligible for four years after the ex¬ 
piration of his term. 

That the entire educational fund of 
the State shall be divided betw»»en the 
negroes and whites for educational pur¬ 
poses In the exact proportion to tho 
amount of taxes paid by each.

These arti¬ 
cles were written by city people of 
city people. The speak of the madly 
rushing throng, caring little what they 
do or who they do It to. pushing and 
shoving In the street cars, stalwart 
men sitting comfortably while tired 
women sw ing to the strap, and other 
things too numerous to mention, all go¬ 
ing to show* that people nowadays are 
no longer polite. This is not confined 
to the city or city people. Right here 
in Danville the most cultured, society 
people violate one of the long estab¬ 
lished rules of etiquette, and do It con¬ 
tinually, to the annoyance and frequent 
embarrassment of the hostess. Under 
the old regime an answer was required 
and expected to any Invitation. Now'

Is not put on the Invitation nobody 
ever thinks of sending an acceptance 
or regrets, if It Is on the card some 
few persons out of the large number 
invited will send acknowledgments, 
while by far the greater number will 
go without notifying the hostess of his 
or her coming. Tih dereliction nearly 
always puts the hostess In an embar¬ 
rassing postion. She has no idea how 
to prepare for her guests, as she has 
no idea how many will accept. 

"A case in point will show how It Is. 
A Danville woman guve a large recep¬ 
tion. She prepared for a good many 
more than had accepted, but so many 
more guests came to the reception than 
had signified an Intention to come that 
the caterer ran short of supplies. It 
was exceedingly mortifying to the host¬ 
ess, who is the most hospitable woman 
Imaginable. Another Danville woman 
gave a similar reception. There were 
three hundred Invitations and she re- 
reived six acceptances; that was all. 
This rudeness should he corrected. If 
r person is good enough to give an 
entertainment the people honored with 
Invitations should think enough of It 
to send a reply."

It Uses Tobacco By the Thousand Tons To Produce 
Cigarettes By the Hundred Millions. 


To Dismount. 


The Anglo-American tobacco war has 
produced some surprising revelations 
regarding the number of cigarettes con¬ 
sumed In this country, and has Inci¬ 
dentally led to Inquiries as to how the 
enormous demand Is met by the manu¬ 
facturers. 

The popular cigarette of to-day is 
made by machinery. The contrivance 
favored by the firm which has been ac¬ 
quired by Mr. Duke is capable of turn¬ 
ing out 4G0 cigarettes per minute, while 
the machine used by Messrs. W. D. and 
H. O. Wills, Limited—the leaders of the 
resistance w hich Is being offered to the 
American Innudon—can comfortably 
produce 200.000 cigarettes In a working 
ten hours. 

•fcvrh of theeo great factories has 
%.v>rcs of Its respective machines at 
work, nnd Hther. It Is believed, could. If 
necessary, continuously make cigarettes 
from year-end to year-end at the rate 
of 120.000,000 per week. Borne Idea of 
the stupendous vogue which the cigar¬ 
ette has gained in this country may be 
gathered from the fact that quite re¬ 
cently one of the great firms mentioned 
was w'orklng Its whole plant night and 
day. 

Though the machines used by leading 
firms differ considerably In appearance, 
their working principle Is practically 
the same. The tobacco Is put Into a 
hopper and Is forced Into a tube which 
runs the entire length of the machine. 
Meanwhile a spool of what looks like 
thin white ribbon, but which Is really 
cigarette paper, has been rapidly un¬ 
folding Itself, and has met the long 
strip of compressed tobacco, resem¬ 
bling now' nothing so much as thick 
brown string. 

Paper nnd tobacco travel along to¬ 
gether for a short distance, until the 
edges i*f the former are gradually bent 
round the strip of weed so that they 
nearly meet Then, at the exact mo¬ 
ment the outer edge of the pap^r Just 
touches n little gummed wheel, the oth¬ 
er edge qtih kly adheres, and a knife 
cuts th* i o n uous eight-foot cigarette 
Into remth'-* N-ngths as It passes, and 
the *Hsh§ 1 rtlde Is ready for the

The machine hailed from the United 
Btates, where even then something like 
2,150.000.000 cigarettes were made an¬ 
nually. 

An authority estimates that quite 10 
per cent, of the population of the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom are cigarette smokers, and 
that they consume on an average at 
five a day all the year round—say about 
7,000.000,000. That represents 9,300 tons 
of tobacco, which. If placed on railway 
trucks, capable of carrying two tons 
each, would form a train about 17H 
miles .long. The machines of England 
turn out ever>* yt*ar 331.000 miles of 
cigarettes—enough to go fourteen times 
round the globe. 

And yet despite this enormous smok¬ 
ing of the machine-manufactured vari¬ 
ety. there are more hand-made cigar, 
ettes consumed than ever. The connois¬ 
seur—the smoker with the refined fu- 
persensltlve paJ&te—declares he can 
taste the metal of the machine In the 
cheaper brands' Hand-made cigarettes 
cost about haJf-a-crown a thousand to 
make. Machines turn out the same 
number for iwopenee-farihlng 

“The cheaper cigarettes are made,” 
said an authority to the writer, "the 
greater will be the number of smokers, 
but the place of the best hand-made 
brands will never be taken by the com¬ 
moner varieties.”—[London Mail.

THE RED INDIANS OF SIBERIA. 

Described By An English Traveler In the Trans- 
Baikal Region of Russia. 
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THE DESERT SCENE FROM “MIRANDA OF THE BALCONY.” 
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On May 6. l<55i». as stated i n Fossetfs 
"Colorado” (1876). John Gregory, a pros¬ 
pector. climbed the hill Into what is still 
known a* Gregory Gulch (midway be¬ 
tween the present Central City and 
Black Hawk*. s< raped nway the gruss 
and lenves. filled his gold pun with dirt 
and took It down to the stream. Upon 
pannlt " (washing) It down, there was 
about 14 worth of gold In it. This was 
followed by n stampede to the Gregory 
Diggings. <i m they were afterward c til¬ 
ed. Gregory employed five men from 
the new arrival?, and by means of a 
sluice took out 1972 hi one week, other 
rich strikes were made almost dally 
and Inrge amounts of gold were tikcri 
out in a short time. The Bttes, Bobtail 
Mxvmmoth, Gunnell. Burroughs, pj| Q j 
and hundreds of other Ir.des were found 
and thousands of claims xv*-re taken ud 
A s the summer of 18M) advanced the

Buseeli 
and tributary gulches, and many of 
them were accumulating wealth rapid¬

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We saw clusters of tents exactly like 
the Red Indian tent* They belonged 
to the Aborigines, Buriat Mongols, who 
are vanishing before the Muscovites as 
the redskins are vanishing before the 
Saxon* 

When the train halted I had good op¬ 
portunity for seeing these people. They 
j are first cousin* to the Chinese, but 
| all I met struck me as being broader, 
more sturdily built than the Chinese. 
Their faces are round rather than long, 
but their cheekbones are prominent 
The eye ts a warm, good-natured 
brown. Their skins are not the Chi¬ 
nese sickly sallow, but a ruddy bronxe. 
They are all good-looking men. and 
had I met them in Nevada. It would 
never have struck me they were not 
Red Indians. 

The women folk, however, would 
have put me right Without being ac¬ 
cused of lack of gallantry, the Indian 
squaw Is one of the last ladles on earth 
for whom It would be possible to rouse 
admiration—coarse, fat to unwjeldl- 
ness. and with as much expression as a 
potato. But these Buriat women are 
often handsome with the kind of good 
looks you sometimes see among Span¬ 
ish Jewesses, only much darker. The 
feature# were well cut. the noee refined, 
and the eyee black and brilliant. Their 
hair was really black. As they walked 
about In their gay. red print frocks— 
and no other color would suit them so 
well—they had a long, easy swing of 
the limbs that showed good physique. 
The elder women get wrinkle-faced and 
rather uncertain In their gait. Yet dis¬ 
tinction remains with them. 

About both men and women there is 
a shyness which was blushing!)* appar¬ 
ent when 1 wanted to take their pho¬ 
tographs. They didn't quite under¬ 
stand the camera. But when It was 
explained they were pleased. 


know well how their ancestors ones 
swept Europe, and they have a firm be¬ 
lief that some day a leader will arise 
and regain their lost kingdom. 

To me there Is something very Pa¬ 
thetic In this confidence Among races 
once powerful, but now subjected, that 
the day will come when they will rein¬ 
herit their own. Perhaps It Is well they 
should have this little glow of patriot¬ 
ism In their hearts. 

To-day the Buriats ar« pastorat They 
live Chiefly on milk, millet and sheep 
killed on feast days. Their wealth con¬ 
sists In Immense herds of cattle; some 
of them even possess forty or fifty thou¬ 
sand head. In the cases of families 
owning great herds the life Is quite pi. 
trlarchnl. Though sons and daughters 
marry, the new wives nnd new hus¬ 
bands must come nnd live In the fam¬ 
ily enmp. *Dung is used *« fuel. The 
commonest In that of horses pounded 
under foot by the women, and then sun- 
dried. That of gonts and sheep give* 
the fiercest hent. and I* kept for winter 
use. 

In religion the)* are Buddhists, hut 
have only been so for three centuries. 
They are fond of making pilgrimages to 
Ourga. where there Is a "living Budd¬ 
ha.” Bo great Is this devotion that a 
Buriat will frequently surrender the 
whole of hts property to some shrine 
on condition he receives Just enough to 
live upon.—[London News' special cor¬ 
respondence.

A Third of a Million Dollars. 
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W ASHINGTON. Nov. 23—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The national house¬ 
keeping as represented In 
the Interior of the Capitol 
at Washington has never before re¬ 
ceived such a radical overhauling as 
that which Is Just now being finished. 
When Congress convenes on Monday. 
December 2. Senators and Representa¬ 
tives will scarcely recognize the his¬ 
toric old edifice Inside, so vastly has it 
been Improved and adorned. 

Every Important chamber In the 
building has partaken of this Improve¬ 
ment. The Senate chamber ho* * been 
repainted throughout, and the lobby 
refitted. The seating capacity of the 
Supreme Court has been enlarged, a 
new celling has been constructed, and 
the walls have been freshly decorated 
and new furniture added. Statuary 
Hall Is treated to a new celling, and 
both Statuary Hall and the Supreme 
Court chamber, constituting the |>or- 
tlons of the original building that were 
erected In 1703, have been covered with 
new steel fire-proof ro.*f*. likewise that 
pcrtlon of the central building former¬ 
ly occupied by the Library of Congress. 
A beautiful new white marble stair¬ 
case has been constructed from the 
west basement entrance up to the west 
facade leading to the rotunda. Thirty- 
six committee rooms of the Senate and 
House, together with the Speaker’s 
room, hav« been remodeled, decorated 
and refurnished In sumptuous fashion, 
and the House baths In the nuhbase- 
ment have been renewed In marble. 

But the greatest Improvements have 
been wrought In the hall of the House 
of Representatives. In the members’ 
lobby and cloak rooms adjolnlrg. and 
In the visitors* galleries above. The 
House chamber has been practically 
remodeled. The walla have been newly 
colored In soft tones; a new ve tllatlng 
system has been Introduced, including 
a hygienic floor constructed after a 
novel method; the seating capacity has 
been Increased to admit thirty-nine ad¬ 
ditional members, and desks and chairs 
of a special type have been Installed; 
the celling has been Illuminated with 
fresh colors and gold coffer-work, and 
the gp^ lies have been furnished with 
mahogany opera chairs richly uphol¬ 
stered In green-black leather. In lieu 
of the old wooden benches. So that, 
on the whole. w f hat was before a some¬ 
what antiquated and uncomfortable 
hall has now been transformed Into a 
model legislative chamber, such as the

casting their eves ahead, realized that 
In the Fifty-eighth Congress, two years 
hence, under the new apportionment al¬ 
ready enacted, required by the twelfth 
census, twenty-ntoe new members must 
be accommodated, making the member¬ 
ship 39u. So they ordered, while they 
were about It. that provision be made 
not only for them, but for ten more, 
representing future accessions, thus In¬ 
creasing the seating capacity to 400. To 
accomplish this enlargement Mr. El¬ 
liott Woods, the acting architect of the 
Capitol, to whom the work was intrust¬ 
ed. extended the platform of the new 
floor back beyond the space formerly 
occupied by the braes railings at the 
rear, and thus afforded room for the ad¬ 
dition of another tier of desks nnd 
chairs. Then the members* barber 
shops In the cloak rooms were removed 
to the basement below etalrs, and the 
space thereby gained was devoted to 
of the cloakrooms. 


completed ami occupied. But In reornt 
years the crowding has been such that 
at the last session of Congress the 
statesmen In control of affairs deter¬ 
mined that more room should be pro¬ 
vided. There were In the Inst Congress, 
as there will be In the coming Congress, 
361 members and delegates; and under 
the old arrangement the desks had to 
be placed so close together as to sub¬ 
ject the members to discomfort and 
Inconvenience. The House statesmen. 


Thla permitted the removal of the fa¬ 
tigue seats nnd sofa* formerly at the 
rear of the hall without Inconvenience 
to the members, and by a similar en¬ 
largement of the lobby by the removal 
of bulkheads at each end, ample loung¬ 
ing room w as thus provided at the same 
time. 

The refurnishing and arranging of the 
Representatives' hall were turned over 
by the last Congress to the eupervliion 
of a commission of the House constat¬ 
ing of Joseph G. Cannon, of Illinois, 
chairman of Appropriations; John Dal- 


zell, of Pennsylvania, member of the 
Committees cm Rules and Ways and 
Means, and James D. Richardson, of 
Tennessee, leader of the minority in the 
last Congress and also a member of 
the Committees on Rules and Ways and 
Means, with Mr. James C. Courts, clerk 
to the Committee on Appropriations, as 
the resident clerk. This commission 
met repeatedly last spring, and In con¬ 
sultation with Acting Architect Woods 
considered and digested the philosophy 
of furniture for legislative uses and 
the particular and special requirements 
of the House of Representatives. It 
was developed that only two distinct 
types of desks and chairs had previous¬ 
ly been used In th.* in!! r. 

the occupation of the present Capitol. 
The style first In use was a magnificent 
and stately Individual desk of oak. 
hand-carved, with u great nak chair. 
Later, in 1873. In providing for the ap¬ 
portionment under the ninth census, a 
chair and desk of greatly reduced size 
were found necessary. The commission 
found further that It would be Impos¬ 
sible to accommodate the Increased 
membership of the House wilh Indi¬ 
vidual de?«ks under the new arrange¬ 
ment because the spaces between them 
would occupy too much room, 'the seg¬ 
mental desk system was therefore 
adopted, and the new desks are made 
In piece#, or sections, comprizing from 
two to nine desks each, according to the 
row In which they are placed In ihe 
tvalL There are seven row**, radiating

•*ow\ where nine are consolidated In a 
single segment, separated apparently 
by a divisional piece of ornamental 
bronze. 

• • • 

Rich and Dignified Furniture. 

The desks and chairs are of solid 
mahogany, likewise the other furniture 
of every kind In the committee rooms, 
lobby, cloakroom and Speaker's room. 
All this furniture Is exceedingly rich 
and dignified, but simple and durable 
In pattern, exactly suited to the uses 
for which It Is Intended. It represent* 
the beat handiwork of the leading furn¬ 
iture manufacturers of the country, 
and In Its way It Is the best that sound 
taste could select and that money could 
buy. as Is fitting In respect of furniture 
to be used *n the supreme legislative 
hall of the United States. The designs 
of the desks and chairs particularly 
were chosen and obtained after a very 
thorough and careful study of the sub¬ 
ject. The commission received and con¬ 
sidered designs of some twelve or fif¬ 
teen different types or models, sub¬ 
mitted on Invitation by as many prom¬ 
inent furniture manufacturers through¬ 
out the country- None of them exactly 


fulfilled the requirements laid down by 
the cnmnvs.-lon. Then, by a comparison 
of the several designs submitted, a new 
model was evolved and adopted to suit 
the special demands of the case. Other 
designs, of a more conventional charac¬ 
ter, w*er*» accepted for the outside furni¬ 
ture. and upon these the manufacturers 
were invited to submit proposals. This 
they did readily, entering Into the en¬ 
terprise In a patriotic and emulative 
spirit rather than In a purely commer¬ 
cial spirit; and finally contracts were 
awarded Impartially to the loweat and 
best bidders. 

In establishing the new ventilation 
system for the House of Representa¬ 
tives and galleries Acting Architect 
Woods secured the assistance of Prof. 
S. H. Woodbridge, of the Boston Insti¬ 
tute of Technology. Two huge air duct* 
lead from the heating apparatus below 
and empty Into a white-tiled vault or 
chamber underneath the floor. Small 
apertures In the floor communicate 
with the hollow bronze legs of the fixed 
desks, whose bases are fitted with brass 
castings full of apertures, through 


below. When desired, as In the heat 
of summer, this system can be readily 
reversed, and cool air can be forced in 
and down from above and withdrawn 
below through the ducts In the floor in 
such manner os to glv* a uniform tem¬ 
perature throughout the chamber with¬ 
out drafts. 

During the last four years visitors to 
Washington w’ho have gone through the 
Capitol, after seeing fhe magnificent in¬ 
terior of the new- Library of Congress, 
have been invariably impressed with 
the contrast between the two buildings, 
to the decided disadvantage of the Cap¬ 
itol, which. In comparison, seemed 
gloomy, dingy and unattractive. To 
remedy this Acting Architect Woods 
has renewed the wall painting through¬ 
out the Capitol In lighter and more 
cheerful tints, and In the decoration of 
the committee rooms he called Into 
requisition the services of w*ell-known 
artists. He consulted with Elmer E. 
Garnsey, of New York, who supervised

No Decoration Relating Tc Civil War. 

The effect Is a revelation. The deco¬ 
rations are not only highly artistic, but 
original and Instructive as well. The 
celling and wall designs are chiefly sym¬ 
bolical, patriotic and suggestive In 
theme, and in each case happily signifi¬ 
cant of the character of the room. The 
coloring Is of the new school, refreshing 
and delightful, with an unstinted use of 
gold as accent In filigree and fretwork. 
Each room Is treated In a distinctive 
style, but fitness and propriety of sub*. 
Ject, treated along traditional lines, are 
preserved In all of them. Historical al¬ 
lusions are made here and there, but. In 
accordance with an unwritten law gov¬ 
erning the decorations of the Capitol, no 
picture or design contains the remotest 
allusion to any of the incidents or epi¬ 
sodes of the Civil War between the 
States. Inasmuch as the architecture 
of the Capitol belongs to the period rep¬ 
resented by the beginning of the last 
century. Mr. Garnsey decided that his 
designs and general scheme of decora¬ 
tion should conform to that style, and 
should follow faithfully the Ideas that 
existed In the minds of the original 
architects, at the same time harmon¬ 
izing with the special purposes to which 
the rooms are devoted. Before apply.ng 
the designs the prime consideration was 
to obtain a good wall foundation, and 
to that end the bare wa.Ha and ceilings 
were first covered with canvas and 
painted In. then sandpapered and aga n 
painted. As a practical device th » 
method will protect the walls from Un:s 
In the wear and tear of actual s* :*jgMT - 
and artistically It has given a beautiful 
surface texture and an admirable bars 
for decorative painting In oil. It client - 
ally, various artistic Improvements hsv* 
been made throughout the building, 
among others that of the rehanging and 
removal of picture* to location* best 
Adapted for their reception. The his¬ 
torical oil paintings that adorned the 
south side of the Representatives’ hall 
have, on this principle, been removed to 
the members* lobby, and similar 
changes have been made In other cham¬ 
bers. 

All these Improvements have been 
made, as It tvere. working against time, 
since the adjournment of Congress last 
spring, 11 being necessary to have all 
things In readiness for the assembling 
of Congress next week. But. though 
these Improvements are *o numerous 
and varied In character, and though 
they have all been prosecuted almost 
simultaneously, employing the skill of 
more than 500 workmen, they hav* all 
been brought to a happy issue under

COLOMBIA’S FATEFUL CIVIL WAR. 


Sister Republics’ Attitude. 

Insurrection Spreading 

To the South, j 
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D URINO the official sojourn In 
Caracas of a former British 
minister there hung on his 
offico trails two w*ater colors- 
one showing a coffee plantation In the 
morning, the happy face* of the black 
laborers revealing their peace and con¬ 
tentment; the other depleting the same 
field in the afternoon, the aky darkened 
with the smoke of burning buildings 
and the bodies of the field hands scat¬ 
tered among the coffee shrubs. Another 
South American revolution had sup¬ 
planted the orderly quiet of the morn¬ 
ing with fire and tragedy before run¬ 
down. The world has come to regard 
most of those ebullitions with contempt 
or indifference. More bluster than 
bloodshed marks the course of many of 
them. Merely personal ambition or 
private malice la the mainspring of 
muoh of this belligerence. In these 
L&tln-Amerlcan republic* where active 
volcanoes make rapid changes In the 
landscape, w* have come to regard up¬ 
heavals of government a* too frequent 
for notice. On occasion*, however, 
thee* conflict* hav* be*n precipitated 
by wrong* that needed righting, by 
mlsgovamment too atrocious to be 


borne. The present w'ar In Colombia la 
one of these occasions. 

The causes of this civil war can be 
only briefly referred to here. Colombia 
has two Intensely antagonistic political 
parties. The Clerical, or “Conserva¬ 
tive," party advocates a centralized 
government wielding really despotic 
pow’er which It shares with the church; 
In other words, a government copied 
after the old Spanish model The Lib¬ 
eral party, on the other hand, favors a 
progressive, democratic form of gov¬ 
ernment modeled after that of the 
United States. Though these parties, 
numerically are nearly equal, the Cler¬ 
icals have held the supreme power since 
1886, when President Nunez subverted 
the Government and overthrew the 
Liberal Constitution by a coup d'etat 
aa drastic as that of Napoleon III. In 
France. 

From that day till he was poisoned 
by enemies In his own party In 1894 
Nunez lacked nothing but the title of 
im absolute sovereign. The Federal 
Government was abolished, the right 
of suffrage was taken from nine-tenths 
of the people, and nine autonomous 
States became merely so many district* 
governed from Bogota, the liberty of 
the pres* and all private teaching were 
suppressed and education w as centered 
In the hands of the Jesuits. It Is Im¬ 
possible here to detail the miseries that 
have befallen Colombia under the 
despotic rule of Nunez and his succes¬ 
sors. It will suffice to *ey Chat Colom¬ 


bia, h&vtng repudiated Its debt*, ha* 
no public credit, and her exports have 
been eo heavily taxed that the country 
cannot vie with Its neighbors In for¬ 
eign commerce: with a population a 
third larger than that of Venezuela, 
the Imports are much smaller and the 
opponents of the Government have 
been treated as public enemies. 

• • • 

This. In brief, was the situation that 
caused the armed revolt of the Liberal 
party In October, 1899. The northern 
one-fourth of Colombia has been the 
scene of the more or less desultory 
fighting that has claimed some public 
attention. It would not, however, have 
excited the present Interest If the con¬ 
flict had not recently threatened to in¬ 
volve two or more other republics and 
to compel the arbitration or the Inter¬ 
vention of the United States, either to 
protect the commercial Interest* of the 
world on the Isthmus of Panama, or 
to prevent the whole of northern South 
America and perhaps a part of Central 
America from engaging In a ruinous 
struggle. Imperial ambitions of Cas¬ 
tro. Venezuela’s President, began to be 
discussed, and the possibility of a Unit¬ 
ed States of South America has Inter¬ 
ested not only our own country, but 
Europe aa well. 

It Is a curious fact, worth mention¬ 
ing. that the Isthmus of Panama, sine# 
the beginning of the Nunez regime, has 
been w-orth nothing to Colombia except 
for purposes of taxation. Its railroad, 
owned by foreigners, la merely a means 
of transport for the commerce (duty 
free) of other nations. The Government 
having neglected to connect the Isth¬ 
mus by transportation routes with the 
other parts of the country. Colon and 
Panama are nothing but way station*

boundary and other disputes with Co¬ 
lombia, and the relations between the 
two Governments have not been wholly 
amicable. 

There is excitement and strong feel¬ 
ing over the situation in Colombia, and 
the question has arisen whether these 
neighboring States will undertake by 
overt action, hostile to the Colombian 
Government, to help settle the trou¬ 
bles In that country. There are other 
complications of less Importance. The 
sympathies of Costa Rica, Nicaragua 
and Honduras are said to be tvholly 
with the revolutionists who have re¬ 
ceived aasistanc*. In one way and an¬ 
other. from the people of these Central 
American States. The volunteers and 
supplies they may smuggle Into Colom¬ 
bia do not, from the present outlook, 
how«T«r. seem likely to Involve their 
Governments In embarrassment. 

• • • 

Sympathizers with the Insurrection 
having undoubtedly been sending some 
support to the revolutions ry forces 
from Ecuador, the President of Ecuador 
was accused by Gen. Cordova, Oovernor 
of Cauca. and others with sending aid 
to the enemy; but the Government of 
Colombia Itself has scouted this idea, 
and so has the Colombia minister at 
Washington. Whatever the feeble Lib¬ 
eral party of Ecuador might be dis¬ 
posed to do. there Is no reason to be¬ 
lieve that the Clerical Government of 
that country will for a moment counte¬ 
nance an artack from their republic 
upon tbe Clerical Government of Colom¬ 
bia. 

Neither Is there any reason to Infer, 
from the present condition of affairs, 
that the Government of Venezuela will 


overtly Interfere In behalf of th* Insur¬ 
rection. If some of the report* with 
regard to the recent doing:* of Presi¬ 
dent Castro are true hla action* a* th* 
head of a neutral Stat* have been neith¬ 
er discreet nor dignified. But an offi¬ 
cial who only last year had an un¬ 
pleasantness with a dissatisfied faction 
of his own party that involved consid¬ 
erable bloodshed, who knows that the 
opposition party on whose defeat he 
rose to power Is numerically strong, 
and that the prevailing sentiment of 
his country, worn out by war. Is for 
rest and peace. Is not very likely to 
embroil his people In a war across the 
frontier. Castro is also w’ell aware that 
the civilized world would view with the 
greatest disfavor any Interference that 
might spread the horrors of war over 
all the northern part of South America. 
No prophecy Is worth much at thl* 
Juncture, but the probabilities seem to 
be that tbe people of Colombia will be 
left to settle their own troubles.' The 
Insurgents will act wisely In their own 
behalf If they let foreign Interest* on 
the Isthmus severely alone.

paths would be an effort to emulate 
Hannibal's crossing of the Alps. On the 
whole, the Insurgents, fairly well 
equipped with munitions, have never 
been more confident of flnaJ succ-aa 
than they are to-day. If they win. d. ts 
the power inhere in them to give Co¬ 
lombia a stable government based upon 
liberal democratic principles? The eyes 
of the world will be upon them if they 
have an opportunity to try the experi¬ 
ment. 

Since July last the attitude of the 
neighboring republics, and particularly 
of Venezuela, has attracted far more 
attention than the Internal troubles uf 
Colombia. The tact that the Venezue¬ 
lans arid the Ecuadorians are watching 
the conflict with intense Interest may 
easily be explained. Their territories 
are contiguous, and. politically, the 
three nations nre divided on exactly tho 
same line* Each ha* a Liberal and u 
Clerical party, whose ideals are Klenti-

one district 1* supposed to be with G-n.

The fact 
that they are scattered In small detach¬ 
ments over a vast territory and that 
the Government troops, numbering 
about 40.000, are also widely dispersed, 
probably account* for the desultory na¬ 
ture of the fighting.

MEXICAN A NATURAL MINER. 


Miss D. L. Woolmer describes In the 
Quiver for November, the first number 
of a new volume, the overcrowding 
which Is prevalent tn aome South Lon¬ 
don parishes. "In spite of the fact," she 
says, "that a child born in Bermond¬ 
sey has only half the chance of living 
of one born in Hampstead, and that one 
bom In Southwark runs a still greater 
risk of death, the last census returns 
show that three-fourths of the Increase 
!n the population of London has been 
In the south; and of all the boroughs of 
South London Southwark (which now 
comprehend* besides the parleh of that 
name, both Walworth and Newington) 
claims the unenviable possession of the 
most highly condensed mass of human 
life. The civil population of St. George 
the Martyr Is 60.636, and there are on 
the average 213 to each acre. As these 
figures Include the shops, high streets 
and warehouses, the density with which 
the slums an* packed may be faintly 
Imagined. The vicar of St. John's 
church. Walworth, says that his people 
are crowded to the extent of 26S to the 
acre. Compare this state of affairs with 
the rule laid down by the late Sir Ben¬ 
jamin Ward Richardson; he was of 
opinion that no Hty which contains 
more than twenty-five to the acre «an 
be really healthy. Contrast the mor¬ 
tality of those districts which enjoy his 


Ideal of breathing space with that of 
the parish of St. George the Martyr. 
Here the death rate in 1899 was 27.7, and 
In the Borough Road subdtstrict it rose 
to 34.8, whilst In Hampstead It was only 
11.6. Other causes, no doubt, ’•♦•sides 
overcrowding, contribute to make the 
great difference between the health or 
more favored parts of the metrnjroli* 
and that of Southwark; but It Is a — 
rlous fact that In this parish matter* 
have grown steadily worse During the 
past fifty years the death rate has In¬ 
creased tw'o per thousand, and Is now 
higher than In the most unhealthy town 
In Europe, excepting Moscow and Ham¬ 
burg. w'hllst In the meanwhile, for all 
London. It has decreased five per thou¬ 
sand. Dr Waldo, late Medical Officer 
of Health for Southwark, declares thit, 
’comparing the returns with the Ideal 
estimate of mortality Incident to hum m 
nature during the year 1899. the unnec¬ 
essary deaths In the parish were 644.’ "

st niched 1* most distinctly eh own 
around the doorways, though In many 
Instances the doorways may be a style 
unto themselves and the rest of the 
building something entirely different. 

Practically all the various styles rep¬ 
resented In Louisville are American 
adaptations of the different kinds of 
architecture that developed and flour¬ 
ished under the different civilizations 
of ancient and modern Europe. The 
great majority of fine residences In 
IxmlsvUle are built after the Italian 
and French renaissance styles. There 
are also occasional examples of English 
and Spanish reimIssance. Architectural 
history shows that all the different 
varieties of renaissance came originally 
from the itu*licn. After the fail of the 
Homan Empire and the destruction of 
Its civilization by the Northern bar¬ 
barians, the Gothic style beotui** preva¬ 
lent In Europe. Two of tt» principal 
features are the pointed ar.1i and the 
heavy decorations after narinal forms. 
For centuries every country u Euro|»e 
built almost exclusively In <R>thlC. As 
the result of Investigation* t«. luly firMt 
made about the Fifteenth century, 

I much light was throw n upon the styles 
and methods of architecture of the an¬ 
cient Romans. The heavy GothU style 
i WW* largely employed In the construc¬ 
tion of the great keeps and »ovtlesi 
necessary in thoac days of warfare. 


When timeoi became safer people were 
able to build houses without giving 
thought to their defense-. Thus the 
Italians began copying the architecture 
of the Romans though changing It ma¬ 
tter, ally In adapting It to the+r tastes 
and uses. From this beginning the 
Italian renaissance a* It Is to-day de¬ 
veloped. The Romans had borrO¥P*d 
many of their Ideas In the art from the 
Greek* For this reason the Italian re¬ 
naissance embraces both Roman and 
Grecian elements. The French, Spanish 
and English all copfid their styles in 
ron nines nee from the Italian* each na^ 
tlon modifying It according to It* needs 
and temperament. 

• • • 

In public buildings particularly there 
Is still considerable copying after the 
»nolent Greek styles, with, of course, 
radida! changes for modern adaptation. 
The courthouse Is a striking Instance 
of this. It being a much admired exam¬ 
ple of pure Doric, which was the earli¬ 
est form known. The Southern Bank 
building Is after the Ionic style, and 
the First Christian church. Corinthian. 
A decided difference In the ornament* 
at the caps of the pillars will be no¬ 
ticed. Th<»re Is also much difference 
In the design of the frieze. Its orna¬ 
ments. the general proportions, etc. 

The round arch which the Romans 
| Invented ha* always been a most Im¬ 


portant feature in architecture. A Ro¬ 
manesque arch Is one Indicative of gr»->it 
strength, built so as to bear tremen¬ 
dous weight. Either of the two en¬ 
trances on the Fifth street side of the 
Louisville Trust building Is a good ex¬ 
ample of the Romanesque. The central 
entrance to Calvary church Is typical 
of the Gothic. Its pointed arch, straight 
lines and other details are all closely 
after that style. The entrance to the 
Standard Club, on Fifth street, near 
Chestnut, Is a handsome piece of work 
In Spanish renaissance. The Spaniards 
are fond of stone-pierced work, such as 
the center piece above the doorway and 
richly carved arches. The Galt House 
entrance Is in Italian renaissance. The 
balustrade overhead Is a striking char¬ 
acteristic of this style. 

There fs a difference of opinion among 
Louisville architects as to the custom¬ 
house. Some say it Is good and some 
say that It.** ornamentation above the 
entrances Is not along true architectural 
lines. It was designed by Government 
architects at Washington. On** well- 
known local ar. hltect. In speaking of 
the custom-house, said: 

”Tt Is a good example of ornament 
willfully applied ajid having no func¬ 
tion. Ornament to a budding should 
be a necessary part of Its structure. 
The great heavy pdlnrs above the en¬ 
trances have no function. They are 
merely set there as ornaments/’ Ar¬ 


chitects that like the building say that 
they think the pillars have function 
enough in the structure to admit of 
them beli.g where they are. 

• • • 

Italian renaissance has a good ex¬ 
ample In the Henry Barret Montfort 
Home, which was the old Brldgeford 
residence, on the north side of Broad¬ 
way, below Fourth. The wide sweep 
of the stairways down either side is 
copied closely from the Italian. The 
porch and entrance of the George New¬ 
man residence, at 1217 Third street, fs 
a sort of mixture of the French renais¬ 
sance and the Gothic. Gothic lines pre¬ 
vail In the general formation, while the 
detail ornaments are In renaissance. 
This is regarded as a good example of 
the two styles blended. 

The residence of F. D. Hussey, at 1022 
Fourth street, formerly the Standjford 
residence. Is 'Italian Renaissance. The 
doorway arch Is a feature of that style 
coming from the Roman. The residence 
of J. W. Alnslle, at 1309 Third street. Is 
an example of Italian Renaissance. The 
pediment and frieze above the doorway 
are both adaptation* from the ancient 
Greek. It will be noticed In the illus¬ 
tration that the arch Is not found, but 
built In rather an ohlong form. This 
shape ha* no ancient origin, but ts a 
product of modern Ingenuity. Another 
variation In Italian Renaissance Is the 
residence of Samuel Castlexnan, at 1418 


I could not advise anyone to start to 
Mexico seeking a high-grade proposi¬ 
tion which may be w’orked with small 
capital. My opinion In this Is based 00 
the following facts: 

A more or less scientific system of 
mining and metallurgy was practiced 
in many localities In Mexico long before 
the California discoveries gave Ameri¬ 
can mining its great Impetu* These 
operations were carried on under the 
supervision of the priesthood, and for 
the benefit of the church. At that time 
the population of Mexico was fanati¬ 
cally religious; therefore, anything per¬ 
taining to the Interest of the church 
would attract the Interest of the public 
at large. The ecclesiastical mining 
plants did not require a special and 
exclusive class of operatives, but em¬ 
ployed any and all of the communi¬ 
cants who were not otherwise occu¬ 
pied. It follows that nearly all the 
laborers of the country would, at some 
time or other In their lives, be em¬ 
ployed In mining operations. In later 
years the American and German min¬ 
ers have made Mexico a field of op¬ 
erations. and have Installed compara¬ 
tively recent methods. These foreign 
enterprises ha vs been no respecters of 


persons, an regards their native la¬ 
borers. employing the first person who 
appeared to fill a vacancy; and since 
a few dollars In hand makes the aver¬ 
age Mexican laborer too rich to work, 
vacancies were not Infrequent- From 
all of which It follows that the condi¬ 
tions have been favorable for a gen¬ 
eral dlssemlnutlon of practical mining 
knowledge In Mexico. 

Now. the Mexican, while not of strong 
mentality, has the faculty of observa¬ 
tion strongly developed by close conta* t 
with nature, and has the capacity for 
accurate Imitation characteristic of all 
seml-dvlllzed peoples. Hence, we may 
expect to find him a good ofif-hhrfd 
Judge of ore. quite skillful In tests with 
the “batea” and horn spoon, and even 
able to supplement these with rough 
roasting and amalgamating operation*. 
In nearly every Mexican home, how¬ 
ever lowly, one will find specimens of 
ore. with which ihe children play while 
they listen to the talk of their elders 
about the fortunes which have been 
gained by the turning or a stone. In h 
country over every foot of which rqon 
of the above character have bern roam¬ 
ing for generations, either directly In 
search of mineral or as herders, yet 
ever with an eye open for pledrss rleaa, 
there Is small chance of there remain¬ 
ing anything which can be seen at sur¬ 
face.—(Theodore 8. De Lay in the En¬ 
gineering Magazine for November.

Nov. U'White 
men have been kill In# ir.oooo 
and deer In Main# ever etnoe 
the days when Demerits, Cham¬ 
plain and Weymouth toured aloof the 
coast and up the mighty Penebeoot, for 
moose and vsrtiean steaks tented well 
to the early settler, with his Indian 
oorn, and later on helped out greatly 
in the fresh meat supply of the lumber 
camps, while to this day there La many 
a family In the lonesome borderland be¬ 
tween the forest and civilisation who 
often would go hungry but for the big 
game that can be shot at their cabin 
doors. 

It was not until the railroads began 
to pierce the forests of Northern Maine, 
however, that men began to go in any 
considerable numbers to shoot the big 
game merely as a sport. A few ardent 
huntsmen from other Statee braved the 
hardships and fatigues of a journey into 
the woods In ante-railroad daya, trav¬ 
eling on foot, by tote team or in oanoes 
up the west branch of the Penobaoo* to 
Moosehcad er Cheauncock lakes, and 
a few of the natives, when the taste 
for venison or the whhn to shoot some¬ 
thing came upon them, would In those 
days go out and knock over a deer; 
then, when the railroads were built 
from Bangor to Moosebead lake, 

In the western part of the State to the 
Rangeley*, more sportsmen came from 
far away. But the fame of Maine as a 
big game country rests chiefly upon the 
remarkable record of deer and mooes 
killing that has been established elnoo 
XK94. when that vast at ret oh of forest 
extending from the Penobscot to the 
Ft. John was penetrated by the Bangor 
and Aroostook railroad, and the way 
thue made easy for the sportsman Into 
regions before that time almost Inacces¬ 
sible, where deer are almost as many 
an the spruce trees. Up to the time the 
railroad was opened to travel no one 
thought It worth while to keep account 
of the number of moose and deer 
brought down to Bangor by sportsmen 
on their way west, and the reoord. had 
it been kept, would not have been im¬ 
posing. But look at these statistics, 
showing the amount of game trans¬

There Is a total of 936 moose and 18.- 
088 deer shipped from the region about 
the east and west branches of the Pe¬ 
nobscot river. Mooeehead Lake and 

Aroostook county In seven seasons, an 
average of 138 mooes and 2.858 deer In a 
season. The record Is kept by station 
agents and Is accurate. And these fig¬ 
ures. large as they may seem, represent 
but & third, perhaps, of the game actual, 
ly killed, for many deer are eaten In the 
woods, many are not transported on the 
raJlroad, but taken by other convey¬ 
ance to the homes or camps of the na¬ 
tive hunters who kill them, and others 
yet are left to rot In the woods, the 
heads. If valuable, being first removed. 
It Is not possible to give an accurate 
estimate of the number of deer actually 
killed In Maine In a season, so wide Is 
the region shot over and so many are 
the varieties of hunters. Jock Darling, 
who was considered to be the king of the 
Maine woodsmen, used to say that 15.000 
deer were killed In the State every year, 
and that thle was just About one-tenth 
of the supply, so to speak; but Uncle 
Jock Included In his estimate all that 


the poachers and miscellaneous outlaws 
killed, and.hie figures were big. anyway, 
for Jock was a man of liberal ldeaa 
In recent years the game law# of Maine 
have been enforced with much vigor, so 
that poaching Is getting to be something 
of a lost art, at leaat In regions where, 
with the limited number of wardens at 
Commissioner Carleton's command. It la 
possible or practicable to keep watch 
upon the poachers. 

• • e 

It Is reasonable, however, to estimate 
the number of deer In Maine to-day at 
100,000 and the number annually killed 
at 8,000 to 10,000. This estimate would 
have been laughed at ten years ago. 
when people formed their ideas of the 
number of the deer from the number of 
c&rcaseee they saw brought to the 
towns—very few. Now that the game 
Is brought to Bangor by the thousands 
of head every fall, every one Is con¬ 
vinced that the deer population la some¬ 
thing Immense—that In fact the “woods 
are full of them.” A good many deer 
are killed In the Rangeley Lake region. 
In the western part of the State, and 
more are killed In Hancock and Wash¬ 
ington counties, along the eastern coast, 
but the great game country Is north 
and east of Bangor, and there most of 
the visiting sportsmen go, knowing that 
they can shoot something In that re¬ 


gion, and that, having reached the 
heart of the wilderness in Pullman oars, 
there are waiting to receive them camps 
and hotels that are cheerful, comfortable 
and. In some cases, even luxurious. 

The deer season opens on Ocrtober 1 
and cloFs.-s December 15. and two deer 
1* the legal allowance to a hunter. The 
moose season la from October 15 to De¬ 
cember 1, and one bull moose is the 
legal allowance. Probably 500 mooes 
are killed each year In Maine In the 
open season. Cow moose and calves 
are protected at all seasons, and cari¬ 
bou are protected by a six-year does 
time, which runs to 1905. Formerly 
three deer were allowed, and there waa 
a senseless slaughter, everybody eeem*> 
Ing to feel In duty bound to get all that' 
was coming to him, while cow moose* 
and caribou were also legal targets foH 
the hunter's rifle When It became evi¬ 
dent that the killing of the cow mooee 
aoon must result in the utter extermina¬ 
tion of the species the Legislature prp- 
teoted the cows by a perpetual clo£e 
time, and In 1899 the caribou were given 
six years' exemption from bullets In the 
hope that their disappearing tribe 
might come back to Maln4. As for the 
number of deer, It was reduced to two 
on the ground that two Is enough for 
any one but a "game hog,” and game 
hogs should have none.

While the shooting of the big game is 
a sport and pastime for the men from

the big cities. It has come to be regard- 
ed by the Maine citizens chiefly as a 
Bource of revenue, and as such It is a 
grand suooeet. Ail sorts of estimates 
are made aa to the cash value annually 
of the moose and deer to the State and 
Its people. It Is said that 10,000 sports¬ 


men come to Maine every season, and 
that for every deer killed by them the 
visitors spend. In various ways, not less 
than 1100, and for every moose from 
1800 to $1,000. I think the cost of the 
moose Is much exaggera'ed, but really 
the man who gets a moose nowadays 


must be prepared to spend considerable 
money—-for guides, for transportation, 
for hotel and railroad bills and for tax¬ 
idermy. The amount of expense de¬ 
pends largely upon the length of time 
occupied In the hunt, the distance to be 
traveled, the quality of the game and. 
In some measure, upon the generosity of 
the hunter. 

The aggregate of expenditures of the 
thousands of sportsmen while In the 
State must be something enormous. 
They pay railroad fares over a distance 
of say 600 miles from the time they en¬ 
ter Maine till they leave the State; they 
pay for baggage and game transporta, 
tlon, for accommodations at hotels and 
camps, for the services of guides and 
for various supplies and accoutrements, 
and then, if successful In getting a good 
moose or buck deer head, there Is a 
good sized bill at the taxidermist’s, for 
most of the heads are mounted here In 
Bangor. Even at the low average of 
1100 apiece. 10.000 sportsmen would 
leave 11,000,000 here in Maine every sea¬ 
son, and a good authority has placed 
the amount at $2,500,000. Jhere's sport 
and profit combined for you! The game 
season Is a harvest time for hundreds 
of men from Bangor to the headwaters 
of the Penobscot, and the opening of 
the season Is hailed with satisfaction, 
like the ripening of a harvest or the 
arrival of & big log drive. There Is 
money—much money—In It for a good 
many people. 

The visiting sportsmen begin to ar¬ 
rive In Bangor two weeks ahead of the 
opening of the season, that they may be 
early on hand when the law Is off. They 
stop here a little while, this city being 
the last place of any considerable size 
on the way Into the woods, and here 
they buy many things. When they 
come back, game laden, they often 
make another brief stop to visit the 
taxidermist or to find out what has been 
going on In the world since they left 
home. When the trains come Into Ban¬ 
gor laden with sportsmen and their 
game a picturesque scene l# presented 
at the railroad station. Here every man 
is obliged to get out on the platform and 
identify his game, else It will be seized 
by the watchful wardens, for the law 
says that all game shipped out of the 
State must be accompanied by Its own¬ 
er. The wardens read off the list of 
deer and moose as received from the 
express messengers with the names or 
those shipping the game, and every man 
answers to his name as it is called, or, 
falling to appear after several callings, 
loses his game. This process is gone 
through with in order to prevent Illegal 
shipments* Without such precaution 
market hunters would soon kill off and 
ship away all the deer In the State. 

• • • 

A good many seizures are made of 
game being carried through by careless 
sportsmen or those Ignorant of the 
laws, or of game that others try to 
smuggle through. Thus far this season 
there have been about twenty seizures 
at Bangor. The total shipments of 
game to and through Bangor from 
Northern and Eastern Maine to Novem¬ 
ber 1, this season, aggregate 1,609 deer 


and ninety-seven moose. There Are 
more hunters this year than ever, and 
the game is of better quality, on an nv- 
erage. than usual, most of the deer 
brought down being good-sized bucks, 
while the ihoose. a few of them ex¬ 
cepted. run even in weight, shape and 
style of heads. Eight hundred to 900 
pounds is good weight for moose, al¬ 
though many of 1.001* pounds ure killed, 
and occasionally one of l.loo or 1.200 
pounds. In 1899 a moose weighing 1,200 
pounds was killed near Jackman, and 
George M. Houghton, the g<»neial pas¬ 
senger agent of the Bangor and Aroos¬ 
took railroad, sent the head, mounted, 
to Admiral Dewey ns a gift. Tin* 
moose head carries antlers spreading 
sixty-nine Inches and having fifty-eight 
points, and Is regatded as one of the 
finest ever sent out of Maine. 

Just as the forestry theorists spend a 
good deal of time worrying over the 
threatened denudation of the forests, 
so a good many people are anxiously 
asking whether or not the big game of 
Maine will hold out. In unswer to this 
It may be said that undrr the present 
laws, notwithstanding the ever-increas¬ 
ing number of hunters, the deer, and 
latterly the moose also, are yearly 
growing more numerous. Last year 
there tvas & great plenty of deer; this 
•eason probably 3.500 deer will b« 
brought Into Bangor by rail, and prob¬ 
ably as many more killed In the country 
up north, but next season there will be 
Just as many deer as ever, and perhaps 
more. This Is a big game country—no 
little slx-by-nlne preserve. Aroostook 
county alone Is larger than the State 
of Connecticut, And Piscataquis county 
Is BOO square miles larger than the 
States of Rhode Island and Delaware 
combined. The moose and deer have 
an area of 15,000 square miles of forest 
to roam about In. so fhat there la no 
chance to “round up” or corner them. 
They are fat and happy under protec¬ 
tion for four-fifths of the year, when 
they multiply rapidly, and In the brief 
open season only About 10 per cent of 
their number falls before the city hunt- 
ter's modern rifle. There will be deer 
In Maine so long as the State has for¬ 
ests and a code of game laws, and 
. there will never be any lock of either. 

' — e e e 

Like every narrative, the story of 
Maine’s big game has a dark page. This 
Is about the many men who are killed 
or maimed In the W'oods every season by 
“accidental" shooting, done usually by 
the man now famous as he who 
“thought It was a deer”—a fit compan¬ 
ion to the man who “didn't know it was 
loaded." At the lost session of the Leg¬ 
islature, in view of the slaughter of 
human beings that had been going on 
for years In the game woods, a law was 
passed providing for “the punishment 
of all guilty of the careless manipula¬ 
tion of firearms by a fine of $1,000 or by 
Imprisonment for ten years;” but how 
little effect this law has had to stop the 
slaughter may be seen from this list of 
fatalities that have occurred thus far 
this season: 

John O. Leonard, aged sixteen, of 
Frankfort, killed by the accidental dls- 
chlrge of hla companion's gun while 
hunting near that town. 

John G. Weeks, Lewiston, mistaken 
for a deer while hunting near Jeffer¬ 
son; shot and killed. 

William Boivley. of Skowhegan, aged 
seventeen, mistaken for a deer while 
hunting near Mort>; shot and killed. 

Henry McPheters, aged forty, of Mil¬ 
ford. mistaken for a deer while gath¬ 
ering apples In an orchard near a lum¬ 
ber camp; shot and killed by his neph¬ 
ew, Leslie McPheters, who was deer 
hunting. 

Frank Ripley, aged forty-five, of 
Waite, mistaken for a deer while hunt¬ 
ing near Brookton; shot and killed. 

In addition to these five killed, a score 
or more have been wounded, some of 
them seriously, and the slam-bang, hap¬ 
hazard shooting goes on. Two men 
have been held for the grand jury for 
reckless shooting. Including the man 
who killed McPheters. Various reme¬ 
dies are suggested for this dangerous 
state of affairs, hut It is hard to see 
how common sense and coolness can be 
legislated into those "sportsmen" who 
cannot resist the Impulse to up gun and 
fire at the first object that moves ahead 
of them. Such Is the alarm over reck¬ 
less shooting that many people dare 
not go Into the woods, and only the oth¬ 
er day some log choppers declared that 
they would ro t go to work In a certain 
locality unui all the "cranks with 
guns” had gone home.

GOLDEN RUSSIA. 


For ai Century She lias Secretly Hoarded One-Half 
the Product of Her Gold Mines and One-Half 
of Her Church Revenues—Ere Long 
She Will Possess Most of the 
Actual Money of 
the World. 


W HENEVER an e/ttempt 2s 
made to foot up the known 
production of gold from 
what records are available. 

It Is found that, after counting all coin 
and bullion, and Including estimates of 
gold used In various manufactures, 
there Is still missing some five billions 
of dollars' worth of the yellow metal, 
an amount equal to the present world's 
„ supply of coin and bullion* Now it has 
been estimated that, owing to the laws 
of different countries which put a tax 
on ths product of gold mining and the 
consequent failure of mine owners to 
report their full produot. together with 
other causes, fully a« much more gold 
Is In the world as that mining from 
the reports of gold production. The 
first five billions mentioned Is generally 
charged up to loss by accident or abra¬ 
sion. but where Is the second five blll- 
t Ions of the world's gold which ha** 
been produced, but not reported on? 

Aocordlng to a well-known Russian 
official, with whom the writer has act¬ 
ed in a confidential capacity, the 
world s missing gold is hidden away in 
the coffers of Russia's war fund, and 
her purpose tn secreting this wealth la 
not that she may be prepared for war. 
but that, when she has control of the 
world’s money, she may dictate terms 
to «U nations of the earth. 

“When the time Is ripe,” said he. 
“there will some day come & financial 
earthquake that will *hake to their 
foundations ail superstructures, and all 
nations, Industry and commerces and 
all that have been built upon credit, 
and every country lacking In natural 
foundations of the strongest will go 
to the wall. 1 know but two countries 
strong enough tn resources to stand un¬ 
der It—Russia and the United States. 
Russia will be ready for It. because 
She has billions of gold stored away, 
and the United States Is too young and 
vigorous to go down, even under the 
system of credit established f9r pur¬ 
poses of development. *’ 

There are many who will doubtless 
ridicule this statement, or at least 
many will doubt that Russia has *uch 
a Urge eearet war fund, but the official 
quoted has stood for many years in a 


position which would Inform him of all 
finance plans of his Government. In¬ 
deed, be is himself the grandson of 
one of Alexander I.'s Ministers, and he 
claims that It was this grandfather 
who formulated the plan will oh Rus¬ 
sia has been working on secretly for 
more than three-quarters of a century. 

• • • 

It may seem strange that an Ameri¬ 
can should learn of these things, but 
the writer enjoyed the confidence of the 
official to the fullest extent. The ac¬ 
quaintance began some thirty years ago, 
when a Russian fleet brought the Grand. 
Duke Alexis and many distinguished 
officials on a visit to this country, and 
In recent years it has been strength¬ 
ened by a long period of residence In 
Russia Tor years this gentleman has 
studied current events very closely and 
had watched everything bearing on the 
finance* and commerce of the world. 
On his first visit to this country he 
became particularly interested 5 tj tho 
land grant system, which was then so 
rapidly grUllronlng the West with rail¬ 
ways and filling the country with home¬ 
steaders. He often discussed the prob¬ 
lem in relation to Russia's great wealth 
of lands and the possibilities of de¬ 
veloping these under similar laws and 
conditions. From time to time I tried 
to learn hds views of Russian credit 
and whether he thought that Russia 
could secure from Germany, England 
and France such loans os we were then 
obtaining for our development. TV> all 
this he had one answer—that the United 
States and most of the countries of 
Eurojwi were building up an enormous 
superstructure of industry and com¬ 
merce on a foundation of »r du as 
treacherous as quicksand. He felt that 
the system of credit w*s certain to re¬ 
sult ta the wrecking of ull the coun¬ 
tries of Western Europe because they 
had no adequate and real foundation 
under It, but that the Unit'd Stales 
might pull through by reason of great 
resources of undeveloped wealth. At the 
best, however, he thought that our pres¬ 
ent system would cause such a concen¬ 
tration of wealth in the hands of a 
very f«w that our form of government 
would undoubtedly be subverted. "You 
are paying too dear for your whistle.*' 
he often quoted. 

“Russia, however, Is proceeding on 
much safer lines. Her progress may 
seem slow, but It will sooner or later 
paas that of any other country, it ts 
like the movement of a glacier, which, 
for many years, moves by inches, until 
suddenly It sweeps everything before 1C 
She is fortunate In having a govern¬ 


ment which cannot be hurried or called 
to account year by year. Russia has 
been governed along these lines since 
the days of Peter the Great, and her 
war fund policy adopted at the close 
of the Napoleonic wars has never been 
varied to this day. Rhe Is advancing to¬ 
wards a financial, Industrial. oom!metr- 
clal and military supremacy." 

• • • 

One night we fell to talking about 
the days of hto grandfather, and we 
spoke of his ministry to Alexander the 
First. Thus the story of the war fund 
plan came out; 

“My grandfather lived through the 
wars of Napoleon which devastated 
Russia, while her share In them assist¬ 
ed in his downfall The tremendous 
events of those days made It plain in my 
grandfather's mind that In the future 
Russia's real power and stability must 
depend, not on her wealth, or the extent 
of her industries or commerce, but on 
the actual money she could control. He 
decided that gold alone would become 
the only recognized redemption medium, 
and early history has proved the wis¬ 
dom of that thought. England alone, of 
all oountries, was wise- enough to profit 


from the possession of gold at the close 
of the Napoleonic wars, and she se¬ 
cured her Industrial and commercial 
lead because she had money, while the 
continental Powers lacked it. Then It 
was that thle shrewd Minister of Alex¬ 
ander's formulated the present financial 
policy of Russia. 

"First, she was to take one-half the 
product of Russian mines In gold, silver 
and platinum, and convert It Into gold 
and store it away. This half has never 
been embraced In Russian mint or other 
reports of production. As Russia was 
for many years the great gold-produc¬ 
ing Power of the world. It Is eoey to see 
what effect this policy would have and 
what Its results. 

“8eoond, she wag to lay away one-half 
of all the church revenues, after con¬ 
verting them Into gold. The Greek 
Church, of w'hich the Czar Is the head, 
ns he Is of the State. Is the custodian of 
this fund. Not a rouble of this iraney 
has ever been appropriated for any pur¬ 
pose?, no matter what demands there 
might be. It has steadily accumulated 
for over eighty years. 

“Gold, gold and nothing but gold. Is 
what Russia wants, and what she la 
getting. This secret wealth la of 
course, drawing no Interest. The thpe 


Is drawing near when the world must 
realize what Russia has been doing, and 
when it does Russia's power will be 
made manifest and her supremacy ac¬ 
knowledged In the Eastern hemisphere. 
The crash will come In Us greatest vio¬ 
lence In Western Europe. Your own 
country will be saved by Its natural re¬ 
sources yet undeveloped." 

In reply to the question; “What will it 
come to. so far as Russia Is concerned 7“ 
he replied; 

“Russia's dominion over Asia and Eu¬ 
rope.” 

“By war?” 

“No. Without war. With moneyP

After reading 
the hand of a nervous, trouble-borrow¬ 
ing person she looked up earnestly at 
her and said: “I am going to give you 
something if you will promise to learn 
It by heart and to say It the first thing 
In the morning and the last thing at 
night, and. Indeed, whenever you feel 
yourself weakening. You must call It 
your* rosary.” These words scrawled— 
for she doe# not write well—on a sheet 
of hotel paper were presented that ton¬ 
ic-need lng person: 

“I am n part of Divine Peace. I am 
calm, restful, strong and happy. Nothing 
can disturb me. I am henith, success, use¬ 
fulness and love. Everything good Is 
coming to me—is mine already. 1 am an 
Important part of the Divine Plan—and 
all good thing* hclong to me. 1 am love, 
peace, happU oss, hope, trust and suc¬ 
cess!” 

Surely could one Inflate one's brain 
with such exhilarating ph M osophy. it 
would be a case of the “World la mine;” 
but even though the world rtiay never 
be won, such buoyant thoughts serve 
to keep up an oflcn-Ume flagging cour¬ 
age. 

Mrs. Wilcox had her own hand read 
In India by an Indian magician. He

spoke of some great soci&ilstic upheaval 
to come. In which she would take a 
sort of Joan of Arc position and rise to 
untold eminence, with her statue In 
l»arks and her name on every lip. Re¬ 
counting the soothsayer's prophecies, 
her eye* flred with animation and her 
whole pose suggested her ability to fill 
the part.

Judging from the women's novels of 
the present day, the only go<x! husband 
Is a dead husband.

This also Is the 
story of mlsmnted people — a somber 
picture of the misery following the 
union of twj temperaments so wholly 
unsympathetic that there Is no possi¬ 
bility of mutual comprehension.

A CHICKEN PIE. 

Select either a plump fowl, a large chicken or two small ones; singe, wash 
and disjoint The day before Thanksgiving cook the chicken with one-half 
onion and n small bay leaf until tender in water to cover. When part'y cook¬ 
ed add on- and one-half level teaspoon* of salt and a little pepper. Take the 
chicken from the liquor and remove the larger bdhes and the skin. Let both 
chicken and liquor cool and skim the fat from the latter before reheating. An 
hour before serving heat the liquor and thicken with two and a half level 
lab)e*ixmn9 of flour to each pint of broth, add other seasonings If needed and 
after the flour has been thoroughly cooked add the pieces of chicken. 

There urc two ways of baking & crust for a chicken pie. One way is to 
bake n shell and cover and ml with the hot mixture. The other Is to line a 
deep bitklng dish, till with lhe chicken and thickened broth, then cut a cover 
from th*- paste to cover and bake In a hot «»ven until the crust is done. Al- 
uuy» cut a large hole In the center of the top crust u> allow the gases generat¬ 
ed by the cooking to escape, otherwise a chicken pie may cause Dines*. It will 
not answer to gash th»* pai*te, but a piece must be taken out large enough to 
make sure that it wUi not be closed by the rising of the dough. 

If tb*» top of the pie is made from puff paste, bake It separately, a* the 
r the chicken n\III it. fgi* any good Vule for paste, adding 

one-half level teaspoon of baking-powder to each three cups of flour.

Into 
a double boiler put one pint of tnilk and 
one pint of cream and a heaping tea¬ 
cupful of sugar. Add to this four eggs 
beaten light, and stir constantly until 
it thickens.

To a quaint little seaside town, far 
from the haunts of the ubiquitous sum¬ 
mer boarder, a clique of professional 
people steal away season after season 
to enjoy their old clothes and one an¬ 
other. Crltlce and authors, playwrights 
and actor*, lie down together on. the 
sandy beach, like the lton and the lamb 
of prophecy, and swap yarns of thrill¬ 
ing struggles In their profession. Many 
a tale Is spun throwing curious flash¬ 
lights on the steepness of the hill of 
fame, and the landslides which happen 
to the climbers thereof. The outsider, 
to whom the theatrical person feminine 


la a thing of rouge, gaslight and pink 
chiffon, the creator and creature of an 
atmosphere of unr allty. Is apt to have 
Ideas rudely Jari^^ after seeing these 
stage celebrities, shlrt-walsted and 
ralny-day-sklrted. romping about on 
the sands with their children. 

A welcome newcomer to the little co¬ 
terie this past summer was Miss Hen¬ 
rietta Crosmaji, fresh from her tri¬ 
umph In "Nell Gwynne." No one could 
doubt the esprit de corps of the play¬ 
acting persona who have seen Miss 
Crosman among her fellow artists. 
Her recent victory Is the marvel of 
stage people. They tell with a feeling 
of personal pride how she found herself 


In this way It came about that Miss 
Crosman began her career In a soldier's 
tent on the plains of Texas. With such 
heredity and environment It is quite 
natural that her most salient charac¬ 
teristic should be absolute fearlessness, 
and that when she found herself up 
against the Theater Syndicate with ob¬ 
livion or a perilous Jump as alterna¬ 
tives, she took the fence like a hunter 
and landed on her feet. With such a 
mother, and In view or her own abil¬ 
ity to override obstacles which might 
well daunt any but the most daring, 
Miss Crosman bebeves lu her own sex 
emphatically—in suffrage as a matter 
of light, and In friendship as a matter 
of experience. 

Some one ventured the time-worn 
statement that women can’t be trusted 
as friends. “Well, that may be your 
experience," said Miss Crosman 
promptly, “but It Isn’t mine. Twice In 
my life 1 have been in dire extremity, 
and while 1 had much sympathy and 
advice proffered me, on both occasions 
It was a woman only who would face 
the situation with me and see me 
through. As for the women of my pro¬ 
fession, I’ve known them to make In¬ 
credible sacrifices for friends or chil¬ 
li -m 1 know one artress (and her 
eyes grew tender) who. In the days of 
her hardest struggle, when she was do¬ 
ing the most exacting one-night stands, 
was never separated from her baby, 
and. moreover, that child never slept In 
a strange bed. She spent her substance 
In getting tiny portable beds with bed¬ 
ding to fit, which grew larger as he 
grew. When that baby's sleepy time 
came. on train or boat or In hotel, he 
went to bed In his own crib as a prop¬ 
erly-managed baby should, tucked In 
by his mother's hand.

FASHIONS IN GEMS. 


In the Race For Popularity Diamonds Still First- 
Other Leading Favorites. 


London is the gem market of the 
world, and both rough and cut stones 
of all shapes, sixes and colors flow to 
th* metropolis in a steady stream. 
Pearls have been the rage for the last 
few years, and their value has ad¬ 
vanced amazingly. On account of this 
mania, some few people believe that 
these "tears of angels" have reached 
their highest value; but experts In this 
line maintain that pearls bought to¬ 
day will prove a good Investment, bas¬ 
ing their supposition on the fact that 
the demand, which Is dally growing, ta 
greater than the supply. 

The Idea that any one can instantly 
buy anything desired In pearls is soon 
thrown aside when the search com¬ 
mences. It often takes years to collect 
perfectly matched pearls for a neck¬ 
lace, and this necessarily adds to their 
commercial value. Pearls of the great¬ 
est value have a purity of color and 
smoothness of satin, with an Iridescent 
sheen that can never be Imitated, 
which shows up In the colored as well 
as In the white gem. A pretty custom 
among mothers of means Is to present 
the girl bAby at Its birth with one 
pearl, and on each birthday thereafter 
another to match; then on her wedding 
day to complete the necklace with the 
requisite number. The godmother who 
can afford it often takes this pretty at¬ 
tention upon herself, allowing the 
bridegroom to supply the clasp to com¬ 
plete the circlet. 

While white pearls are first in favor, 
the colored ones also come in for a 
good share of popularity, the black 
ones ranking highest in vulue. The 
beautiful green coloring peculiar to the 
black pearl, together with its wonder- 
ful luster and iridescent effect, makes 
It a gem much sought after. 

Diamonds are also in demand, and 
are far and away the most popular 
precious stones we have. The general 
public like a glittering effect, and It Is 
surprising how few are acquainted 
with the many grades regulating the 
price of this much-used gem. As an 
Instance, cut diamonds, say. one karat 
In weight, can be purchased from £5 to 
£50. which gives some Idea of the 
many qualities in the market. 

During the last few years many dia¬ 
monds have been cut In marquise shape, 
that 1^ to say, lone and pointed at b»*th 
ends. At first f* ! eht this appears a great 
sacrifice of nmterjal, but only stones In 
the rough whose shapes lend themselves 
to the Kyle are treated In this way. 

During the past four or five years 
diamonds of all grades have increas’d 
in value from 10 to W per cent. Whether 
this cjn be attributed to either the In¬ 
creased demnn I or smaller output con¬ 
sequent upon th* war In South Africa, 
Is a disputed point. 

In colored stones, the ruby undoubted¬ 
ly rank* first In value, th** finest color¬ 
ing being likened to arter al blood, from 
whence It gets the name of "pigeon's 
blood." this being the orthodox ruby 
lute. While largM quantities of rubles 
are regularlv sold, fine specimens are 
very rare, and It is not unusual for fine 
stones of from two to three karats to 
change hands for £1.000 or more. The 
finest rubles are found In Burma. 

Emeralds are rarely free from flaws. 


even In the small stones, and rank next 
to the ruby In value, the most highly 
prized being those which have a fine, 
dark, velvety green color. At the pres¬ 
ent time emeralds of truly fine c< lor are 
a great rarity, and when they are to 
be had a stone of one karat brings as 
much as £100. 

Sapphires are distinctively day stones, 
and. thongh It Is not known to many 
people, they are found In other colors 
besides blue, among them being white, 
green and yellow, but; of course, the

the reply which President James D. 
Wood, of the United Mine Workers of 
Kentucky, made this miming t° lhe 
demand of Adjr. Gen. David R. Mur¬ 
rey that the strikers in camp at Nor¬ 
ton v 111? be dtapersed. When dawn came 
this morning the strikers were in their 
tents, deftant of the ord^r of County 
Judge Hal; It was raining steadily, 
and the men peered from the tents, cx* 
perting each moment to see a line of 
bluecr.at* heading up the public road. 
But they did not come. The only pet* 
sons that a search might have revealed 
In the vicinity were representatives of 
Judge Hall, to whom a report was made 
as soon as be had arisen. Repairing to 
his office in the Courthouse at Madison, 
vllle, Judge Hall prepared and delivered 
to Adjt. Gen Murray at the Hotel Lu- 

clle the hallowing order:

Orders To Gen. Murray. 

The Commonwealth of Kentucky to Da¬ 
vid R. Murray/ Adjutant General of the 
Crate; Having reasonable grounds to be¬ 
lieve from information by n tibia vita and 
otherwise that certain named persons and 
__jrotherr now a***oI»i t**J with ‘.hem in 
camp near Nortons vllle In this county are 
there unlawfully assembled and fall and 
refuse to disperse, although heretofore 
duly and lawfully requested and com¬ 
manded. and the Sheriff of Hopkins coun¬ 
ty now having Vaarful orders and authority 
to disperse th< said unlawful assembly, 
and that he has reason to npprehend that 
resistance will be offered to his efforts,

Prepares To Execute Order. 


With these orders. Gen. Murray quick¬ 
ly set about the execution of them, first 
by command If possible, but. If that 
was not sufficient, then by whatever 
force might be neces«aty. The first plan 
to-day met with the same failure as 
did the command of the County Judge, 
and at 6 o'clock to-mnrrow morning thf 
more persuasive arguments of an arm^d 
military force will he used, and that the 
HabbnttT* -mn will not set on a strikers* 
tamp in Hopkins county Is certain.

Special Train Ordered. 

Upon returning from Nortonvllle this 
morning Gen. Murray ordered a special 
train of an engine and several cars to 
be at Madisonville at « o'clock to-mor¬ 
row morning. On account of the na¬ 
ture of the information imparted to him 
at Nortonvllle and the voluntary assur¬ 
ances he received to the effect that there 
fid be no resistance, and that to that 
...... all arms had been removed from 

the camp. Gen. Murray decided not to 
Increase his force. He will not even 
take his men away from Providence, 
but will move against the camp with the 
fifty-five soldiers under his command at 
this point He will be accompanied by 
Ms aide. Capt. Tandy Ellis, of Owens¬ 
boro. and his other specially appointed 
aides. Capt. Frod Gordon, of Frankfort, 
and Lieut. Beil, of Frankfort. MaJ. Baa- 
•ett will be at the head of the two com¬ 
panies. with r.ipt.

When the ape* ial train arrives at Nor- 
tonvllle it will be side-tracked while 
County Judge Hall r.nd Sheriff Hankins 
and two deputies, probably accom¬ 
panied by Gen. Murray, proct*ed to the 
camp and once more in th*- name of 
the Commonwealth comma ml the strik¬ 
ers U» disperse. Upon their refusal 
which Is sure to follow' the command, 
the party will return to the train, the 
soldiers will be drawn up in marching 
order and will be taken down the mud¬ 
dy road, between heavy woods. t<> the 
camp, a quarter of a mile away.

HEAD OF BEET SUGAR TRUST 

TO OPPOSE CUBAN CONCESSIONS 


Oxnard Takes Up Ilis Residence In Washington To 
Prepare For the Session of Congress. 


Chicago. Nov. 23.—[Special ]—-The 
Washington correspondent of the Inter 
Ocean telegraphs his paper to-night as 
follows: 

"Henry T. Oxnard, chief representa¬ 
tive of the beet rugar trust, has settled 
down in Washington for a winter's 
fight against any legislation giving con¬ 
cessions to Cuba. Mr. Oxnard has be¬ 
gun his campaign by making public 
declaration that 'the sugar trust will do 
everything possible this winter to low¬ 
er the duty on sugar.’ 

"In this declaration Mr. Oxnard re¬ 
fers to the* sugar refiners' trust, and 
he hopes to create the impression that 
the refiners are the principal agents be¬ 
hind the movement In favor of reci¬ 


procity with Cuba. He also includes 
the Standard Oil Company as Interest¬ 
ed In the sugar trust, while he looses 
as 'the farmers' of the United Stales, 
fighting the two most gigantic and pos¬ 
sibly the best known and offensive 
trusts in the country. Whatever may 
be the ultimate relations of Cuba to 
the United States it Is considered most 
desirable that the experiment of inde¬ 
pendent government shall not be pre¬ 
vented a fair trial by a fresh revolu¬ 
tionary outbreak, due to depressed 
values and stagnation of commerce. 
The danger of Cuban sugar In this 
market is not considered very great by 
such men ns Platt, of Connecticut, and 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island, who are 
acknowledged tariff expert*. 


TURKISH GOVERNMENT 

IS IN FINANCIAL STRAITS 


Ottoman Rank Refuses To Make Any .More Advances 
and Many Troops Are Unpaid. 


Constantinople. Nov. 23.—Never has 
the Turkish Government beqn in such 
financial straits as at the present time. 
It Is impossible to see how the ex¬ 
penses of the Ramazan and Ba Irani, 
due in December and January, and in¬ 
volving $360,000, can be met. The Otto¬ 
man Bank utterly refuses to make any 
more advances, and the penury Is so 


acute that even the troops In many of 
the provinces are unpaid. The conse¬ 
quence Is that there have been mutinies 
in several districts. Hostile demonstra¬ 
tions here recently have only been 
quieted by the authorities hastily 
scraping together a few thousand pias¬ 
tres us something on account. 

The discontent In the army forms the 
real danger of the situation. 


If they do not go even when the sol¬ 
diers are upon them, the tents will be 

carted away, while the strikers them- 
selves will be arrested and convoyed in 
a body to Mad Ison vi!l-\ When they get 
here they won hi be put In Jail and in 
the soldier s guard houses until Judge

But 
if the miners are arrested they will 
be put in the coach, while the soldiers 
will return In the box cars, together 
with such prisoners as could not be 
crowded into the coach.

Proceeds To the Camp. 

This morning as soon os Gen. Murray 
received Judge Hall's order he sum¬ 
moned his aide, Capt. Ellis, who has 
been of such valuable assistance to him 
in dealing with both sides concerned 
In this Vexing labor problem os'to re¬ 
ceive and merit the highest praise of 
hla chief. They advised na to the pro¬ 
cedure. and in a short while, having 
summoned Capt. Gordon, the*** three 
were in a surrey on their way to Nor¬ 
tonvllle.

with us? 

Gen. Murray—Whatever the County 
Judge says. 

Judge Yost—You ran search the camp 
and the men and you will find no arms, 
nor will you find any one against whi m 
an indictment or a c harge stands.

Guns Removed. 

There is no denial that guns have 
been In the camp all the time. They 
were taken out by the union officials 
as an assurance that there would be 
no armed resistance, and also to avoid 
the possibility of some irresponsible 
P-rson In camp firing a shot. It is 
charged by some of th*» coal companies 
and is intimated by some of th*- county 
authorities that during last night many 
men in the camp who were under in¬ 
dictment. or who were under suspicion, 
were taken out, and that their places 
were taken by others who were brought 
In under rover of darkness. At 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon there were 150 men 
In the camp. This morning when Gen.

They ’CiMm that a belter class 
of men were substituted. This is denied 
by the union officials.

AND GERMANY SHOWS HATRED. 


Situation In South Africa Discourag¬ 
ing and War May Go On In¬ 
definitely. 


FIGHTING TROOPS WORN OUT. 


[Special Cable Copyrighted.] 
London, Nov. 23. —There are both 
amusement and pity in the emotions 
excited by the exasperating situation in 
which the British Government finds 
Itself at the present moment. Ireland 
on one side sends a combined insult 
and challenge by electing to Parlia¬ 
ment an officer from the forces of the 
enemy with whom this country is still 
at war. Germany, on the other side. Is 
assailing it with an outburst of nation¬ 
al indignation and hatred such as in the 
not distant past would speedily have 
developed into a clash of arms. This 
Government Is manifestly astonished 
and aggrieved by each demonstration. 

'What have we done," It is exclaim¬ 
ing through the mouths of all Us 
friends, "to deserve these attacks?" 

This naivete Is so genuine and so 
blind that It Is difficult at first to dis¬ 
cuss It seriously. It proves, however, 
that Great Britain still falls utterly to 
realize the fact that public opinion In 
the outside world is overwhelmingly 
against her In her course in South 
Africa. 

• • • 

|| Condemns Men Who Brought On War. 


England is practically unanimous in 
favor of the continuation of the war. 
But this same England condemns in 
secret now and later will condemn 
openly the men who involved her in fo 
disastrous and inglorious a conflict. 
These statements appear, perhaps, par¬ 
adoxical. but they are entirely consis¬ 
tent. What other policy than that 
which it is now pursuing would It he 
practicable for the Government to 
adopt? None of the country’s critics 
at home or abroad has been able to 
suggest any which would be consistent 
with the British and prestige. The 
truth is that the British Government 
would be only too glad to bring the 
contest to a close on liberal terms— 
that is. liberal In the direction of vir¬ 
tual home rule. 

• • • 

Situation Is Discouraging. 


The situation In South Africa Is now 
even more discouraging than Is gen¬ 
erally supposed. The crux of the whole 
matter Is that Tommy Atkins is sick 
of his Job. More than two years of the 
most ardous campaigning, coupled with 
sad exhibitions of incompetency by 
many of his favorite officers, have tak¬ 
en the heart out of the rank and file. 
The British soldier has great patience 
and endurance and Indomitable cour¬ 
age, but he demands intelligent lead¬ 
ership and some measure of success 
and progress toward the accomplish¬ 
ment of his given task. If these are 
lacking the time arrives finally when 
Tommy makes his feelings manifest by 
a species of passive revolts or supplne- 
ness which is simply paralyzing. It Is 
impossible to conquer It by harness or 
cajolerie. 

This Is the chief secret of British non¬ 
success lt» South Africa. The authori¬ 
ties are helpless, for It Is Impossible to 
substitute fresh troops, as would have 
been done In the case of a smaller cam¬ 
paign. It Is Impossible also, apparent¬ 
ly. to end the war by negotiation. 

Hence It l» that the Boer struggle 
threatens to become a permanent Insti¬ 
tution. and hence also, strange though 
It may seem, there are some shrewd 
observers In this country who would 
not be unwilling to see Kaiser Wilhelm 
so far yield to the popular clamor of 
his subjects as to undertake interven¬ 
tion. _ _ _

$100,000 to defray the expense* of the 
fight, which will be commenced at once 
awl fought to the bitter end. 

Before deciding to call the extra ses¬ 
sion Gov. Van Sant had a conference 
with various Slate officials late on Fri¬ 
day night and to-day. and the whole sit¬ 
uation was thoroughly canvassed. Ev¬ 
ery one with whom he conferred sup¬ 
ported him in the strongest terms in 
the stand he has taken, and promised 
unswerving loyalty that the defeat of 
the railway trust might be accom¬ 
plished.

New Legislation/Probable. 

It is the belief of the Governor and 
his advisers that the present laws of 
the State of Minnesota amply cover the 
case, but in order to make assurance 
doubly sure new legislation affecting 
consolidations of Interests such as ex¬ 
ist In the railway* merger will he in¬ 
troduced, *nnd the enemies of the trust 
have as^ig-ances of being able to enact 
this legislation without trouble.

EXPRESS COMPANIES, TOO. 

They.Are To Be Consolidated Under 
Plans of Merger. 

St. Paul, Minn.. Nov. 23.—[Special.]— 
Word wa» received here to-day that the 
merger of the Great Northern, North¬ 
ern Pacific and Burlington railroad 
systems also contemplates sweeping 
changes In the express companies doing 
business over those lines. 

The Groat Northern and Northern 
Pacific each operates Its own express 
line, but the Adams operates on the 
Burlington. The Northern Pacific Com¬ 
pany's stock i« placed as collateral for 
the payment of the debts of the old 
company, and it is said that the addi¬ 
tional stock of the North- rn Securities 
Company above the amount needed to 
acquire the three railroads mentioned. 
Is for the purpose of taking up this 
collateral, and that when this is done 
the Adam* Express Company will be 
retired from the Burlington and the 
Great Northern Expruw Company will 
absorb the Northern Pacific Express 
Company and oj>erate over the three 
lines, giving all direct entrance into 
Chicago. 

The understanding is further that the 
entire express line will be operated un¬

phy, said to a young criminal at his 
side, In a slow and distinct voice: "For 
five years I have led a reckless life of 
crime. I have swindled and stolen, 
but through all that time I can truth¬ 
fully ray that 1 have had but few 
moments' p i *ace, no not a moment, that 
1 could shake off the thought that the 
police were on my track. I know 
something of the life of a criminal. 
Keep out of It. there’s nothing in it." 

After finishing his speech Brady was 
given four years, one year being cut 
off on account of his family. Brady 
is still wanted in Louisville on three 
charges. He is known there as Flan¬ 
nery. He broke Jail, came here and ha« 
l>cen involved In a dozen burglaries In 
the past ten weeks.

She was told that she would not 
be confined In Jail, as she Is ill In be<’, 
but that the deputy would remain m 
the residence until a bond could be at- 
ranged. 

Mrs Hooks expressed no surprise at 
her arrest nnd said that from the trend 
of events the last few days she rather 
expected that an Indictment would bo 
found against her. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon Jur’gs 
Cooper, of the Criminal Court, fixed 
bail at $20,000, which was pr mptly fur¬ 
nished by Mrs. Hooks, and she was re¬ 
leased from custody. She will be called 
upon to plead to the indictment on Mon¬ 
day next. It is believed that the case 
will be given an early trial.

Rumors of Foul Flay. 

The Indictment of Mrs. Hook* wa* 
the rrsuit of an official Investigation 
into the conditions surrounding th- 
death of her husband.

At the time of his death he was a 
partner in the R. M. Mansfield Com¬ 
pany.

Other Mysterious Deaths. 

By the death of her first husband 
October 27, 1808. it was shown that Mrs. 
Hooks got about $40,000. Her son, Har¬ 
ry Atkinson, was about of age when 
he died. October 9. 1H99. His life was 
Insured for $30,000 in favor of his moth¬ 
er. Mr. Hooks died October II. 1901, 
without any Insurance. The dying 
symptoms of all three were very much 
the snme. It was shown to the grand 
Jury that Mrs. Hooks bought a la rice 
quantity of arsenic September 19. Js9\ 
and October 6 and 7. 1S9». 

Mrs Hooks was originally Mis* Geor¬ 
gia Emma Ashcraft, and was born and 
reared here. She denies the chatKO 
against her. but neither she nor her 
attorne.va will make any statement. 

The indictment of Mrs. Hooks was 
not unexpected, but it. created much 
comment throughout the city, as both 
she and her husband had a large circle 
of friends an«i were regarded as bc'n? 
among the most substantial persons in 
Memphis.

John Kewiand swore that he had a 
conversation with Bridge Newland aft*'r 
this Indictment was found, in which 
Bridge told him that he and George 
Simmons had worked up the cose; that 
he (Bridge) was to get $300. Simmon* 
$300, and Mrs. Hancock. sl«ter of G-eorge 
New*land, a like sum. This witness was 
also badly mixed on dates. 

The cause for the delay In the trial 
of this case is due to the fact thnt 
shortly aftt i the murder they were In¬ 
dicted and found guilty of cattle steal¬ 
ing i*i;d slven terms In the peniten¬ 
tiary.

UNFIJ FOR HABITATION. 


Naval Surgeon Says the Albany Is So 
Badly Arranged Crew Cannot 
Be Berthed. 


Washington, Nov. 23.—In the opinion 
of naval surgeons the United States 
cruiser Albany, nn English built ship, 
now at Genoa. Italy, is unfit for habi¬ 
tation. Surgeon Harris, recently at¬ 
tached to the Albany, and now on the 
Monocacy, In a report upon the con¬ 
dition of the Albany, says that from a 
sanitary point of view this ship is so 
radically wrong as regards construc¬ 
tion. that it i* almost Impossible to re¬ 
late in detail the necessary changes 
which will have to be made before she 
can become a reasonably sanitary ves¬ 
sel. 

“It is impossible to over-estimate the 
danger to the health of those who are 
berthed in the wdng passages,” says the 
report, “should the weather require the 
ship to be battened dowrn for several 
days. With the temperature at 136 de¬ 
grees it Is obvious that people could not 
live in these places."

Surprising Claim Made By Charles 
Moore In Contesting the Will 
of His Aunt.

Charles Mohr, a German newspaper 
man. of Garrard street, has Instructed 
Theodore Hallam. as attorney, to con¬ 
test the will of his aunt. Mrs. Helena 
Fiuck, formerly of fthilllto Place, o., 
which was filed for probate yesterday. 

Mrs. Fiuck. who was the widow of 
Florist Martin Fiuck. leaves everything 
to William Fiuck. florist, of Shillito 
Place, who I* designated In the will a* 
“My beloved son.” 

Mohr now comes forward with the 
startling claim that Wm. Fiuck is not 
the son of Mrs. Fiuck. but of her sister, 
Mrs. Herman Tieke. a widow, who lives 
on Edwards Hoad, near Erie avenue, in 
Hyde Park. 

Mohr, who Is the son of the late Prof 
Jacob Mohr, former music teacher in 
the Catholic school* of Covington, de¬ 
clares that the secret of b|« alleged 
parentage wo* revealed to his sister* by 
his father »hoitiy befyre the latter di d. 
some y^ars ago. 

Mohr has five sisters, who, he says, 
received promise* from Mr** Fiuck that 
they would be remembered in ht*r will. 
He claim* that Wm. Fiuck unduly In¬ 
fluenced h« r to leave everything to him. 


A recent ruling of the Supreme Court 
of the State of I 111 not* may close every 
brokerage office In Louisville that is not 
a member of the Chicago Board of 
Trade or cannot secure its quotations 
from any other authentic source. Yes¬ 
terday Herman Monroe, a broker doing 
business on Main street, between Fifth 
and Sixth, closed hi* office and trans¬ 
ferred his business U> another firm be¬ 
cause he was unable to secure quota¬ 
tions trom the Chicago H^ard of Trade. 
Last week the Supreme Court of Illino.s, 
in a decision reversing a Court of Com¬ 
mon Pleas In the city of Chicago, stated 
In its decision that the Chicago Board 
of Trade owned Its Information and 
txmld not be cumiwUed to furnish it to 
any party not a member of the board. 
Yesterday that order was carried into 
effect, and Mr. Monroe was the first 
here to suffer. It Is the opinion of local 
members of the Chicago Board of Trade 
that every broker In Iamievllle who la 
not a member of the Chicago board, but 
who has be**n receiving its quotations, 
will row be forced to close or make 
■ome other arrangements to receive the 
Chicago quotation* on cereals and other 
commodities handled by that board. 

Several months ago a suit was brought 
in Chicago to determine whether the 
Board of Trade could be compelled to 
furnish Its Information to any and all 
whether they were member* of the board 
or not. The Chicago court de¬ 
cided that the board's informa¬ 
tion was practically public prop¬ 
erty, and that It should be delivered to 
any person who called for It. At that 
time, or a short time before the case 
was taken to the courts, there was much 
talk about organizing another telegraph 
comi>any to procure Information from 
the Chicago Board of Trade and furnish 
It to all subscribers. Little was heard 
from this matter after the decision of 
the Chicago court. An app‘*al was tak. 
en from the decision and It was car¬ 
ried to the Supreme Court of the State, 
and a few day* ago it handed down a 
division reversing the lower court and 
holding that the Board of Trade could 
not bo compelled to furnish information 
to any but its customer*. Accordingly 
Mr. Monroe’s service wa* cut off yes¬ 
terday. and it Is exp-cted that other* 
will be similarly treated to-morrow. 

A local member of the Chicago Board 
of Trade told a reporter of the Courier- 
Journal last night that there were about 
a dozen brokers in Louisville who were 
not members of the board and who 
would have their service discontinued. 
Nearly all of these brokers are mem¬ 
bers of what is known as the Consoli¬ 
dated Exchange of New York, but this 
exchange only furnishes information 
and quotation* on stocks, and does not, 
it is stated, attempt to handle quota¬ 
tions on cereals or live stock or live 
stock products. 

Mr. Monroe could not be found last 
night, and It was stated that he had 
gone to Chicago to make some arrange¬ 
ment* to secure quotations. 

If the uhicago Board of Trade con¬ 
forms strictly to the decision of the Il¬ 
linois Supreme Court It will dose up 
hundred* of brokers’ offices In the Unit¬ 
ed States and will reduce the business 
solely to it* membership. It will prac¬ 
tically mean the wiping out of many

«ls It was told last night lacked com¬ 
pactness of argument, was disappoint¬ 
ing In construction and fragmentary In 
Interest, Many matters were left to 
the Imagination of the spectators, who 
(had only the faintest clew to enable them 
to complete the edifice. Sequence of plot 
nvas neglected, and reasonableness of mo¬ 
tive was either extremely slight or wholly 
absent. The play seems to have been 
•rslMap hastily, else cttL down In length 
and* the missing parts left without ex¬ 
planation. Perhaps that Is realism. It 
may be that the wildness of Colorado 
Is typified by this unconventlonallty of 
construction, and In depicting a people 
without polish Mr. Thomas has refused 
polish to his work. Yet Bret Hart© cut 
the facets of his California stories as 
carefully as If they were gems.

A four-minute intermission brings th© 
audience to the Tangled For**«t. where 
Prince Charming appears with his hunt¬ 
ing suite; here Miss Gillette, who plays 
the Prince, sings a most fetching ballad.

The entrance to lhe 
castle grounds is battered down, and the 
next scene finds the Prince and his suite 
In front of the deserted castle. A very 
romto trio Is presented here by Messrs. 
Ross, Bulger and Caw thorne, called 
"B’Gosh." with a bass drum, snare and 
whistle. The end of the act is "Beauty'a 
Awakening," a dream of the year. It Is 
far from exaggeration to state that never 
In point of artistic gorgeousness or excel¬ 
lence of stage craft hns this Beene been 
surpassed. It begins with St. VuUnt a* ’a 
Day, and the scenes and landscape change 
as the groups of people depict the gloria* 
of the various seasons. After St. Valen¬ 
tine's guards and cupids. who are dressed 
creamy white, come the shamrocks, palm- 
bearers, mwt-beorers, April fools, prim¬ 
roses. daisies, wisterias, laburnums; In 
fact all of the spring blossoms are brought 
forward with exquisite effect, lending 
right up to the first of May. w’hlch Is In¬ 
dicated by the May Queen, May-pole 
bourers, with garlands, roses, Easter 
lilies. the scene of the background being 
a mass of peach and apple blossoms, the 
first blossoms of the spring. The sum¬ 
mer comes In with its pink, yellow and 
white roses, and the sc ne changes again 
to early autumn nnd the harvest mom. 
j There are seen groups of harvest boys 
I and girls with their field Implements of 
forks and scythes, at d Ceres, with her 
retinue of grain bearers. The colors 
now deepen Into the browns and dull reds 
of the late fall, finally reaching the bril¬ 
liant crimson of the holly berries; and ns 
the enormous crowds of people who have 
been massing themselves down to the 
front of the stage begin melting away to 
the right nnd left, a flufflly, white-clad 
mass of beautiful women Is disclosed, rep¬ 
resenting the winter and snow ballet. As 
If this were not« Sufficient before closing 
the scene, a flock of black birds, sup¬ 
ported In some mysterious way. rise from 
out of the crowd, and soaring for a mo¬ 
ment over the other dancers, alight In 
the middle of the stag*’ with the ease and 
grace of real birds. These are the Grlgo- 
iatls troupe of aeriallsts. the roost sensu- 
t|onal feature* of the kind ever seen In this 
country. They begin to fly hither and 
thither through the nlr. while the snow 
ballet Is going through Its evolutions, and 
the curtain falls upon the most eye-en¬ 
trancing picture ever shown in this or 


any other country, over 300 people being 
used in this scene.

Th© Prince's orange grove Is the next 
scene in this feast of scenery, and Beauty 
and the Prince are reunited amid general 
rejoicing. John Hyams sings his "A Cure 
for Love," assisted by twelve unusually 
clever girls. Miss Ela Snyder (Beauty) In¬ 
troduces "The Moon and the Owl,” which 
will soon he whistled all over the country. 
The Hengler sisters also Introduce here 
their captivating songs and dance*. 

The entire production Is brought to a 
close by a scene called "The Enchanted 
Crystal Palace.” The curtain goea up on 
an cntterly darkened stage, save for three 
beautiful playing fountains whose waters 
are rendered prismatic In color by an in¬ 
genious playing of lights and colored 
mediums. Then. In a few moments, as If 
by magic, the entire background Is Il¬ 
luminated. disclosing the Palace of 
Crystal, conceded to be the most am¬ 
bitious and successful effort in the way of 
a stage spectacle and stagecraft ever 
shown. This crystal p&iace contains over 
thirty thousand pieces of glass, and la 
Illuminated by three thousand electric 
lights, giving the most dazzling effect ever 
produced. 

This marks a distinctly new era In the 
htatory of modern theatricals, and to 
Klaw & Erlanger. who have been Identi¬ 
fied with so many mammoth undertak¬ 
ings, must n.vdlt be given for this recent 
achievement.

TELLS WHAT SHOULD BE DONE. 


Believes Enthusiasts Would Finally 
Become Reconciled To the Na¬ 
tional Association Article. 




AM glad to hear that there Is a 
probability of LouiavttJe getting 
franchise In the Western 
League or American Association 
next neaeon, as I notice by the many 
newspaper reports that the Falls Cky is 
not being mentioned by the ’potvera that 
are,' of becoming a member of the Na¬ 
tional or American League; and if that 
Is tho status of the situation I am willing 
to lend my support to a club In this city 
representing the Western League/' de¬ 
clared a local ^nthuslasUc patron of base¬ 
ball yesterday. 

"If It Is impossible.” continued the de¬ 
votee of the greatest of all outdoor 
amusements, “and I have about arrived 
ut tho conclusion tlmt It la, for Louisville 
to gain admission Into the rilnks of the 
topnoich leagues. I beb©ve tb.it when 
local fandom 16 convinced that there Is 
no more chance of tho city by the falls 
securing a berth In the big leagues than 
there Is 6 possibility of a rabbit punish¬ 
ing a raccoon, the fans will become recon¬ 
ciled and submit to the Inevitable and 
welcome the entry of tho Western League 
here and show their appreciation and ex¬ 
tend the 'glad hand’ by attending tho 
games In profitable numbers. We are 'up 
against ll’ for fair and ns I am fond of 
the sport I would like to see LoulsyUle 
again on the baseball horixon. It Is not a 
cause of *sour grapes’ when I say that l 
expect the Western league. If It l* re¬ 
organized on lines as stated l»y those iu 
control, will he about on a par with tho 
old American Association and, therefore. 
In my estimation, nearly a* good as the 
major league*. 

“Of course. J am aware of the fact that 
n good many of the local rooters speak of 
live Western League us being a minor or¬ 
ganization, but in that they will 1* In 
error, provided a drouk Is formed with 
Louisville, Indianapolis. Chicago and Mil¬ 
waukee In the East, and St. Paul, Min¬ 
neapolis, Kansas City and another city 
in the West, with aggregations represent¬ 
ing each city <*omi»o*ed of hustling base¬ 
ball players. Certainly, If Louisville 1* to 
be linked in a baseball way with such 
towns a** Wheeling, Million, Grand Ra|»- 
ida, Sheph nJevllle. Lag range or Utica, I 
would not blame the funs If they refused 
to go ten feet to witness a gamr. The 
fact of IxmUvUIe being In the same a asso¬ 
ciation with towns of much smaller pop¬ 
ulation l*ttrt the t'f’lde of the 33d de¬ 
gree rooters, und they doclltwd to patron¬ 
ize the exhibition* given hero last »©anon 
l»y the Western Association. Even though 
Loutsvitfo had a good team and was in the 
lead this fact, however, did not entice 
the local lovers of the national pastime 
to attend the contests In naying number*. 
They hud become accustomed to so? base- 
bull played by tho or rum of bail tossers, 
hailing from cities of larger population 
than Louisville, so when Louisville was 
relegated to a class B organization the 
local fans became ©ffendeu and mvotc they 
would not go dow*n to watch the games. 
It was either hasrlwill exhibition* furuDh- 
eJ by the big league# or none at all 
“Because the local rooters Ignored tho 
games played here hvst season, Walter 
Wilmot was compelled to transfer a win¬ 
ning team to another town, simply be¬ 
cause he could not induce the ball-loving 
public to come to the grounds and wit¬ 
ness the performances a* furnished by th- 
men of the \Vpmom Association teams. 
And It was acknowledged by those who 
did take in a few of the games that some 
of the exhibition* were fully ah good as 
any article of ball furnished by the siar* 
of the diamond connected with the pi rent 
body. Notwithstanding all thi», local fan¬ 
dom was prejudiced; contest* cut no fig¬ 
ure with them; It was minor league ball 
by mediocre player* and therefore they 
would not ‘stand’ for ll. so minor league 
4,.iU was tabooed and will be In the fu¬ 
ture, If Louisville never shine* In base¬ 
ball company. 

“It la recogmxe-1 by local follower* of 
the gwme that the National and Anit-ncan 
League* have th© beet flaying material, 
w!i4ch they procure by puying high sala¬ 
ries and sjmnd large sums to minor organw 
izatkins for their Ik?s*i men. Any club that 
wishes to draw crowd* at home or abroad 
must obtain the br*t performers th^ base¬ 
ball mark*” offers, otherwise the owner* 
will suffer through lack of patronage, 
and big attendance is what causes the 
‘ghost* to walk the let and 15th of each 
month. 

• Inability to pay big money for releases 
and large wages bring* disaster to the 
club; because the tram occupies u low po¬ 
sition In the scramble for the pennant 
through the continual ’knocking* of the 
hammer brigade, the backers must inject 
ih w* matt rial bo as to be able to put up 
ns good a front a* other nines; If not, 
they must step down nnd out. That wa^ 
the esse when Louisville w*as a member 
of tho National League. The owners eouJJ 
not afford to spend as much of the ‘coin 
of the realm' as the other club backer* 

1 .ecuuse tl»« local patronage did not jus¬ 
tify It. The result won that there wn» a 
continuous performance by tb© anvil 
chorus, and to this Is partially due the 
Util-end position and the final transfer to 
Pittsburg of the Lou sville outfit. 

“It cannot he denied that If tho ex-'" 
Colonels wvr»' back hero the cranks 
would give the team belt r support end 
not give the management any excuse for 
wanting to transfer or dispose of the 
dub. claiming that the fans ‘were not 
loyal. 

“It appears to me that the average base. 
Imt! fler.d wants lively and scrappy young¬ 
sters In a t« *m. who arc anxious to make 
a m.uk In the baseball world. This would 
mean close and interesting contests be¬ 
tween tho various nine*. I enjoy all base¬ 
ball exhibition* when live contestants bat- 
lb to the finish for supremacy, when 
every effort I* being exerted by (he par¬ 
ticipant* to win. Huoli games work up 
enthusiasm, excite the spectator* and 
cam**, the rooter* to cheer the hum« team 
on to victory. The ta.cC that the Pguisr 
attendant* at 1»aU game* played in the big 
league eltles demand star perfornurw only 
compelled the miignate* to gratify ti:elr 
wishes and to forthwith go In search of 
player* who are 'louted' to have the abH-

QUEER CHINESE SOCIAL CUSTOMS 

REVEALED BY CALL FROM THE “400.”

The Yellow sea. you know. Is sup¬ 
posed to have a bad reputation, for it 
rises up and waltzes with the typhoons 
and such and swells and tumbles and 
rolls until little ships like this one real¬ 
ly can't be dignified, but this time we 
were treated to n real quiet lime. The 
sea was as beautiful as any sea could 
be, nnd the sky was glorious, and when 
the sunset faded out of the sky even the 
shadow that rose from the deep did not 
obscure the beauties of ocean travel. 
Our vacation had a fitting finale, nnd 
those last days were truly enjoyable, 
as have been all the days of our stay In 
Japan. We have seen Japan In two 
months, and feel our trip has been an 
education to us. One day we were not 
only given the placid sea and soft 
brnezey. but think of It, a great school 
of whalea came around to amuse us! 
For a long time we could see them 
‘•blowing** and •'spouting.** One or two 
of them got either very funny or badly 
frightened and came within a hundred 
f©et of our little ship, showed their 
great old glistening backs and "biow¬ 
ed*' a perfect torrent of ppray Into the 
nlr with a roar or sound much like 
that of an elephant when he “blows 
himself." ft must be fun to be as 
Hush ns some of these varmints seem¬ 
ed to be. Well, we made a quiet trip 
from Nagasaki to Shanghai. 

We were awakened at 5 o'clock by 
general moving and talking among the 
passengers, and found we bad anchor¬ 
ed within a mile of the landing. This 
Is a small ship, so In high tide can come 
all the way up the river to the wharf. 
The hr.st officer told us that there was 
a large steamer u(ready at their w harf, 
bo a *te:un tug would come down and 
tow u«t in. There Is no use in my going 
into u long description of the ''awful 
slowness'* of the Orientals or their lack 
of ability to do things In a quick, bus¬ 
iness-like way. It is sufficient to prove 
the truth of that assertion to say we 
anchored tit 5 o'clock a. m., and “set 
foot" on “terra finna" at 10 a. m.—Just 
five hours to get on that tug and get to 
shore—one mite. After our baggage >vaa 
on land we took Jlnrickashaws and rode 
to the Mission Home kept by Dr. A. P. 
Parker and w Ife, but on learning of her 
illness we wont to McTyrier home.

have seen. Her eyes were quit© ex¬ 
pressive and very pretty. Of course, 
they were both {minted and powdered, 
and th©!r nails were fully an Inch long. 
The married women shave the hair just 
across the forehead then have a thin 
fringe of bangs to c-ome down over the 
forehead. The hair Is perfectly stralgh' 
and black. They all think my wavy, 
curly hair very strange. These ladles 
felt of It and said It was like a hat. 
It wns pompadoured and down on my 
forehead on one side. Theirs Is kept 
as slick as they can make It with oil. 
They examined my dress and said *‘lt 
Is silk." then lifted up the drop skirt 
nnd commented on the light blue lin¬ 
ing. Under this lining they discovered 
my light blue petticoat trimmed In 
white lace, nil of which was “see gee." 
which means “queer, strange "

Inquisitive Guests. 


Before leaving Shanghai for Soochow 
we did quite a good deal of shopping. 
One evening wo were Invited to qull£ 
a swell dinner with Mr. Jerigan, & for¬ 
mer consul, at "The Astor House," 
where they have a “musical dinner" 
once a tveek. which Is very* popular. Dr. 
Trawirk amPl put on our swell dinner 
clothes and a very pleasant evening we 
had, too. 

Sunday morning. September ’ 8 . w© 
w'ent to a church where we heard a 
sermon in English. The minister, who 
is an American, mentioned the news of 
the shooting of Mr. McKinley, which we 
had heard the day before. Isn't it dread¬ 
ful? But the latest ness said he was 
still alive and hop^a for his recovery* 

I began this letter eeveral days ago, 
but will now' try to finish it to mall on 
September 14, as a steamer Is leaving 
Shanghai on that date. We left Shang¬ 
hai Monday, September 9. for Boochow, 
after an absence of two months We 
came on Mr. Parker'* boat, had a pleas¬ 
ant trip up, reaching home at 9:30 Tues¬ 
day momfng. We stopped a few minutes 
to see one of our goml neighbors, who 
gave us a cordial welcome home and 
invited us to 5 o’clock tea, then on to 
our little home. The Amah bad cleaned 
th© house nicely and the carpenters had 
done their work most satisfactorily. 
You know we left a good many altera¬ 
tions to be made hi our house during 
our absence, so we had to leave all of 
our belongings packed in trunks, draw¬ 
ers or boxes. We ordered a Chinese tiffin 
and worked hard all afternoon getting 
things In order. The house Is very coxy 
and comfortable now, If It can only be 
heated in the winter, which I doubt 

At half-past four we made a fre»h 
toilet ami went to Mrs. Anderson's to 
tea, remaining there until 7. and then 
to Dr. Polk's, where we were expec-ted 
to dine. At 9 o'clock w'e begged off for 
there W'er© home letters waiting to l>? 
read. This has been a delightfully cool 
summer In China, so every one tells 
us. but we are not sorry we spent it 
In Japan, for tve both have come home 
feeling 90 strong and well, ready for 
our winter’s work, and there has been 
much sickness here during the summer, 
though nothing serious. You were In¬ 
terested to know if our clothes were in¬ 
jured by the mold. 1 packed everything 
l*i a zinc-lined box, which seta off of 
the floor two or three Inches, and have 
only peeped in. but saw nothing to in¬ 
dicate mold. Books that were left tui 
shelve.-* or in drawers were "sights to 
Ixhold." One can have no Idea what 
this mold is Ilk© till It Is seen how 
tilings ar© rulmd by 1 L Jet trimming on 
black silk will turn green and the 
silk be covered. Some times by sunning 
for days and wiping well it can be 
mod© to look almost as good as for¬ 
merly.

A Beautiful Chinese Girl. 


When they had finished commenting 
on my apparel they asked to go up¬ 
stairs. The Amah had told them Unit 
1 w'as n "newcomer" and did not speak 
Chinese, so when I would speak to my 
Amah or ask her question* they would 
laugh and repeat my remark, which, of 
course, was very embarrassing for me, 
for my Chinese Is nothing to b© proud 
of, and I did not know* but that they 
were laugh'ng at my pronunciation. 
When they asked to go upst tirs l found 
It very convenient not to understand. 
Of course, I did understand. I looked 
Wank, and they Insisted, and finally 
the mother took hold of my hand, 
» pointed up the step* and led me to 
them, so I could do nothing but take 
them up. It i* not always *afe to take 
them upstairs when our silver toilet 
articles are scattered around or our 
Die© 1 1 There ar* 80 

many Amahs and •'hangers-on." and the 
aristocracy themselves are not always 
free from that disease known as klep¬ 
tomania. I took them into our coxy, 
pretty little library and asked them to 
be seated, while Amah brought tea nnd 
served ft By this time roy friend. Miss 
Dzung. arrived, and I was somewhat 
relieved. She acted as Interpreter. 
After drinking tea they arose, as I sup¬ 
posed. to go, but I was mistaken. They 
only wished to continue their tour of 
inspection. They went into our bed¬ 
room. examined the silver on my dress¬ 
er, the spread on my bed. then to the 
bathroom, commenting particularly on 
*the hath tub. They do not us© that 
article sufficiently often for it to be fa¬ 
miliar to them. 

Finally they left after convph>meiHing 
and flattering hie in the most approved 
style, admiring my diamond ring* and 
asking the history of my wedding ring. 
They even commented on my teeth 
when I laughed, which I did continu- 
aiiy. 4i w'as all ho funny to me. Then 
they remarked that I must have a wry 
happy, pleasant disposition, I laughed 
«o much At last, after a call lasting 
one hour, my Chinese ladies left. 

Afterword, when I told my friend 
Mrs. A. how they acted, she said they 
did that way because they knew I did 
not know the Chinese customs; that 
from a refined Chinese standpoint they 
were Just as rude as from our point of 
view. I have a class In Sunday-school 
now composed of five Chinese boys 
about sixteen years of age. They are 
bright, snrmrr boys, and I think I am 
going to enjoy teaching them. We have 
pears ami apples here, but they ar« very 
insipid, hut are so beautiful that w*e 
have them on the table quite a good 
deal. There is another fruit called a 
|K*rslmmoru It looks I ke a tomato, 
very red and perfectly round and 
smooth, an tastes like the fruit of that 
name at home. It 1* very delightful. 
That box you sent us by freight the 
15th of last June arrived safely tive 
17th of September. Not a crack or dent 
or scratch on anything. This 1* very 
remarkable when you remember the 
long journey around by the Suez canal, 
the many changes made. How we did 
enjoy unpacking nil those nice things! 
It w*as Ike a tantalizing glimpre of 
home.

1 could not speak to 
them nor could they talk to me. 1 
rushed upstairs and hastily wrote a 
rote to my good little Chinese Indy 
friend. Mbs Dzung. to please come and 
help me. You see th** Chinese that I 
kf.ow is all housekeeping talk and not 
at all the polite language of society, 
which Is entirely different. There is so 
much "Koe-Cliee" in that, which ©ven 
Dr. Trawlck does not know perfectly 
yet. Well when 1 went down stairs 1 
found tin* two Chinese ladles, the 
Amahs am! rny Amah. I was very for¬ 
tunate In having an Anmh whom Mrs. 
Park (my predecessor.! had trained, 
who knows the customs, how to sene 
the tea, etc., ©t< The Amah helps al¬ 
ways to entertain the gueats (Chinese 
guests l mean). Mrs. Zee. the mother, 
was dressed In hlack grenadine, made 
over dark blue silk. Her hair was 
elaborately ornamented with pearls. 
She had on fourteen bracelets, s* ven 
on each arm. nil different kinds, from 
heavy gold hands to th© thin sliver 
ones. Jnd© bracelets are worn a great 
deal and are very elegant.

Analysis of Contents of 
Goodman’s Stomach. 


DR. KASTENBINE AT WORK. 


MAY TAKE TWO WEEKS TO COM¬ 
PLETE INVESTIGATION.

The removal of certain organs from 
the body of Charles Goodman, the vic¬ 
tim of Newell C. R/Lthbim. who con¬ 
spired through murder to defraud the 
Metropolitan Insurance Company of $4,- 
000. waa accomplished at the undertak¬ 
ing estabHahment of E. M. Coota & 
fions, tn Jeffersonville yeaterday, by 
Deputy Coroner Prohman Coota and hla 
brother, Glover Coota, under directions 
from Dr. L- IJ. Kaatenbine, who la to 
tnalce an analysis to ascertain the cause 
cC Goodman's death. The work was be- 
run at 9:30 o'clock, and at 11:45 o'clock 
Dr. Kaatenbine was on his way home 
with the parts of Goodman's body that 
will have much to do with settling the 
fate of the man who alleges that he 
did not kill him. but who confesses that 
he was "getting him In condition" for 
murder. 

Ten days or two weeks may be re¬ 
quired to finish the analysis. Dr. Kaa¬ 
tenbine will complete the work at the 
earliest time. Goodman's body woe 
found well preserved. 

Few were permitted to view the body 
yesterday, although many applied for 
the privilege. Acting on Instructions 
from Judge Marsh, Goodman's body 
will be placed In the vault at Eastern 
cemetery in Jeffersonville this morning. 

Defectives Martin Donohue aid 
Charles Ror 3. who have woven the net. 
work around Hathbun. visited the 
morgue yesterday, accompanied by Mr. 
Pelt on. of the Salvation Army Hotel. 
Mr. PeJtOU at once Identified the body 
as that of Charles Goodman, who oc¬ 
cupied room 49 at the h«del on numer¬ 
ous occasions. He recalled that on the 
night of November 6 Goodman in¬ 
formed him that he wa* going to sleep 
at the Falls City Hotel lp Jeffersonville 
that night, and showed him the key to 
the room he was to occupy. 

Another mystery to the Louisville and 
Jeffersonville officers Is the attitude of 
the author.ties in Little Hock. Not¬ 
withstanding Chief of Detectives Sulli¬ 
van and Police Captain J. T. App’egate. 
of Jeffersonville, requested the officials 
In Lit lie Hock to return the articles 
shipped from Jeffersonville with the 
body, they failed to oomply. The box 
containing the coffin In which Good- 
man’s body rests wus changed In Little 
Rock. It was not opened In Jefferson¬ 
ville until yesterday. Deputy Coroner 
Coots expected. *»f course, to find ths 
two &>a£3, trousers, vest, shoes, hat, 
neckties and three letters sent by him. 
They were missing. 

One of the coats was given by Hath¬ 
bun to Goodman on the fatal night, be¬ 
cause. as Hathbun exp.ained later. O d- 
man looked so shabby. The trousers, 
mad ? of a black striped material, Ire- 
longed to Goodman. The letters were 
thOfie written by Mrs Hathbun to New¬ 
ell C. Kartibun while he was at th® 
recruiting station at Plattsburg. N Y. 
The letters and garments arc needed by 
the prosecution. Neither Prosecutor 
Mayfield nor Judge Mursh can under¬ 
stand why these things have not been 
sent back. Prosecutor Mayfield *ays the 
Btate has been embarrassed enoug \ and 
It is time for this "criminal negligence 
and obstruction to Justice to ceas<*.‘* 

In view of the fact that Hathbun's 
victim hae been identified only by the 
name under which he was known to his 
tramp companions, that of Charles 
Goo. 1 man an accurate description is 
given of him, which Is as follows: 

Height five feel eight and one-half 
Inches; slender build, complexion fair, 
hair dark auburn and curly. Roman 
nose, very thin and pointed: two scars 
of a scrofulous nature on left wrist, the 
upper one extending to the forearm; 
also a scar on the fleshy under part of 
the left hand; clasped hands tattooed 
on right forearm, with the sun rls ng 
and casting rays above the hands; teeth 
gwKl and regular, eyes brown, Adam’s 
apple prominent, lips very thin. No 
acar was found on the face. Age about 
twenty-five year*.

Book-Holder Tor Church Pew* 
With the Idea of Insuring that the oc¬ 
cupant of & church pew shall always 
find his hymnal and prayer-book In' 
their places when he comes to church 
Levi E. I’mstead an<l John G. Dickie, 
of Allegheny. Pa., have designed tho 
book-holder shown herewith. The de¬ 
vice comprlpes a back plate to be at¬ 
tached to the pew by screws, with a 
hinged front section provided with 
either a lock and key or a spring catch, 
as the owner may desire. The bottom 
of the holder slants downward toward 
the front side, to act as a stop to limit 
the opening, which supports the recep¬ 
tacle In convenient position to extract 
the books for use. A small ring on the 


a slight pressure on the ends of the 
straws, to serve as a Urlble for sweeping 
very dusty carpet*. With these ends 
In view this molstener consists of a 
band of sponge, mounted on a binding 
strip of heavy cloth. Provision Is made 
for adjusting the band to fit brooms of 
any six®, and at any desired height 
from the floor.

In sweeping a small 
quantity of the water will constantly 
trickle from the sponge to the straws, 
thus laying the dust and assisting In 
cleaning the floor. When It Is necessary 
to apply a liquid preparation for de¬ 
stroying moths or other Insects this ar¬ 
rangement should prove especially de¬

Improved Fireplace Heater. 

& The ordinary fireplace has the gTeat 
advantage of not heating more than 
one room, and for this season It Is 
seldom used, except for an additional 
fire In the winter or to take the chill 
off a room In the spring or fall, John 
H. Hcltland, of Quincy, Ill., has ©o- 
celved the idea of heating more than 
one apartment with the open grate, thus 
changing It from a luxury to a practical 
heater. The Intention is to arrange wa¬ 
ter pockets around the fireplace in such 
a manner that a body of water is kept 
constantly hot and circulates through 
pipes to other rooms. A picture of the 
Invention Is shown hetewlth, the fire¬ 
box standing alone, with the tiling re¬ 
moved. to show the manner of fitting 
the pipes and conducting the water to

face of the lock is lifted by the finger 
to throw the bolt and allow the holder 
to bo opened for the Insertion or re¬ 
moval of the book, and a spring In the 
hinge shuts the receptacle as soon as 
released by the hand. In order to pre¬ 
vent the device closing with an un¬ 
pleasant sound the edges of the sides 
are provided with a cushion strip of 
rubber. As this arrangement closes 
tightly It will prevent the entrance of 
dust which so often accumulates on 
books In open racks during the week.

Most people put axvay their electric 
fans In the fall, thinking they will have 
no further use for them until the warm 
weather arrives In the spring, but we 
show here a simple arrangement which 
makes It possible to utilize the electric 
fan for blowing hot as well as cold air. 
It Is the Invention of Edwin F. Porter, 
of Boston, Mass., and can be used to 
heat rooms and offices wherever there 
is a gas Jet handy. It also keeps the 
air tn circulation about the room. In¬ 
stead of allowing it to remain still and
